CULTURAL AFFAIRS SECTOR 


ARTS AND CULTURE BRANCH 


The primary objective of the Arts and Culture Branch was to 
provide advice and assistance to the Secretary of State in the formula- 
tion and development of policies and programs for the achievement of 
national arts and cultural objectives, and to promote effective 
cooperation among the federal cultural agencies in the achievement of 
these objectives. 


Program expenditures in 1974-75 totaled $4.6 million of which 
$2.9 million was for grants and contributions (see Table 1). 


Reorganization of the branch in 1974-75 resulted in the 
formation of two policy development divisions, the first responsible for 
broadcasting, film and publishing policies, the second for policies in 
respect of museums and the national heritage, performing arts and visual 
arts. A third division was occupied with research and analysis, including 
the annual review and analysis of the program forecast and main estimates 
submissions of the cultural agencies, and for the development and 
operation, in collaboration with Statistics Canada, of a national cultural 
statistics program. A fourth division was responsible for the adminis- 
tration of grants and contributions, of the cultural property export and 
import control legislation, the Festival Canada program, the Film Festival 
Bureau, matters of state protocol and special events such as royal visits. 


Broadcasting 


The branch advised and assisted the Secretary of State in the 
discharge of his responsibility for policy formulation and evaluation in 
respect of broadcasting, inthe light.of section 4,.the Secretary of State 
Act and Parts J.and III,. the Broadcasting Act. The Secretary of State 
reports to Parliament on the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, the 
national broadcasting service. 


Branch officials participated in the committee, chaired by the 
C.B.C., established to implement the Accelerated Coverage Plan announced in 
February, 1974, by the Secretary of State. The objective of the plan is 
to extend within five years the national broadcasting service in either 
official language to all Canadian communities with a population of 500 or 
more. 


During 1974-75 policy development officers collaborated with the 
C.B.C. in the development of the Northern Broadcasting Plan, in cooperation 
with the Department of Communications, the Canadian Radio-Television 
Commission and the Department of Indian and Northern Affairs. The plan is 
aimed at extending and improving radio and television coverage and service 
to people in the north, with special attention to community programming 
and reception of satellite transmission. 


A highlight of the year's policy development work was the 
approval by the government of significant changes in the method of 
financing the C.B.C. and of the plans and priorities of the Corporation 
for the period 1975 to 1980, both being the result of close collabora- 
tion between C.B.C. and branch officials in cooperation with the 
Treasury Board Secretariat and Department of Finance. 


The branch commenced a study of the cable industry with 


reference particularly to the implications of technological and other 
changes in that industry for the national broadcasting service. 


Film 


During 1974-75 special attention was focused upon the recommenda- 
tions of the Film Advisory Committee, set up in 1972 to advise the 
Secretary of State on film policy, relating to problems of distribution 
and exhibition of Canadian films and their ability to compete in the 
domestic market with films of foreign origin. 


Discussions were started early in 1975 with provincial governments 
with a view of establishing a system of quotas for the exhibition of 
Canadian films and of a levy on box-office receipts which would provide a 
fund for use in assisting the production of Canadian films. 


In November the Secretary of State announced the government's 
intention to increase the capital cost allowance to investors in the 
production of Canadian feature films from 60 per cent to 100 per cent.

and the Canada Council, for a program of training film makers. 


After extended negotiations, the terms of a co-production 
agreement between the United Kingdom and Canada were approved, this 
agreement to be signed in September 1975. 


Publishing 


The Secretary of State introduced Bill C-58 to amend the Income 
Tax Act by the deletion of certain provisions whereby advertisers in the 
pages of several foreign-owned periodicals, notably Time and Reader's 
Digest, are able to deduct for taxation purposes the cost of such advertising 
aS in the case of advertisements placed in Canadian periodicals. Following 
second reading, the Bill is to be referred to a Standing Committee of the 
House of Commons. This is a significant piece of legislation where magazine 
publishing in Canada is concerned. 


In January, at a conference on English-language publishing 
held at Trent University, the Secretary of State made a policy statement 
on book and magazine publishing in Canada, including the announcement 
of a new $1.5 million program of the Canada Council for assisting 
Canadian publishers with the promotion and distribution of Canadian 
books and periodicals. 


Planning commenced on an in-depth study of the publishing 
industry, in close cooperation with publishers and their associations, 
aimed at developing initiatives and programs for assisting Canadian 
publishers to compete successfully in the home market with books and 
periodicals from abroad, and increasing opportunities for Canadian 
authors. 


The Secretary of State was instrumental in bringing about the 
application, in accordance with sections 27 and 28, the Copyright Act, 
by Revenue Canada, Customs and Excise, of the prohibitary provisions 
of the Customs Tariff in respect of the importation of foreign editions 
of books by Canadian authors. 


Protection of Canadian Heritage 


Bill C-33, an Act respecting the export from Canada of cultural 
property and import within Canada of cultural property illegally exported 
from foreign states, was tabled in Parliament in October, 1974, and was 
passed by the House of Commons in March, 1975. 


Performing Arts 


A number of grants to performing arts organizations were approved 
in accordance with the capital assistance program announced by the 
Secretary of State in March, 1974 (see Table 1). 


General 


A study was begun of problems or "irritants" affecting artists 
and arts organizations in such fields as taxation, social welfare, employ-, 
ment, in conjunction with other federal departments responsible for 
legislation in such fields. 


Festival Canada and Special Events 


The Festival Canada Bureau was established to plan, coordinate 
and implement the annual program of performing arts and other activities 
during the month of July in the national capital area, commencing with 
the July lst celebrations on Parliament Hill and the children's party 
at Government House. 


Planning began for the program of events to celebrate the 
centennial of the Supreme Court of Canada in September, 1975. 


The 25th Anniversary of the entry by Newfoundland into Confedera- 
tion was marked by the announcement by the Secretary of State of the 
approval of a grant of $1.7 million to that province to be used for 
appropriate commemorative capital projects. 


The State Protocol section of the branch was responsible for 
the organization of three royal visits including that of His Royal Highness 
the Prince of Wales to Ottawa and the Northwest Territories in April, 1975. 


The Secretary of State announced the allocation by the federal 
government of $1 million to the Canada Council to be used by the National 
Touring Office to help defray the cost of travel and accommodation of 
artists and arts organizations coming from various parts of Canada to 
participate in the cultural program connected with the 1976 Olympic Games 
in Montreal and Kingston. 


Film Festivals Bureau 


The Film Festivals Bureau coordinated and organized the partici- 
pation of Canadian films in national and international festivals. Through 
an extensive information and publicity program, the Bureau promoted and 
advertised Canadian films at home and abroad. In 1974 the Bureau 
participated in 90 film festivals where Canadian films received 157 awards. 
Grants were provided to eight Canadian film festivals. The Bureau 
organized participation at two major festivals: The Cannes International 
Film Festival, where Canadian films are finding commercial marketing 
opportunities; the Sorrento Film Festival, in Italy, which provided eight 
days dedicated to Canadian cinema. 


National Anthem 


In October, 1974 the Secretary of State introduced in the House 
a Bill entitled "An Act respecting the National Anthem of Canada" which 
provided for the adoption of "O Canada" as the national anthem.

EDUCATION SUPPORT BRANCH 


In addition to administering the program of post-secondary 
education adjustment payments described below, the Education Support 
Branch continued to be engaged during the year in research and 
analytical work required by the Secretary of State in the discharge 
of his responsibility for the coordinated development, formulation, 
implementation and review of federal education policies and programs. 


Other major activities of the Education Support Branch included 
communication and liaison with representatives of provincial governments, 
the academic community and national organizations on matters of 
education; and evaluation of the effectiveness of federal policies and 
programs in support of education against national goals. 


The year under review also saw a significant extension of the 
scope of cooperation with the Department of External Affairs in activities 
designed to ensure Canada's effective participation in international 
forums on educational questions. 


Post Secondary Education Adjustment Payments 


These payments are authorized in Part VI of the Federal- 
Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act, 1972, which replaced the Federal- 


Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act, 1967. The 1967 Act made provision 
for a province to receive for 1967-68 a fiscal transfer equal to the 


greater of $15 per capita of provincial population, or an amount equal 

to 50 per cent of the eligible operating expenditures for post-secondary 
education in the province. For subsequent years, the provinces to which 
the 50 per cent formula applied remained entitled to transfers on that 
basis, while the provinces initially on per capita basis (Newfoundland, 
Prince Edward Island, New Brunswick) were to receive a yearly increase in 
the transfer in line with the increase in eligible post-secondary 
expenditures in all provinces combined until such year as the other 
formula would produce a higher entitlement. 


Part VI of the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act, 1972, 
retained the two basic formulae for calculating these payments, but set 


a yearly maximum of 15 per cent on the rate of increase in the total 
federal contribution. The 1972 Act originally provided for the con- 
tinuation of the post-secondary education adjustment payments for the 
fiscal years ending in 1973 and 1974. In December 1973 the provisions of 
Part VI of the Act were extended without change for a further three-year 
RELIC, 71.2 ie March ob, a1 aL.

The transfer of financial resources to provinces for post- 
secondary education has two components: a federal revenue reduction 
relating to post-secondary education, with associated equalization 
and guarantee payments; and post-secondary education adjustment 
payments designed to bring the total transfer to each province to 
the level of its entitlement under Part VI of the Act. While the 
post-secondary education adjustment payments are calculated and 
remitted to the provinces by the Secretary of State, provisions 
concerning the federal revenue reduction and associated equalization 
and guarantee payments are administered by the Department of Finance. 


During 1974-75 post-secondary education adjustment payments 
totaling $503,579,043 were made to the provinces. This amount includes 
advances of $489,165,998 in respect of 1974-75 (see Table 2) as well 
as additional payments of $16,372,422 and recoveries of $1,959,377 
effected during 1974-75 in respect of earlier years. 


Data received by the Secretary of State late in 1974-75 fiscal 
year indicated that the 15 per cent ceiling on the rate of increase in 
the total federal contribution would be in effect for final 1974-75 
and 1975-76 calculations. 


Post-secondary education adjustment payments made to each 
province since 1967-68 are shown in Table 3. Up to and including 
1974-75, the adjustment payments made by the Secretary of State totaled 
$2,994,773,281. 
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BILINGUALISM DEVELOPMENT 


The Language Programs Branch was responsible for developing 
and administering a number of official languages programs which stemmed 
in large part from the Canadian Government's response to the recommenda- 
tions of the Royal Commission on Bilingualism and Biculturalism. They 
were designed to promote the acquisition and use of the official 
languages in Canadian society, and to ensure their equality and status. 


Programs were developed to meet the following objectives: to 
provide an increased opportunity for Canadians of the majority official 
language group in each province to acquire a knowledge of the other 
official language; to provide an increased opportunity for Canadians of 
the minority official language group in each province to be educated in 
their own language; to encourage, where appropriate, the use of the two 
official languages in provincial and municipal administrations; to 
encourage the use of both official languages in the operations of 
organizations and institutions in the private sector; to encourage and 
assist in the development of improved methods for acquisition and use of 
the official languages; to cooperate with other countries and inter- 
national organizations on matters relating to institutional and individual 
bilingualism. Programs were administered by three divisions: Federal- 
Provincial Relations Division, Private Sector Division, Language 
Acquisition and Development Division. 


Federal-Provincial Relations Division 


Under the program of bilingualism in education at the elementary, 
secondary and post-secondary levels, federal support payments totaling 
$78,607,463 were. made in 1974-75 to the provinces on a formula basis to 
promote second-language teaching and minority-language education (English 
in Quebec and French elsewhere in Canada). A total of 22 educational 
institutions qualified for grants as minority language post-secondary 


institutions. These grants were divided by province as follows: Nova Scotia, 


one; New Brunswick, four; Quebec, three; Ontario, ten; Manitoba, two; 
Saskatchewan, one; and Alberta, one. 


Special assistance was provided for the establishment of nine 
language centres, one each in Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, Newfound- 
land, Ontario and Manitoba, and two in Quebec and British Columbia. In 
addition, further payments were made to a major French-language teachers' 
college in St. Boniface, Manitoba. 


In most provinces, teachers and students were able to benefit 
from grants and bursaries to pursue language studies. A total of 4,860 
teachers received bursaries for short refresher courses designed to improve 
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their skill in language teaching. Fellowships and travel funds were 
also made available to students wishing to specialize in second- 
language studies or study in their first official language outside 
their province of residence. Under a special pilot project, some 200 
second-language monitors studied in a post-secondary educational 
institution outside their province of residence, and at the same time, 
assisted second-language teachers in local educational institutions. 


Special Projects for Bilingualism in Education: Assistance 
for special projects reflecting the special needs of individual provinces 


was made available for a period up to 31 March, 1979, under the agree- 
ment governing the Federal-Provincial Program for bilingualism in 
education. The purpose of special projects was to provide assistance 

to the provincial governments for areas they themselves consider to be in 
need of special attention. In this sense the projects represent an 
innovation or addition to programs already in existence, or else respond 
to a pressing need which to date has remained unanswered. They may be 
implemented at all levels of the educational system, including that of 
adult education, and are financed on a cost-sharing basis by the federal 
and provincial governments. By their very nature, special projects are 
of limited, short duration, with the period to be discussed between the 
federal and provincial governments, and it is therefore expected that 

- federal financial assistance is required for a specific time only. 


Projects supported during 1974-75 included: the introduction 
or expansion of French programs in several school districts of British 
Columbia; the development and assessment of French programs in the Yukon 
and Northwest Territories; a program to improve the quality and quantity 
of minority language education in High Prairie, Alberta, and Regina, 
Saskatchewan; a cultural and linguistic immersion project for new Manitoba 
teachers of French as a second language; a series of instructional 
television programs designed to aid in the teaching of English as a 
second language to Ontario's francophone students; continued support of a 
program to provide second language curriculum advisors throughout the 
educational system of Quebec; the development of French-language education 
for deaf francophone students in New Brunswick; assistance to Collége 
Ste-Anne in Nova Scotia; the provision of French language coordinators 
in Prince Edward Island; and the operation of a French language summer 
immersion course for children in St. John's, Newfoundland. 


Language Acquisition and Development Division 


This division endeavored chiefly to encourage and support 
activities in the field of language pedagogy. A total of $746,973 was 
granted to institutions. Efforts were made to encourage the application of 
findings of language research, and activities were undertaken for the 
dissemination of information on language matters throughout Canada. Steps 
were taken to establish liaison with agencies and institutions which have 
collected documents on bilingualism, with the ultimate objective of 
developing a documentation and reference centre on language matters. 
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In addition, this division, in cooperation with other federal 
government departments, was responsible for maintaining relations with 
other countries and international organizations on matters pertaining to 
institutional and individual bilingualism. 


This division also provided technical cooperation for the 
Bilingual Districts Advisory Board which in accordance with requirements 
of the Official Languages Act was appointed in 1972 to conduct an 
inquiry concerning the areas of Canada in which one of the official 
languages is spoken by the linguistic minority and to submit to the 
Government a report on its findings and recommendations concerning the 
establishment of Bilingual Districts. 


Bilingualism in Public Administration 


Under the program for bilingualism in public administration, 
financial and technical assistance was made available to the provincial 
and territorial governments interested in encouraging the use of the two 
official languages within their institutions. Emphasis continued to be 
placed on second-language courses for provincially sponsored public 
servants who were enrolled in both the Language Bureau Schools of the 
federal Public Service Commission and provincial language training programs 
subsidized by the federal government. Eligibility for such courses was 
extended to cover, in addition to provincial civil servants, municipal 
employees and school board administrators who are selected and sponsored 
by a province or territory. Four provinces benefited from this form of 
assistance: Prince Edward Island, Quebec, Ontario and New Brunswick. In 
addition, New Brunswick and Quebec received federal financial assistance 
toward the translation of their statutes and regulations. The federal 
contributions made in 1974-75 under this program totaled approximately 
$716,000. 


Private Sector Division 


This division's programs were designed to encourage an equitable 
use of the official languages in organizations and institutions of the 
private sector. 


An assessment of the programs was recently completed and a more 
comprehensive and efficient approach put into effect. The accent was 
placed on assisting associations which have developed a bilingualism plan 
and commit themselves to meet the objectives established within that plan. 
In 1974-75, 226 associations received grants to help cover the cost of 
interpretation services at their major meetings and the translation of some 
of their basic documents. 
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In the world of business emphasis was placed on the language 
of service. Technical assistance including evaluation of needs, infor- 
mation on language training, and translation and documentation was 
available to business firms. Continued cooperation was offered to the 
Business Linguistic Centre, consisting of some 50 Montreal business 
firms which have pooled their resources and efforts toward an equitable 
use of the official languages.

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TRANSLATION BUREAU 


General 


By law the Translation Bureau is the only government body 
responsible for providing translation, interpretation and terminology 
services in all languages as necessary for the proper functioning of 
the government and its agencies. The past fiscal year saw Cabinet 
also assign the Bureau responsibility for standardizing government 
administrative language, with particular reference to the two official 
languages, English and French. 


The year was marked both by difficulty in recruiting skilled 
translators and interpreters in sufficient numbers to meet the growing 
demand in the government and its agencies, and by a very large demand 
for work of a more difficult and technical nature. These two factors 
have affected general productivity. 


In addition, in a move to facilitate the Bureau's efforts in 
the areas of planning, co-ordination and evaluation of its programs, 
the assistant superintendent was freed from his operational responsi- 
bilities so that he might take charge of a study on Bureau structures. 
This study will deal with all aspects of how the Bureau's operations 
are or should be structured, such as the nature and relationship of its 
various components, working conditions and methods, classification plans, 
staff relations and so on. 


At March 31, 1975, there were 1,368 employees in the Bureau: 
862 translators, 404 administrative and support staff and 102 grant-—aided 
translators in the university training program. 


The number of translators rose 18 per cent from 1973-74. The 
Bureau's translation services produced a total of 186,465,865 words in 
1974-75 compared with 173,334,742 words in 1973-74 - an increase of eight 
per cent. The number of translations done inside the Bureau went up four 
per cent while the number sent out to contract rose 26 per cent. The 
number of man-days of interpretation rose from 7,170 in 1973-74 to 12,244 
in 1974-75 - an increase of 70 per cent. 


Special Operations 


The Special Operations Branch included the Parliamentary 
translation and interpretation services and conference interpretation 
services in the official languages and in foreign languages. 
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During the fiscal year the volume of Parliamentary translations 
fell considerably, due to the holding of the federal election in 1974. 
Parliament sat for only 128 days in 1974-75, compared to 168 the previous 
year. The number of words translated fell from some 24 million in 1973-74 
to 19.6 million in 1974-75. There was a considerable increase in demand 
for interpretation, except in the House of Conmons and the Senate. This 
increase made itself felt particularly at conferences organized by the 
departments. The number of interpreter-days rose 52 per cent in the 
Official Languages Conferences Section and 74 per cent in the Multilingual 
Conferences Section. This made it necessary to rely to a great extent on 
freelance interpreters, whose contribution in the past year totaled more 
than 100 man-years. The 1975-76 fiscal year will see measures aimed at 
rectifying this shortage of interpreters. 


General Operations 


The General Operations Branch provided translation services for 
some 120 departments and agencies in the National Capital Region. It 
consisted of three divisions: the Scientific and Technical Division, the 
Socio-Economic Division and the General and Legal Division. 


In 1974-75 the translation services working for the scientific 
and technical departments translated approximately 26 million words, while 
34 million were translated for the socio-economic departments. The General 
and Legal Division translated about 21.3 million words. Production for 
General Operations as a whole totaled 81.2 million words. At the end of 
1974-75 the branch had approximately 424 translators and 161 support staff. 


The General Operations Branch has been participating in an 
in-depth study of its structure and operations with a view to providing 
better service to its customers. By the beginning of the next fiscal year 
the study should have resulted in a structural re-organization and an 
operation directed more toward customer needs. 


Regional Operations 


The Regional Operations Branch provided translation services in 
the official languages outside the National Capital Region, but its 
operations also included the National Defence Division, the Multilingual 
Services Division and the Contracts Section. The activities of this 
branch extended from Lahr, Germany to Chilliwack, B.C. 


In 1974-75, the activities of the National Defence Division and 
the regions were consolidated. The branch continued the efforts toward 
specialization in certain sections which it had begun the previous year. 
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There was difficulty obtaining adequate office space for the 
Montreal Division. Staffing of the Multilingual Services Division 
remains a slow and difficult process. 


In the Montreal Division, the staff rose from 122 to 140. 
Toward the end of the fiscal year, the Montreal Division helped set 
up a computerized weather forecast translation project to be carried 
out by a team of linguists and computer experts from the University of 
Montreal. 


In the National Defence Division, translation production 
increased from 21.2 million words in 1973-74 to 31.6 million in 1974-75. 
There is a growing volume of increasingly technical work from National 
Defence. 


The Contracts Section continued to provide overflow service in 
cases where a text was not to be translated in the Bureau's operational 
sections because of the client's deadline or the special nature of the 
text in question. In 1974-75, some 400 freelances translated a total of 
23 million words compared with 17 million last year. 


In the Multilingual Services Division, the demand for trans- 
lation of technical and scientific texts written in languages other than 
French and English remained strong during the year. Production was 
about 20 million words compared with 18 million the previous year. The 
growing number of international conferences created a greater demand 
for translation, interpretation, and even typing services in the Multi- 
lingual Services Division. 


Research and Development 


The Research and Development Branch was responsible for 
terminological and linguistic research as well as staff training and 
development. 


Terminological and Linguistic Research: During 1974-75, the 
Division continued to distribute its monthly bulletin L'Actualité 
Terminologique. The same number were printed as in 1973-74, that is, 
about 1,500 copies. Eight new terminological bulletins were published: 
Supplément au répertoire alphabétique des lois fédérales, Propriété 
industrielle et intellectuelle, Médecine, Termes fiscaux, financiers 
et administratifs, Arrétés de terminologie de la République frangaise, 
Recueil des définitions des lois fédérales, Flore du Canada, and 
Aéronautique. The Bureau had to print or reprint 18,200 copies of 
terminological bulletins, of which it distributed about 14,500. The 
preparation of these bulletins resulted in approximately 27,500 new 
entries in the central card index. 


The Division's terminological information service answered some 
18,500 telephone requests for information. 
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In 1974-75, the Bureau entered into negotiations with the 
Régie de la langue frangaise and the University of Montreal with a view 
to achieving better co-ordination of terminological research in Canada. 


To facilitate work in terminology, the Translation Bureau 
created a task force in March 1975 to study the needs of the federal 
government and the working structures necessary for the eventual 
establishment of a word bank. 


Library Service 


The branch continued its efforts toward better organization of 
documentation and library services. 


Training and Development 


Development Section: During 1974-75 the Development Section 
concentrated its efforts on training revisers and groups of translators with 
special responsibility for the quality of texts and for the guidance of new 
translators. Training on an individual basis was supplemented by group 
activities in the form of workshops and lecture-discussions. 


The section was also assigned responsibility for preparing and 
marking recruitment examinations for translators. 


Under a program of practical development abroad, the section 
arranged assignments for five young Bureau translators in various ministries 
or administrations of the French government in Paris. 


Training Section: As part of the program for university training 
in translation, the section directed its efforts toward the selection and 
monitoring of grant-aided translators taking honours courses in translation 
at six universities: Laurentian, Laval, Montreal, Ottawa, Quebec (Trois- 
Riviéres), and Moncton. In May 1974, 63 of these grant-aided translators 
were taken into the Bureau, while 139 second-year students received 
practical training, both in operational sections and in the Training Section. 
At the beginning of the 1974-75 academic year, 62 new grant-aided translators 
were recruited under the program, bringing the number of translation 
students subsidized by the Canadian government to a total of 201. 


During the year, the section took in a number of French youth 
serving in Canada under the France-Canada Cultural Agreement in lieu of 
military service. 
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CITIZENSHIP SECTOR 


POLICY BRANCH 


The Policy Branch provided the policy development, research, 
evaluation and related services required by the Citizenship Sector, and 
in particular by the Programs Branch. 


The Policy Branch had three headquarters units: Policy Develop- 
ment, Policy and Priorities Planning (often referred to as "Research"), 
and Policy and Programs Analysis ("Evaluation"); and a functional 
relationship to a Regional Policy Officer in the office of each Regional 
Director. Work was organized on a project team basis: a Policy Branch 
officer was appointed to deal with a particular issue through its 
various phases of investigation and planning, according to his or her 
expertise and interests; and this officer in turn involved other Policy 
and Programs Branch officers on the team, as required. 


The three Policy Branch units had distinct but mutually sup- 
portive functions. The role of Policy Development was to direct 
development of new citizenship policies in view of ongoing experience as 
well as of results of research and evaluation; to finalize policy in the 
required format; and to advise programs on the implementation of policies. 
The role of the Policy and Priorities Planning unit was to develop and 
Maintain an information base supporting social policy planning in the 
citizenship area, by collecting and interpreting research done elsewhere 
as well as by initiating and contracting or carrying out research in- 
house; to recommend priorities and policy alternatives based on inter- 
pretation of research; and to provide information on broader social 
changes and milieux for use in policy development and evaluation work. 
Finally, the Policy and Program Analysis unit was mandated to review, 
assess and evaluate Citizenship Sector activities; to assist in planning 
and clarification of program objectives and activities; and to devise 
evaluation methods and strategies appropriate to the nature of 
citizenship and social development. 


1974 +75 was primarily a start-up year for the Policy Branch. 
In addition to organizational planning, job description writing and 
staffing, the branch contributed to a number of important Citizenship 
Sector activities, especially the finalization of new program proposals 
for Group Understanding and Human Rights, and research and planning in 
the area of relations among ethnic groups. This will continue to bea 
major concern in 1975 -76. 
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PROGRAMS BRANCH 


CITIZENS' PARTICIPATION DIRECTORATE 


Citizens' Participation encompassed three program areas 
(Assistance to Community Groups, Social Communications, and Group Under- 
standing and Human Rights) having as the principal objective to promote 
and improve the participation of citizens in all aspects of Canadian 
society. The Citizens' Participation Directorate addressed itself to 
all Canadian citizens as opposed to the four other citizenship direc- 
torates which each focused on a specific target population. 


Assistance to Community Groups 


This division promoted effective participation of citizens in 
the decisions that affected the quality of their community lives through 
the strengthening of the voluntary sector. Grants were provided to 
community groups to encourage the exchange and sharing of information 
and resources among organizations; to encourage organizations to develop 
democratic structures and programs and to assist them to acquire the 
necessary skills, resources and information; to increase the exchange of 
information between government and citizens; and, through the Student 
Community Service Program, to channel the energy and imagination of youth 
into the voluntary sector. 


During the fiscal year 1974-75, 197 grants were awarded to 
voluntary organizations across Canada for a total amount of $679,986. An 
additional total of $3,627,262 in grants was awarded through the Student 
Community Service Program. A catalogue of federal funding sources was 
prepared to make it easier for Canadian voluntary organizations to contact 
federal government departments whose aims are similar to their own and 
which may be prepared to offer financial and other assistance. This 
directory was made available through the department's offices and Infor- 
mation Canada centres. 


Social Communications 


This division dealt with the Travel and Exchange, Hostels and 
Citizenship Promotion functions of Citizens' Participation. Grants.were 
provided to help finance projects which encourage personal interaction 
among Canadians from different regions of the country and develop a 
greater understanding of the geographic and cultural diversity of Canada. 
An international granting program was also administered through this 
division. 
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Through the Travel and Exchange Program 490 grants totaling 
$1,564,124 were awarded to voluntary groups for travel projects within 
Canada. A further 86 grants totaling $706,498 were made for inter- 
national travel projects, including the Canada World Youth Program. 

The Young Voyageurs Program, which was operated in conjunction with 
the provinces and territories, provided interprovincial visits to 5,660 
Canadian secondary school students at a direct cost to the department 
of $1,545,000 in grants and contributions. 


In the international sphere the Contact Canada Program, in 
concert with Canadian voluntary groups, brought 150 young Canadians 
together with an equal number of foreign young people in six projects 
of cultural exchange in regional centres. An additional 175 Canadians 
were assisted in taking part in projects in nine foreign countries. 
The total cost of this program at home and abroad was $290,000. 


The Hostel Program, which was part of the government's Student 
Summer Employment and Activities Program, assisted the operation of 98 
hostels across Canada. In addition to providing safe, clean and 
inexpensive lodging for thousands of young travelers the hostels provided 
some 550 summer jobs for students at a total cost in grants of $809,997. 


A total of $290,000 in grants was awarded by the Citizenship 
Promotion Program to national voluntary agencies for various projects 
designed to enhance Canadians' perceptions of national unity and identity. 
As well, the program provided limited quantities of Canadian flags to 
Members of Parliament for distribution to groups and institutions in 
their constituencies. 


Group Understanding and Human Rights: 


This division promoted and assisted intergroup understanding 
and the enjoyment of human rights and fundamental freedoms. Grants were 
provided to voluntary organizations that contributed to the progress of 
group understanding and human rights in Canada and that developed projects 
to help reduce intergroup tensions, prejudice and discrimination. A total 
of 30 grants amounting to $138,395 was distributed by the program in the 
past year to various voluntary organizations at the regional and national 
levels. Projects included seminars and conferences on specific human rights 
and group understanding issues as well as counselling services and 
educational sessions. Operational grants for several ongoing organizations 
were also provided. 


Cooperative efforts were also undertaken with private and govern- 
mental organizations. During the past year the program assisted the 
Canadian Association of Statutory Human Rights Association (CASHRA) in the 
preparation of a training session for human rights workers. Within the 
federal area the program carried out the department's responsibility as 
the central point of reference for the government's domestic interest in 
human rights.

OFFICIAL LANGUAGE MINORITY GROUPS DIRECTORATE 


The objectives of the Directorate for Official Language Minority 
Groups were to promote the cultural and linguistic development of the 
official language communities where they exist as minorities; to foster 
a better understanding between the two official language groups through- 
out the country; and to implement programs that stress co-operation 
between the two groups. A total of $2,901,675 in grants was awarded 
in the following activity areas: 


Aid to Provincial Associations 


Under this program, sustaining grants were awarded to provincial 
organizations which, in their respective province, represented a large 
proportion of the official language minority population of their 
particular provinces. These grants, which were distinct from project 
grants, were applied to the operational budget of these organizations, 
the maintaining of a permanent secretariat and coordination of province- 
wide programs. 


Social Animation 


This program was designed to encourage English- and French- 
speaking groups in provinces where they constitute minorities, to 
participate in group activities which provide outlets for their 
individual creative talents, awaken pride in their distinctive Canadian 
heritage, enable them to better appreciate the uniqueness and values of 
that heritage, and instill inthem a shared desire to preserve and 
reinforce these values. After five years of experience, which demon- 
strated the value of this program as one of the most effective tools 
offered to official language minority groups, special efforts were directed 
during the year toward the social and cultural development of these 


groups. 


French-English Relations 


This program, derived from the amalgamation of two former programs 
("Seminars and Workshops" and "Special and National Projects"), was 
designed to help Canada's two official language communities live and work 
together harmoniously in the pursuit of national goals, by providing 
opportunities for the Canadian public to understand and accept the 
French-English fact and its implications for different spheres of 
national activities. 
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Cultural Centres 


Under this program, priority was given to performing arts 
and particularly forms of oral expression, through the provision of 
human and material resources. Grants were given to local organiza- 
tions for cultural projects, with recipients sharing in the cost. 
The program also helped in the qualitative development of these 
groups, by making it possible for representatives to attend workshops 
and training courses in their area of activity. Again this year, 
through its Directorate for Official Language Minority Groups, the 
department made such participation possible in the fields of drama, 
choir and folk singing, dancing and organization. 


Cultural Exchanges 


This program was comprised of two types of exchange: inter- 
provincial and intra-provincial. During 1974-75, the department's 
financial assistance enabled several groups to perform in different 
parts of Canada and a number of local folk singers, theatrical and 
choral groups to travel and perform within their own province. The 
program also provided financial assistance for the distribution of 
.children's films, tours by "chansonniers" to French-speaking 
communities located in English-speaking areas, and, on occasion, 
tours by major theatrical companies. 


Youth Activities 


This program was designed to enable the younger generation to 
contribute in its own way to the socio-cultural growth of English- 
and French-speaking minority communities. Monies were granted to 
promote the regrouping of youth in a province, region, or on the 
national level, to encourage young people to develop projects facili- 
tating better participation in community activities and finally, to 
enable youth organizations to plan activities corresponding to their 
needs and interests. 


Special and National Projects 


The objectives of this program were re-defined to encourage 
organizations in the development of new projects requiring a greater 
participation by official language minority groups and to contribute 
to the development of national organizations whose objective is to 
strengthen the ties between groups from different provinces but having 
the same language and culture. For that purpose, grants were awarded 
for national meetings, conferences and a few pilot and special projects. 
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International Participation 


In order to allow the language minority groups to play a more 
active role in Canadian society, the program made it possible for a 
limited number of leaders within these groups to attend training 
sessions in other countries. In 1974-75, such leaders attended 
summer training sessions offered by "l'Université de Marly-le-roi" 
(France), aS well as 1'Association France-Canada's annual conference 
and various other international meetings. 


WOMEN'S PROGRAMS DIRECTORATE 


To encourage the greater participation of women in decisions 
that affect the quality of their lives, this directorate provided 
support for women's organizations to promote a greater understanding 
of the status of women in Canada and in developing activities which 
help women acquire the knowledge and skills necessary for effective 
participation as equal citizens. In 1974-75, 79 organizations 
received $200,000 in grants toward this goal. The directorate also 
carried out community education activities aimed at special influence 
groups and the general public to encourage more positive attitudes 
toward the changing role of women. 


Because of International Women's Year (1975), the Women's 
Directorate of the Citizenship Sector was also granted the authority by 
Treasury Board to provide funds for International Women's Year projects 
to help Canadians participate in this worldwide effort to improve the 
status of women in society. For 1974-75, 194 organizations received a 
total of $523,642 in grant funds. In addition, $395,028 was given to 
forty-five organizations specifically for cultural projects. 


International Women's Year activities included special grants 
funds for national and local women's groups; cultural events designed 
to promote a recognition of women's achievements in the arts; Inter- 
change 75, a seminar series designed to bring together women and those 
in decision-making positions in the public and private sector to address 
problems of mutual concern related to the status of women; a program 
for young women, and a special program for native women. 
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Some of the groups and projects to receive funds included: 


Women's Art Centre of Moncton - Moncton, New Brunswick 


$12,000 for the co-ordination of a program of training and skill sharing 
workshops, a film series, and a lecture series on self-criticism and 
professional knowledge. 


Vidéographe - Montreal, Quebec 


$24,000 to recruit and train women to produce six video tape programs 
on subjects of interest to women; to distribute the tapes for use by 
other groups; and to hold a video-tape festival on women. 


National Action Committee on the Status of Women in Canada - Toronto, Ont. 


$15,000 to maintain and develop a national network of conmunications 
among Canadian women and their organizations concerned with implementing 
recommendations of the Royal Commission on the Status of Women in Canada. 
The Committee will also provide leadership, training meetings and 
conferences essential to women in isolated communities. 


University Women's Club of Saskatoon - Saskatoon, Saskatchewan 


$7,000 for a year-long program to promote community awareness of status 
of women, alert high school women to changing roles, develop resources 
and methods for community involvement in life-planning of students and 
promote awareness of school personnel of sex-role stereo-typing and of 
affirmative action plans. 


Western Canadian Women's News Service - Vancouver, B.C. 


$6,000 to produce monthly news packets to provide women's groups, govern- 
ment, educational and other institutions, community organizations and 
the media with up-to-date information on the current status of women. 


MULTICULTURALISM DIRECTORATE 


This directorate administered a number of activities with 
the objective of encouraging the development of a society in which 
individuals and groups have an equal chance to develop and express 
their cultural identity as an integral part of Canadian life. 


Ethnic Groups Liaison 


This program was implemented by officers specializing in 
Canada's ethno-cultural communities. These officers (Afro-Caribbean, 
Mediterranean, Nordic, Asiatic and Slavic) during the year under 
review, acted in an advisory and liaison capacity and assisted in 
developmental activities of ethno-cultural conmunities and organiza- 
tions at the national level. They were involved in programs of the 
Multiculturalism Directorate which provided funds for projects 
designed to meet the developmental objectives of Ethnic Groups 
Liaison: the Projects Grants, the Multicultural Centres, and the Non- 
Official Languages Teaching Aids. 


Multicultural Projects Grants 


Through this program, grants were made available to voluntary 
groups in support of a wide range of projects which assisted Canadian 
ethno-cultural groups to maintain and develop their cultural traditions, 
which promoted inter-cultural sharing and an awareness of Canada's 
cultural diversity, and which assisted immigrants to become full 
participants in Canadian society. 


During the fiscal year 1974-75, the Citizenship Sector adopted 
a decentralized granting system. Under this new system 611 multi- 
cultural projects were supported at both regional and national levels 
for a. total of: $2,2538,/01. 


Multicultural Centres 


A Multicultural Centre is a place where people of all cultural 
backgrounds can meet each other and share their traditions. The Centre 
provides space and facilities for groups to carry out co-ordinated 
programs in areas such as theatre, arts and crafts, referral services, 
discussion groups, music and dance instruction, performances, displays 
and social gatherings. 
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During fiscal year 1974-75 the Multicultural Centres program 
made grants available to communities which had or were trying to develop 
a multicultural centre, in order to assist them with developmental 
activities or the on-going expenses of the facilities concerned. 
Thirteen centres across Canada received total funding in the amount of 
$240,900. 


Non-Official Language Teaching Aids 


This program responded to the realization that teaching aids 
for members of ethno-cultural groups and children of inmigrants who 
wish to retain their respective languages are at present scarce and out- 
dated. There exists a need for new textbooks and other teaching aids in 
order that individuals can retain and strengthen their cultural identity 
within a Canadian context. 


During fiscal year 1974-75, 13 grants for a total amount of 
$62,916 were given across Canada to assist groups in the production of 
textbooks and audio-visual teaching aids. 


Ethnic Press Analysis Service 


During the year the Ethnic Press Analysis Service received and 
analyzed over 200 ethnic newspapers and periodicals in more than 30 
languages. The information gathered from the press was used to prepare 
a monthly review entitled the Canadian Ethnic Press Review. ‘This 
publication, produced in a limited edition, is distributed to officers 
and libraries of various government departments and agencies. The 
Service also carried on liaison activities with the Canada Ethnic Press 
Federation and its four affiliated Press Associations in Toronto, 
Montreal, Winnipeg and Vancouver. 


Canadian Identities 


The Canadian Identities program endeavored to help Canadians 
recognize and understand their cultural heritage and identity as part of 
the wide variety of cultures existent in our society, and to enrich the 
artistic life in Canada. 


Multicultural Festival: The first Multicultural Festival was 
held in July 1974. It consisted of folkloric dancing and theatre and 
was held in Ottawa. Plans were developed for the second festival to be 
held partly in Quebec City and Ottawa, including a crafts exhibition. 
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Theatre: Regional festivals were planned and more grant 
applications were received this year. The Multicultural Theatre 
Association initiated work on the development of regional chapters 
of the Canadian Multicultural Theatre Association. The first play- 
wright competition was funded, to be produced at the next Ontario 
Regional Festival. Plans were undertaken for Canadian participation 
at the Second International Black Arts Festival in Lagos, with the 
National Black Coalition having the main responsibility for this 
event. 


Folklore: Many regional festivals were held across the 
country which were initiated and funded by the program including 
Folkfest in Vancouver and Ethno-Quebec in Montreal. 


Literature: Although this was still a relatively new program, 
quite a few contracts were awarded for the translation of literary 
work relating to Canadian ethno-cultural groups. The Ethnic Cookbook 
was written by Sondra Gotlieb. ‘The Great Canadian Promotion, written 
by Jean Bruce, was prepared for publishing. 


Crafts: The department participated in the International 
Exhibition "In Praise of Hands" in Toronto, leading to a crafts 
exhibition in Ottawa. A craft survey was carried out and the results 
will be available early next year. 


Canadian Consultative Council on Multiculturalism 


The Canadian Consultative Council on Multiculturalism, an 
advisory body to the Minister Responsible for Multiculturalism, con- 
sisted of 101 persons drawn from forty-seven ethno-cultural backgrounds. 
During the year the National Executive met three times; the Atlantic, 
Quebec and British Columbia regional Councils met twice, the Ontario 
Council three times, and the Prairies Council five times. One national 
meeting was held on December 14, 1974. At that meeting the Minister 
Responsible for Multiculturalism was presented with recommendations 
for the Council's first annual report. 


Multicultural Studies Program 


Guided by the Canadian Ethnic Studies Advisory Council, the 
Multiculturalism Directorate initiated the Visiting Professors Program. 
Three professorships were awarded to the following universities, with 
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financial assistance: University of Moncton, Carleton University 
and University of Toronto. During the first quarter of 1975 the 
Visiting Lectureship Program was commenced and several lectures on 
multicultural topics were given at additional universities. 


The Non-Official Languages Study was completed, evaluated 
by the Canadian Ethnic Studies Advisory Committee, and recommended 
to the Minister Responsible for Multiculturalism for release. 
Preliminary reports on the Majority Attitudes Study and Supplementary 
Language Schools Study were received and assessed. The conmittee 
initiated, reviewed and examined several other research projects 
relevant to the ethnic studies, e.g., a small research study into the 
field of school curricula concerning ethnic studies. 


Three new histories were added to the list of 20 ethnic 
histories that had been commissioned earlier - Irish, Byelorussian 
and Jewish. Invitations for proposals were issued for four more 
histories - Blacks, Métis, Native Peoples and Estonians. Preliminary 
steps were taken to select a publisher for the Ethnic History series. 


Immigrant Orientation 


During the year under review this division continued to 
administer federal-provincial agreements regarding teaching of English 
and French to adult immigrants. The federal government provided the 
provinces, under the Language and Citizenship Classes Agreement - 
$1,096,836; under the Textbook Agreement - $137,456. The breakdown for 
individual provinces was as follows:

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NATIVE CITIZENS DIRECTORATE 


The Native Citizens Directorate was established to assist native 
people to define and achieve their place in Canadian society by providing 
them with the resources to identify their needs and actively undertake 
their development as Canadians. 


Core and Communications Workers 


This program was designed to enable the native people through 
their own provincial, territorial and national associations to undertake 
initiatives in formulating policies and programs to further their develop- 
Men. 


Core funding grants were given to associations with demonstrated 
support from their declared constituents for administrative costs such as 
staff and salaries, travel expenses, office costs, meeting expenses and 
special services. The Core program also supported the costs of communica- 
tion workers; those who provide a direct liaison between the associations' 
executive members and local communities. 


In 1974-75 three national associations representing the three 
sectors of native life in Canada received funding. These included the 
Native Council of Canada, representing the Métis and non-status Indian 
people; the National Indian Brotherhood, representing the status or treaty 
Indian people; and the Inuit Tapirisat of Canada, representing the Inuit 
or Eskimo people. In addition, 30 provincial and regional native associa- 
tions received core funding, bringing the total amount of core funds 
distributed through this program during the year to $7,175,402. 


Native Communications Societies (Resource Organizations) 


This program was established during the year under review to 
encourage the development and effective use of communications media among 
native peoples. Grants were provided to native communications societies 
which are regional multimedia communication organizations developed by and 
for native people. During its first year of operation the program 
awarded a total of $954,518 in grants to ten native communications 
societies. 


Among these the Alberta Native Communications Society was the 
largest resource organization funded, and the most established, entering 
its 10th year of operation. Receiving $300,000 from this program, the 
Society produced a weekly newspaper, slide shows, eight films, radio 
programs and traditional native weather forecasts.

One of the new projects funded during the year was the Northern 
Quebec Inuit Association, in the amount of $130,691. This Association 
is establishing an HF radio system in 11 isolated Inuit conmunities in 
northern Quebec. 


In addition to its support of Native Conmunications Societies, 
the program funded 14 native newspapers to a maximum of $25,000 each for 
a total of $318,310 during the past fiscal year. 


Migrating Native Peoples 


This five-year program was begun in 1972 to encourage native 
people to develop and maintain programs and services to assist those 
natives who have migrated from their home conmunities to adjust to an 
urban environment. This adjustment is achieved primarily through the 
establishment and operation of friendship centres. 


Friendship centres were supported through grants for certain 
Operating costs which were provided to ensure that individual friendship 
centres would be able to maintain their basic operations, attract and 
retain competent staff, and carry out long-range planning within the five- 
year program. In 1974-75, 59 friendship centres received a total of 
- $1,693,819 in operating funding. 


Capital funding grants were provided to friendship centres to 
help cover building purchase or renovation. Theoretical models of 
friendship centres were developed in consultation with the Executive of 
the National Association of Friendship Centres and Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation. In 1974-75, $413,377 was awarded in capital funding 
grants to ten friendship centres. 


Conference grants totaling $30,000 were awarded to the National 
Association of Friendship Centres for its annual meeting and four meetings 
of its executive board. An operating grant of $18,530 was awarded to the 
National Association on a three-to-one ratio with money contributed from 
individual member centres. 


Native Youth 


This was a grants program intended to enable native youth to 
undertake their own leadership development through participation in con- 
ferences, seminars and workshops. In 1974-75, a total of $265,581 was 
spent through the Native Youth Program. 


Among the projects funded was the Native Law Student Association. 
This was a project to establish an association comprised of all native law 
students in Canadian universities and through this association to assist 
the native peoples of Canada in matters and issues pertaining to the law. 
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The Li'l Beavers of Ontario - Native Youth Corps. was a project 
which received program funding to assist in the development of a 
provincial network of youth organizations associated with 11 friendship 
centres. The goal of the organization is to involve its participants in 
activities which will contribute to their character development, physical 
health and appreciation for their native heritage. 


Native Women 


The objective of this program was to enable native women's groups 
to undertake an active role in the overall development of native people 
and to participate in matters of concern to themselves. Grants were 
awarded for projects open to all women of native ancestry including both 
status and non-status groups. A total sum of $316,044 in project grants 
was awarded in 1974-75. 


National projects funded included the Native Women's Association 
of Canada which received grant funds to hold two planning meetings and a 
national conference to form the first national association of native 
women. Its aim is to work toward the solution of problems affecting 
native women by encouraging them to assume a more positive and active role 
in achieving their rightful place in Canadian society. 


In the area of provincial projects, the Native Women's Association 
Of Manitoba was awarded funds for a four-day workshop on family life. The 
aim of the workshop was to give increased understanding of the native 
family unit and to help in the organization of local projects in native 
communities with emphasis on education, child care and health services. 
The Yukon Indian Women's Association received grant funds for a leadership 
training program to include subjects on public speaking, group work, 
organizing skills, basic administration, public relations and the use of 
the media. The group's main activities centre around self-development, 
housing, education and human rights. 


In recognition of International Women's Year, 1975, the Native 
Women's Program worked in co-operation with the Women's Program of this 
and other government departments to seek ways of assisting both status and 
non-status Indian and Inuit women in their efforts to implement conmunity- 
based projects, particularly in the fields of family, health, education 
and culture. Three national meetings of native women's organizations were 
planned for International Women's Year along with seminars involving native 
women and native women's issues, and a number of regional projects. 


A special project for I.W.Y., begun in March 1974, is the publica- 
tion of a book bringing together the biographies of native women who have 
involved themselves with their people and their communities. Toward the 
end of the fiscal year, the possibility of producing a film on native women 
as another project for I.W.Y. was being discussed with officials of the 
National Film Board. 


Development Fund 


This fund was intended to help increase the participation of 
native people in their own affairs and in Canadian society as a whole. 
Grants were made to native groups and interested non-native groups to 
help cover the costs of new and innovative projects. 


In 1974-75, a total of $212,846 was spent from the development 
fund. Projects included the Nishnawbe Institute in Ontario, a cultural/ 
educational research institute to foster the development of cultural 
and traditional, Indian-oriented projects by native people.

National Association of Friendship Centres 
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CITIZENSHIP REGISTRATION BRANCH 


In the calendar year 1974, 130,278 persons were granted 
Canadian citizenship, and proof of status certificates were issued to 
137,272 Canadians. A breakdown of types of certificates issued and 
national origins of new citizens appears in Tables 11 and 12. 


In the further extension of registration services, a Citizen- 
ship Court was established in Thunder Bay to assume responsibility for 
the City of Thunder Bay and a northern Ontario circuit. This brought 
the number of Citizenship Courts in Canada to 14. Sub-Courts exist in 
many smaller centres. 


Two Storefront citizenship offices began operations in 
Montreal in June 1974, situated on Jean Talon Street West and Jean Talon 
Street East. In Toronto, planning commenced for a second Citizenship 
Court to be located at the Dufferin Mall on the floor above the Store- 
front which was established last year. 


To meet the great demand for the services of citizenship 
judges, additional judges were appointed in Toronto and Montreal. Judges 
were also appointed in Halifax and Thunder Bay in 1974, bringing the 
total number to 21. 


In October, 1974, Parliament gave first reading to a bill to 
create a new Citizenship Act for Canada. The new legislation would 
shorten the length of residence in Canada prior to application for 
citizenship from 5 to 3 years, treat applicants alike regardless of 
country of origin, and accord equal treatment to men and women. The 
new bill would liberalize and modernize a citizenship law which had 
become outdated since it became law in 1947. 


In addition to the regular ceremonies held in Citizenship 
Courts across Canada welcoming new Canadians as citizens, in April and 
May 1974 special citizenship ceremonies were held in Regina and Winnipeg. 
In Regina, Governor General Jules Léger presented citizenship certificates 
to 25 new citizens, and in Winnipeg, Her Royal Highness Princess Margaret 
made the presentations. 
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CORPORATE MANAGEMENT SECTOR 


The Assistant Under Secretary, Corporate Management and the 
branches and directorates within the Corporate Management Sector 
coordinated departmental planning, research and evaluation activities, 
rendered advisory and support services and carried out other activities 
in connection with the department's general management. 


In this sector, a number of new functional branches and 
directorates were organized and staffed, and employees and functions 
from same previously-existing areas of the department were consolidated 
in new units. The reorganization was accomplished through the 
re-deployment of resources and without increasing the overall man-year 
allotments or budget. 


International Women's Year 


In recognition of International Women's Year, a special program 
was mounted to ensure greater opportunities for women in the department. 
A co-ordinator for I.W.Y. activities, appointed to the office of the 
Assistant Under Secretary, conducted a number of "awareness-raising" 
seminars, some for women employees, others for managers, and others for 
staff generally. 


A review was made of management's practices and attitudes and 
generally the status of women within the department. Plans were made to 
continue certain action programs beyond 1975. 


DEPARTMENTAL SECRETARIAT 


Early in the fiscal year the Departmental Secretariat was 
established, drawing together a number of administrative units which had 
previously worked independently. Its major functions were: to process 
ministerial correspondence, to provide administrative services in the 
Secretary of State's office, to provide liaison between the department 
and Parliament and its committees, and to prepare answers to questions 
raised in Parliament. It was also charged with departmental security 
and provision of a secretariat for the Senior Management Committee. Most 
systems and procedures relating to these functions were reviewed and 
revised. 
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POLICY, PLANNING AND SYSTEMS BRANCH 


In this new branch, departmental policy planning and priority 
setting were clarified and an organization structure approved. Some 
positions were staffed from the former Citizenship Strategic Planning 
Branch, and others from outside the department. This branch included 
the following two directorates. 


Planning and Policy Analysis Directorate 


A comprehensive departmental planning process was approved for 
gradual implementation consisting of eight distinct interacting phases: 
appraisal of the external environment; review of departmental objectives; 
strategy formulation, choice and priority setting; goal setting; work 
plan designing; work plan implementation, monitoring and corrective 
adjustment; evaluation of goals and objectives; appraisal of internal 
(departmental) factors, resources and capabilities. 


By the end of March, objectives and sub-objectives were revised 
in three policy/program areas and evaluation criteria in one. A revised 
system was installed for preparing the annual program forecast. A number 
of projects and task forces were launched or continued in research, 
analysis and production of policy papers, plans and procedures. These 
included a sample study of attitudes and activities of people during 
their non-working time; a study of the criteria by which grants are made 
to determine how these criteria contribute to the objectives of grants 
programs; a study to determine probable future life styles of Canadians 
to provide projections on priorities within the department; a review of 
federal government programs impacting on urban growth; a working group 
to study the social implications of computer/conmunications as part of an 
interdepartmental study of computer/conmunications policy. 


Organization and Methods Directorate 


This new directorate initiated action on a range of departmental 
projects identified as priorities by senior management, including: advice 
on the planning of a terminology bank for the Translation Bureau; organi- 
zation and methods review of Citizenship Registration processes; methods 
and procedures studies of certain personnel management systems; review 
of procedures relating to the processing of applications for grants under 
the various Citizenship programs; planning and implementation for the 
preparation and distribution of organization charts and management 
guidelines. 
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MANAGEMENT SERVICES BRANCH 


This new branch comprised four directorates: Financial 
Management, Administrative Services, Financial and Operational Audit, 
and Management Information Systems. The first two were reorganized 
from previously existing services; the latter two were new activities 
not formerly existing at the corporate level. 


Financial Management Directorate 


This directorate was reorganized in three divisions: Financial 
Resources, Financial Services, and Financial Systems. 


The directorate was responsible for financial planning and 
analysis; issuing cheques and reconciling accounts; dealing with advisory 
and control functions for contracts and Treasury Board submissions; 
ensuring that financial operating controls were working and that regulatory 
requirements were honoured. It was also responsible for the reconciliation 
and distribution of all financial statements; the verification of all 
accounts and final processing of all transactions. 


Following a study by the Bureau of Management Consulting Services, 
changes in many of the financial systems in the department were introduced. 


Administrative Services Directorate 


Centralization of administrative services became necessary with 
departmental organizational changes over the past few years. However, 
with the appointment of administrative officers in the regional offices 
it was possible to re-introduce a measure of decentralization with respect 
to financial, administrative and personnel services in the regional 
directorates. 


Administrative Services continued to provide a broad range of 
services and advice throughout the department including: accommodation, 
telecommunications, library, materiel, and paperwork management. 


Financial and Operational Audit Directorate 


This was a new directorate, formed to provide basic financial 
audit services as required by Treasury Board and to assist the department's 
managers through independent operational reviews. Guidelines for these 
functions were released on March 10, 1975 by the Under Secretary. 
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Management Information Systems Directorate 


The Management Information Systems Directorate was established 
early in the fiscal year, with staff transferred from the former Data 
Processing Division of the Translation Bureau. 


The department's needs for management information at the 
corporate level and all other management levels were reviewed. The 
director prepared a three-year M.I.S. master plan to serve as the basis 
for future development. The directorate continued to perform operational 
and maintenance functions for the Translation Production Control System 
and also provided technical assistance and advice to other departmental 
users Of electronic data processing. 


PERSONNEL ADMINISTRATION BRANCH 


The Personnel Administration Branch continued a high level of 
activity in staffing, staff relations, staff training and development, 
language training, position classification, and the administration of 
pay and benefits systems. 


Personnel Administration has always stressed the importance of 
staff training. During the past fiscal year 49 employees went on 
training under interdepartmental programs; 39 employees went on outside 
training activities; and a total of 125 employees were involved in 
training activities outside working hours. Among employees on language 
training, 49 were on continuous courses, 27 qualified as being bilingual, 
2 were withdrawn from courses because of limited aptitude and 35 were 
taking cyclical training. 


During the same year, 570 new employees joined the department 
and 426 employees left the department; 80 employees left through promo- 
tions and transfers to other departments and 346 employees left the 
public service altogether. As of March 31, 1975, there were 2,384 em- 
ployees on staff, including 2,204 permanent and 180 term employees. 
During the summer of 1974 there were 94 students employed throughout 
the department. 
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INFORMATION SERVICES BRANCH 


With a renewed mandate the Information Services Branch undertook 
the first part of a reorganization to facilitate implementation of its 
responsibilities. 


The department sponsored a major national advertising campaign 
to tell the story of multiculturalism. ‘Twelve comprehensive advertise- 
ments published in over 100 ethnic newspapers in 38 languages, outlined 
the multiculturalism activities of this department, the federal cultural 
agencies and other departments. 


An information program was developed in conjunction with the 
introduction in the House of Commons of a new Citizenship Bill. Promo- 
tional materials in 28 languages were distributed in Canada and abroad 
to acquaint the largest possible audience with provisions of the proposed 
legislation. 


For the department's International Women's Year activities 
Information Services produced special posters and assisted in the 
"Interchange 75" series of women's seminars and preliminary work for a 
book on native women. More than 72,000 printed items were produced for 
the Women's Program and International Women's Year 1975. 


Close cooperation was maintained with other federal departments 
for the "Summer 75" program of summer employment opportunities for 
students. Information Services also produced publicity materials for 
the department's own summer youth programs, such as Young Voyageurs, 
Contact Canada and others. 


Radio promotion tapes produced and distributed by Information 
Services were used across Canada as part of the department's continuing 
activities to support the United Nations Decade for Action to Combat 
Racism and Racial Discrimination (1973-83). 


The audio-visual unit provided consultation and assistance in 
the production of films, filmstrips and slide presentations for publicity 
and information purposes to promote departmental activities. 


The news services unit was involved in the preparation and 
production of 129 news releases, speeches and reports to the media. It 
also provided senior departmental officials at headquarters and in the 
regions with a daily newspaper clipping service. 


In print and publicity materials, more than 700,000 copies were 
produced in both official languages. Of this number, 137,625 copies of 
publications were sent out by the public information unit in response to 
5,414 telephone requests and letters. This was an increase of nearly 
11,000 over the number of copies of publications sent out in the previous 
year. 
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In the field of bilingualism development, new publications for 
public distribution included five editions of Cahiers du bilinguisme/ 
Bilingualism Review and three brochures: Official Languages Programs, 
Post Secondary Awards, and Bilingualism in Voluntary Associations. Five 
posters were in production at the end of the fiscal year. A brochure 
on the Translation Bureau was reprinted from Bilingualism Review. 


Information Services published separate English and French 
editions of a book by David Munroe, entitled The Organization and 
Administration of Education in Canada and L'organization et admini- 
stration de l'éducation au Canada. 


The overall promotion of Festival Canada included production 
and distribution of news releases, booklets, place mats and posters as 
well as press conferences and radio announcements. 


Throughout the year, Information Services coordinators were 
involved in the development of information for the various departmental 
programs.

CULTURAL AFFAIRS SECTOR 


ARTS AND CULTURE BRANCH 


The primary objective of the Arts and Culture 
Branch was to provide advice and assistance to the Secretary 
of State in the formulation and development of policies 
and programs for the achievement of national arts and cultural 
objectives, and to promote effective cooperation among the 
federal cultural agencies in the achievement of these objectives. 


The branch consisted of two policy development 
divisions, the first responsible for broadcasting, film and 
publishing policies, the second for policies in respect of 
museums and the national heritage, performing arts and 
visual arts. A third division was occupied with research 
and analysis, including the annual review and analysis of 
the program forecasts and main estimates submissions of 
the cultural agencies, and with the development and operation, 
Inecollaboration with Statistics” Canada, of a national 
Culcubals Statistics program. A fourth division was respon- 
Sible stor the administration of grants and contributions, 
Ehemcul tural property “export and amport legislation, <che 
Festival Canada program, the Film Festivals Bureau, matters 
of state protocol and special events such as royal visits. 


Broadcasting 


This division provided advice and assistance to 
the Secretary of State in discharging his responsibility 
for broadcasting policy formulation and evaluation matters 
under .Section 4 of the Department of State Act and Part I 
ances tne eBrOadcCast ing Act. Lhe Secretany of State 
reports to Parliament on the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation, the national broadcasting service. 


During the year, branch officials participated 
in an action committee, chaired by the CBC, established 
to implement the Accelerated Coverage Plan announced by 
the Secretary of State in February 1974. The objective 
of the plan is to provide CBC broadcasting services in the 
required official language to all Canadian communities with 
aspopurtation-of 500) or more, swLthin fi vecyears. 


In the year under review, an informal inter- 
departmental committee chaired by the branch with the CRTC, 
the CBC, Treasury Board and the Department of Communications 
met Sane times to discuss the possibility of replacing 
community owned and operated stations rebroadcasting CBC 
service with CBC transmitters. 


A plan for the further use and distribution of 
the CBC's post-broadcast material was also developed in 
cooperation with the Corporation. The program came into 
effect in October Loo. 


During 1975-76, policy development officers 
collaborated with the CBC in the development of the 
Northern Broadcasting Plan, in cooperation with the 
Department of Communications, the CRTC and the Department 
of Indian Affairs and Northern Development. 


Approval was obtained to make significant changes 
in the methods of financing the CBC and in the plans and 
PrrOorltves’ Of the. Corporattron Lor the! per vod #1975 com ocur 
The branch continued its research into program production 
and distribution with particular attention to the effects 
of such new technologies as pay television and videodisc 
on the national broadcasting service and the Canadian 
broadcasting system. 


Film 


Several new policy initiatives were announced by 
the Secretary of State during 1975-76 as a part of the 
Hatw2ona lL somimMeCOLlucy. 


To stimulate investment in production of Canadian 
feature films, a new income tax regulation was introduced. 
It allows investors in feature films that meet the criteria 
for the employment of Canadian creative and technical 
talent to deduct 100 per cent of their investment in one year. 


To encourage the increased production of feature 
films in Canada, the Secretary of State announced in September 
1975 that he had signed a co-production agreement with the 
United Kingdom. Reactions from the film industry indicate 
that each of these initiatives is having the desired effect 
in stimulawineg productron. 


To ensure wider access for Canadian features to 
theatres across Canada, Famous Players Limited and Odeon 
Theatre (Canada) Limited agreed to a quota system guaranteeing 
a minimum of four weeks of screen time per theatre per year 
in their movie houses. The Canadian Film Development Corpo- 
ration will monitor and report on the success of this arrange- 
ment to the Secretary of State. 


To further the development of the national film 
policy over a broader range in both the public and the 
private sector, a special study of the film industry commenced 
ine ado oe Nee pramar yrObyectivero: this: study isto 
provide a comprehensive analytical profile of the structure 
enGeODeration OL the -Lilm. industry in both sectors. The 
GesuULeseor (cenis study. will provide a. basis” for policy 
changes and an objective framework against which to test 
measures designed to improve the coordination of film 
activities of the five federal film agencies. 


Doubivshing 


In the year under review, a Significant piece of 
magazine legislation, Bill C-58, was referred to the House 
of Commons for third and final reading, following detailed 
study by the Commons Committee on Broadcasting, Film and 
Assistance to the Arts and the Committee's approval without 
amendment. 


This bill seeks to amend the Income Tax Act by 
deleting from it certain provisions whereby advertisers 
using the pages of several foreign owned periodicals - 
HOtAo ky imc ean Readcins DiEGest = weres ap) outo deduce, 
EOtrmrcaxacton. purposes ,) the cost Of such advertising, as 
in the case of advertisements placed in Canadian periodicals. 


Assistance was provided to the export of Canadian 
books for sale abroad. The consortium known as the Asso- 
CreeloOnmror the Exportwof Canadian Books,-with sales outlets 
in London, New York and Paris, received $240,000 in 1975-76 
as part of a three-year program aimed at the achievement of 
Sob cuLmicolency bythe: ASSOclatiuon . 


A major research study was officially undertaken 
Gomanalyze- the bookwpublishing industry an- Canada. ft will 
recommend policy directions to the government aimed at 
encouraging the continued growth of the industry. Augmenting 
the scope of this study were the results of a comprehensive 
Statistics collection and analysis program for the book 
Publ shingsindustry.. The Latter is proceeding: on an annual 
basis in cooperation with Statistics Canada and representative 
associations of the book publishing industry. 


In 1975-76, proposed new entries into the publishing 
industry in Canada and projected takeovers of Canadian publish- 
ing enterprises by foreign interests were reviewed under 
the terms of the Foreign Investment Review Act. Schedule 
@ ofeche Customs: hariil and ‘sections @7iand 2 of the 


Copyright. Act’ continued tos besentornced: tor pronwbi tacne 
importation of foreign editions of Canadian books for which 
copyrightyis held inv Canaday or of American tireless so. 
which the licence to reproduce the title in Canada is held 
by a Canadian publisher. 


Departmental officials met with representatives 
of the publishing and distribution industries to consider 
and discuss the possibilities of a common national distri- 
bution service. Such a development would result in the 
placement of Canadian periodicals and mass paperbacks in 
outlets in communities where these books are rarely, if ever, 
accessible. . 


Cultural and National Heritage 


During the fiscal year the branch began a review 
of federal policies, programs and activities dealing with 
cultural and national heritage. This review concentrated 
on 52 federal departments and agencies that have an explicit 
Or implicit mandate in the heritage field. 


Brit C=33;7 the, Cultural Property Expone ange! mocmc 
Act, received royal assent on June 19, 1975. It appears 
in Volume 1, Number 9 of the Canada Gazette, Part lll, 
and will come into force on a day to be fixed by proclama- 
tion. At that time, all matters relating to the administra- 
tion of the bill will become the responsibility of the Secre- 
tarnvrOl erate. 


Branch officials, an cooperation with Offtrciairs 
from the National Library, began looking at various specific 
issues related to libraries in Canada. Such issues included 
the question of financial recognition - through the library 
system - of the contribution of writers to Canadian culture, 
the new developments in the inter-library loan system and 
the possibility of direct or indirect federal financial aid 
POUpDUDIL TCP iro Larics. 


Performing and Visual Arts 


A major occurrence this year in the field of the 
visual arts was a review of the craft industry in Canada 
by the branch, in conjunction with officials of the Depart- 
ment of Industry, Trade and Commerce. The branch also pro- 
vided funding to national arts associations such as the 
Canadian Conference of the Arts and the Canadian Crafts 
Council. 


In the performing arts field, capital grants 
were awarded under a special program to help establish 
and maintain a national grid of performing arts facilities 
by providing professional performing arts companies with 
funds to meet their needs. Capital funding can be used 
for the construction or purchase of new facilities; the 
purchase and/or renovation of facilities, or funding 
for associated capital equipment such as lighting, 
sound, seating, dressing rooms, curtains and air con- 
Gutroning -weelhe Jqrantsimay not icover sehescost, of purchasing 
land or expenses related to a production such as scenery, 
props or operating costs. 


For example, in recognition of the cultural 
Significance of the Vancouver Symphony Orchestra, the 
Secretary of State made a two million dollar grant to 
the City of Vancouver in 1975-76 to be used for the 
purchase and renovation of the Orpheum Theatre for the 
Symphony's use. 


This program is designed to improve verforming 
arts facilities in Canada, and to reduce regional disparities 
an their fguality and accessibility. 


Table 1 indicates the organizations that have 
received grants or for which grants have been authorized 
in 1975-76. Table 2 shows the amount of general support 
granted in the year under review. 


Research and Analysis 


During 1975-76, the branch continued to develop 
aeorequam.oficulitural ositatistice iim cooperation with 
Statistics Canada. Annual surveys were conducted in the 
fields of books and book publishing and performing arts 
organizations. Biannual surveys of museums, galleries 
and related institutions were also undertaken. The results 
of these surveys and analyses of these results are published 
atceregqular intervals by StatistreseCanadawo During: thus 
yea, the branch also contracted with Statistics Canada 
to conduct a survey of selected leisure time activities 
in Canada as a supplement to the October 1975 Labour 
Force Survey. The results of this survey will be analysed 
and a report published in the next fiscal year. 


The major research activities undertaken by the 
branch in 1975-76 were the in-depth studies of the film 
and publishing industries carried out by the Bureau of 
Management Consulting Services on behalf of the department. 


The results of these two studies will be available early 
in the next fiscal year. In addition, the development 
of an inventory of federal activities in the field of 
national heritage was begun in the latter part of the 
fiscal year. 


The branch continued to provide the Secretary of 
State with analyses of federal programs and expenditures 
in the cultural area and advice on the allocation of 
resources to and among the federal cultural agencies and 
programs. 


Festival) Canada (Bureautand speciale vents 


The Festival Canada Bureau planned, coordinated 
and implemented the annual July 1 festival in the National 
Capital Region. Its scope ranged from the operas at the 
National Arts Centre to international hydroplane racing 
on the Ottawa River. Festival Canada began with the July l, 
1975 show and fireworks display on Parliament Hill and the 
Governor-General's Children's Party attended by 10,000 
young guests. It ended with an open air concert at the 
Astrolabe Theatre behind Parliament Hill. The Astrolabe 
gave 32 evening performances with a total attendance of 
70,000 people at a cost of $1.28 per audience head. 


Assistance was given to the Supreme Court of 
Canada in celebrating its centennial in 1975, by arranging 
for “an, original production =<speciadly written tor thesoccacron 
at the National Arts, Centre. 


The year 1975 saw the City of Hull celebrate the 
175th anniversary of its founding and the 100th anniversary 
of its incorporation. Help with the planning and imoplementa- 
tion of the program of celebration was given by the Special 
Events Section of the branch. As well, a special events 
officer was invited to sit on the committee to develop a 
plan for the celebration of the 150th anniversary of the 
founding of Bytown (Ottawa). 


During the year under review, the branch worked 
in cooperation with the Cultural Olympics Committee (COJO), 
Montreal, to plan a series of performing and visual arts 
activities. invOttawa —in suppore of sthe clo 76.01 ympiesqamec. 


StatesPLovocel pMHoOsmiLtealitysandeCcomberenices 


The State Protocol, Hospitality and Conference 
Division helped organize the visit of His Royal Highness, 
the Prince of Wales, to Ottawa and the Northwest Territo- 
ries in April 1975. Preparations were begun for Her 
Majesty the Queen's visit to Canada in July for the 1976 


-— Jl] - 


Olympics, and the division assisted with the ceremonies 
Surrounding the inauguration of Montreal's new internation- 
al airport at Mirabel. 


Film Festivals Bureau 


The Film Festivals Bureau organized and coordinated 
the participation of Canadian films in national and inter- 
MNacvonaletestivals. It produced information: and: promotion 
material on each recent Canadian feature film and dis- 
tributed this material in Cinema Canada brochures. Through 
an intensive information program, the bureau promoted 
Canadian films at home and abroad. In 1975, the bureau 
coordinated the entry of 424 Canadian films in 206 festivals 
where Canadian films received a total of 183 awards. 


During the fiscal year, five grants were 
awarded to Canadian film festivals and two awards 
were given to Canadian cinematographic events. The 
bureau also organized Canadian participation in four 
major festivals held in Cannes, Chicago, Moscow and Teheran.

EDUCATION SUPPORT BRANCH 


In addition to administering. Elie programeon poste 
secondary education adjustment payments described below, 
the Education Support Branch continued to be engaged during 
the year in research and analytical work required by the 
Secretary of State in the discharge of his responsibility 
for the coordinated development, formulation, imolementation 
and review of federal education policies and programs. 
Major projects in this area included a comprehensive evalua- 
tion of federal support to post-secondary education under 
the existing arrangements due to expire in March 1977, and 
a review of student assistance and related matters. 


The Education Support Branch also maintained continuing 
liaison with other federal agencies in coordinating policies 
related to education. In particular, close relationships 
were maintained with the Department of Manpower and Immigra- 
tion in the development of manpower training, and with the 
Ministry of State for Science and Technology. 


Other major activities of the Education Support 
Branch included communication and liaison with representa- 
tives of provincial governments, the academic community 
and national organizations on matters of education, and evalua- 
tion of the effectiveness of federal education policies and 
programs 41n the pursuit of *natronel *qoats: 


The liaison and coordination activities of the 
Education Support Branch expanded markedly in the period under 
review. Apart from extensive contacts with representatives 
of the academic community and national organizations on 
matters of education, there was considerably more activity 
in federal-provincial and international relations. 


In the federal-provincial field, the branch parti- 
Cipated in’ a number of joint activities with provincYral educa-= 
tion authorities, including a federal-provincial working group 
on student assistance, the coordinating committee for the 
OECD Review of Educational Policies in Canada, and the prepa- 
ration of a federal-provincial report entitled "Education in 
Canada" for the International Bureau of Education (UNESCO). 


On the international scene, the branch continued to 
work with the Department of External Affairs to ensure Canada's 
effective participation in international forums on education 
questions. Considerable preparatory work was devoted to 
meetings of major international organizations and their 
agencies, namely the OECD, UNESCO and the Commonwealth Secretariat 
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Representatives of the branch played an active part in Canadian 
delegations to the OECD Education Committee and the Biennial 
Conference of the International Bureau of Education (UNESCO), 
as well as in preparation for the Commonwealth Conference on 
Educational Broadcasting. 


Tavoughour -thesyear, the Hducatron «Support Branch 
continued to provide up-to-date information in response to 
the large volume of inquiries received from students, faculty 
members and the general public. 


Post-Secondary Education Adjustment Payments 


These payments are authorized in Part VI of the 
Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act, 1972, which 
replaced the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act, 
1967. The 1967 act made provision for a province to receive 
tOwmebaoy-Oolderisocal, Cransten cqual «fo the greater of 
$15 per capita of provincial population, or an amount equal 
to 50 per cent of the eligible operating expenditures for 
post-secondary education in the province. For subsequent 
years, the provinces to which the 50 per cent formula 
applied remained entitled to transfers on that basis, while 
the provinces initially on per capita basis (Newfoundland, 
Prince Edward Island, New Brunswick) were to receive a 
yearly increase in the transfer in line with the increase in 
eligible post-secondary expenditures in all provinces 
combined until such year as the other formula would produce 
a higher entitlement. 


Part VI of the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrange- 
ments Act, 1972, retained the two basic formulae for calcula- 
ting these payments, but set a yearly maximum of 15 per cent 
on the rate of increase in the total federal contribution. 
Phe Ovo wact Or Ginally provided for the comtinuataonsot 
the post-secondary education adjustment payments for the 
fiscal years ending in 1973 and 1974. In December 1973 the 
provisions of Part VI of the act were extended without 
Change for a further three-year period, until March 31, 1977. 


Tie wtederal contribution to the provinces for post=— 
secondary education has two components: a federal revenue 
reduction relating to post-secondary education, with asso- 
ciated equalization and revenue guarantee payments; and post- 
secondary education adjustment payments designed to bring 
the total transfer to each province to the level of its 
entitlement under Part VI of the act. While the post-secondary 
education adjustment payments are calculated and remitted to 
the provinces by the Secretary of State, provisions concerning 


the federal revenue reduction and associated equalization 
and guarantee payments are administered by the Department 
of Finance. 


During 1975-76, post-secondary education adjustment 
payments totalling $534,992,871 were made to the provinces. 
This amount included advances of $482,145,993 in respect 
of 1975-76 (see Table 3) as well as net additional payments 
of $52,846,878 in respect of earlier years. 


Post-secondary education adjustment payments made 
to each province since 1967-68 are shown in Table 4. Up to 
and including 1975-76, the adjustment payments made by the 
Secretary of State totalled $3,529,763,000. 
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LANGUAGE PROGRAMS BRANCH 


The Language Programs Branch was originally created 
to accept responsibility for the development and administra- 
tion of a number of official languages programs, stemming in 
large part from the Canadian government's response to the 
recommendations of the Royal Commission on Bilingualism 
and Biculturalism, 


In 1975-76, these programs, designed to promote 
the acquisition and use of the official languages in 
Canadian society and to ensure their equality of status, 
continued to meet specific objectives. The goals of the 
programs were: to provide an increased opportunity for 
Canadians of the majority official language group in each 
province to acquire a knowledge of the other official 
language; to provide an increased opportunity for Canadians 
of the minority official language group in each province to 
be educated in their own language; to encourage, where 
appropriate, the use of the two official languages in provin- 
Cial and municipal administrations; to encourage the use of 
both official languages in the operations of organizations 
and. institutions in the private sector; to encourage and 
assist in the development of improved methods for acquisition 
and use of the official languages and to cooperate with other 
countries and international organizations on matters relating 
tozranstitutional and,andividual bilingualism. 


The programs were administered by three divisions: 
Bilingualism in Education, Private Sector and Language 
Acguisition and Development. 


Bilingualism in Education Division 


In 1975-76, under the federal-provincial program 
for bilingualism in education, the federal government granted 
$997876,820 to “the provinces. based on five “different criteria 
in order to promote minority-language education and second- 
language teaching (English in Quebec and French elsewhere 
in Canada) at all educational levels. At the post-secondary 
levels sn eparti cular. 126 Institutions (one (in Nova Scotia, 
eight in New Brunswick, three in Quebec, 1l in Ontario, one 
in Manitoba, one in Saskatchewan and one in Alberta) received 
federal assistance. 


Grants of up to $100,000 were made to eight provinces 
to establish or improve language training centres. To 
provide training facilities for teachers, $115,541 was given 
to the Institut pédagogique du Collége St-Boniface and 
$1,000,000 was contributed toward the purchase of Collége 
St-Jean in Edmonton by the Province of Alberta. 


Approximately 5,000 teachers participated in 
short refresher courses designed to improve their skill in 
language teaching. Fellowships and travel funds were also 
made available to students wishing to specialize in second- 
language studies or study in their first official language 
outside their province of residence. Under a special pilot 
project for second-language monitors, some 400 students 
attended post-secondary educational institutions outside 
their province of residence, and at the same time assisted 
second-language teachers in local educational institutions. 


The Summer Language Bursary Program enabled 4,415 
students to complete a six-week immersion program to learn 
their second official language. This program also included 
socio-cultural activities and encouraged interprovincial 
exchanges. Sixty-two per cent of the students participated 
in this program outside their province of residence, 


Under the Special Projects Program, provincial 
governments could submit projects designed to answer their 
special needs in the area of bilingualism in education. 

The projects represented innovations or additions to existing 
programs. Their field of action was varied, extending from 
kindergarten to university and including adult education. 


Considerable assistance was given to Ontario, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Newfoundland to develop teaching 
material and set up resource centres. Also, in Ontario money 
was made available for minority-language television courses 
in various subjects. In Quebec the program funded extra- 
curricular socials cultural and@sports= activ lives: conducted 
in the participants' second: language. © In “all provinces, 
grants were made available for teacher development and the 
exchange of teachers. 


The federal government and the government of the 
province concerned shared the cost of setting up these short- 
term projects... In.1975=76, the. $65,980,188 pledged; bysthe 
Department of the Secretary of State was distributed among 
more than 85 projects. 


Private. Sector Division 


In 1975-76, assistance was given to various associa-— 
tions that considered bilingual service to their membership 
to be of sufficient importance that they were prepared to 
make a commitment to develop their bilingual capability 
on a realistic basis over a number of years. 


In the fiscal year, 196 associations received grants 
to help cover the cost of bilingual services at their major 
meetings and the translation of some of their basic documents. 
For instance, $2,015 was awarded to the Canadian Association 
for the Mentally Retarded, $720 to the Purchasing Management 
Association of Canada and $4,700 to the Interchange on 
Canadian Studies to meet the cost of interpretation services 
at their annual meetings. The Canadian Amateur Basketball 
Association and the Canadian Youth Hostel Association were 
granted $2,400 and $2,310 respectively for document transla- 
tion. Furthermore, five associations received grants in 
support of their bilingualism development plan. 


A more comprehensive and efficient approach was 
developed by the program in its dealings with the private 
Sectors Organi zZacirons, -assOCciations and) institucions. 

In the world of business, emphasis was placed on the language 
Of Service. Technical assistance - including evaluation of 
needs, information on language training, translation, 
documentation and signs - was available to business firms. 
Continued cooperation was offered to the Business Linguistic 
Centre, consisting, of 75, Montreal business firms that »jhave 
pooled their resources and efforts toward an equitable use 

of the official languages. 


Language Acquisition and Development Division 


This division's main purpose is to encourage and 
Support the teaching of French and English as second languages. 
imiorderstosachieve this idoal, ai total of ($732,590 was granted 
to institutions and groups involved in research on language 
acquisition, and to the dissemination of information on second 
language teaching throughout Canada. 


In the area of language research, contracts were let 
for the study of the extra costs of second language teaching 
and of minority language teaching across Canada. The dissemi- 
nation of information on second language teaching was assisted 
by a number of projects, notably the publication of the 
Canadian Modern Language Review/Revue canadienne des langues 
vVivantes, special issue of February 1976, on attitude and 
motivation in language learning, and of four issues of the 
Working Papers on Bilingualism/Travaux des recherches sur 
Te bilinguisme. Liaison with agencies and institutions 
involved in documentation on bilingualism was another priority, 
in anticipation of the eventual creation of a reference 
centre on matters of language teaching and bilingualism. 

This division also cooperated with other government depart- 
ments and agencies in maintaining relations with various 
countries and international organizations on issues pertain- 
ing cCOwind. vidual and instituttonal bilingualism. 
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Technical assistance was provided to the Bilingual 
Districts Advisory Board, created in 1972 to recommend to 
Cabinet the establishment of bilingual districts in those 
areas of Canada where there would be a need for the federal 
government to provide the public with services in both 
official languages. The board's report was tabled in the 
House of Commons on November 21, 1975. 


Bilingualism in Public) Admini stration 


Under the program of bilingualism in public adminis- 
tration, financial and technical aid was offered to provincial 
and territorial governments wishing to provide services to 
the pubilaco in both -ortrcirals Jangquages. 


The program continued to provide, on a cost sharing 
basis with tne provinces, second language courses for 
provincially sponsored public servants who were enrolled 
in both the federal Language Bureau schools or in provincial 
language training programs. The number of students partaking 
of such courses, including municipal employees and school 
board administrators, has greatly increased during this 
fiscal year. Prince Edward Island, Ontario and Manitoba 
participated. in) this program. 


Financial and technical aid was also available 
for translating provincual statutes and=regulations. 
Participating provinces were New Brunswick, Quebec and 
Ontario: 


The total federal contribution under this program 
in fiscal 1975-76 was $562,698.

TRANSLATION BUREAU 


Introduction 


By law, the Translation Bureau is the only govern- 
ment body responsible for providing translation, interpre- 
tation and terminology services in all languages to the 
government and its agencies. Cabinet has also entrusted 
the Translation Bureau with the responsibility for standard- 
ization of government administrative language, with particular 
reference to the two official languages, English and French. 


The bureau continued to reorganize to keep pace 
with its expansion and the increase in the special services 
it was called upon to provide. As of March 31, 1976, there 
were 1,750 employees in the Translation Bureau: 1,174 trans- 
lators, interpreters and terminologists and 576 administrative 
and Support Ss tart. 


Translation and incerprevacron 


Translation services were provided in both official 
languages - and from foreign languages to English or French 
as necessary - to Parliament and to federal departments and 
agencies by the bureau's 815 translation-oriented personnel. 
The majority of this staff were seconded to the various 
departments and agencies of government and to Parliament. 
in; 1975-76, the bureau, translatedia, total of 210g ten 
words. 


A reorganization regrouped translators seconded 
to departments and agencies into five divisions, namely 
administration, legal, scientific, technical and socio- 
cultural. Each of these divisions contained a central section 
of translators specializing in i1ts-particular fields of work. 
The increase of French-to-English workload also led to the 
creation of a sixth division for English transbation.. ine 
establishment of a word processing division centralized 
all transcription activities under a single authority. 


The bureau's regional offices provide translation 
services outside the National Capital Region. In view of 
current trends toward geographic decentralization throughout 
the federal administration, and the specialization and expan- 
Sion of sections attached to departments in Ottawa, the 
bureau's Montreal office was split into two divisions: the 
Quebec City office - originally part of the Montreal operation - 


eo nee 


was autonomized and a new National Defence and Centre-West 
division was created in Ottawa. Translation services were 
also provided to all armed forces bases in Canada and West 
Germany. 


Translation services were provided to Parliament 
and all its constituent bodies. Interpretation services 
were made available to Parliament, all departments and many 
quasi-governmental organizations. With the aim of increasing 
its internal resources and providing training for new 
interpreters, the bureau increased the number of fully 
trained interpreters from 54 to 67 and established a school 
for interpreters. 


Multilingual translation services were provided as 
needed. 


During 1975-76, most translation and interpretation 
work was done by the bureau's permanent staff. However, 
some of these services were also provided by persons on 
contract to the bureau, whose expertise was used during 
peak periods. 


Terminology and Documentation 


The bureau's mandate was to meet its terminological 
needs and those of the various federal departments and 
agencies; to verify and standardize the terminology employed 
in the public service in both official languages; and to 
establish, stock and operate a computerized terminology 
bank in cooperation with provincial or private agencies 
involved in terminology research. 


The Task Force on Terminology, created in March 
1975, submitted a five-year plan for setting up structures 
and systems. Treasury Board approved this plan on the 
condition that the implementation period be extended to 
eight years. Hence a new eight-year plan will be submitted 
at the start of the 1976-77 fiscal year. 


Negotiations begun in November with the Université 
de Montréal resulted in an agreement whereby the university 
handed over the software and basic file for its terminology 
bank. The university's decision to discontinue its termino- 
logy bank operations led to this agreement. 


Terminology cards from the bureau's various opera- 
tion centres were photocopied and filed at headquarters in 
Ottawa. Numbering a million and a half, these will serve 
as a basic source of terminological information for the 
bureau. 


Preliminary work was done to test the possibilities 
in the field of automated, computerized translation in con- 
junction with the Université de Montréal and a private company 
Systran. As a result of these experiments, those involved in 
computerized - or machine - translation at the Université 
de Montréal were asked to develop a system to translate 
manuals on aircraft maintenance and operation and to create 
a computerized weather forecast translation system. 


In March, an agreement was concluded with the Québec 
Régie de la langue frangaise providing for cooperation in 
matters of standardization and terminological research. 
Joint committees on labelling and the naming of agricultural 
products have already been formed. 


Training 


Under the University Training Program, the bureau 
welcomed 85 graduates in May 1975: 37 from the Université 
de Montréal, 17 from the University of Ottawa, 22 from 
Laval University, five from Laurentian University and four 
from the Université du Québec 4 Trois-Riviéres. Another 
62 students participated in a training session given by the 
bureau in July 1975, while 49 received practical training 
in the sections. 


At the start of the academic year in September 
19.75;,. 107 new, Student translators, whose university .educacnon 
costs had been subsidized by the federal government were 
recruited under the program. The total number of grant- 
aided translation students now stands at 209: six at Lauren- 
tian University, 53 at Laval University, 78 at the Université 
de Montréal, 38 at the University of Ottawa, 19 at the 
Université du Québec 4 Trois-Riviéres and 15 at the Univer- 
sity of Moncton. 


An examination centre prepared admission examina- 
tions for first level supervisors (held as part of an open 
competition) and two recruitment examinations for the 
selection of students to be considered as translators-in- 
training under the federal government's University Training 
PEOGrAN «LOnetrans Lators:. 


A program for training new translators was created 
in January 1976 to familiarize them with the operation and 
Organization of the bureau, and to coordinate the summer 
training programs for translators. Twenty-eight trainees 
were accommodated during the fiscal year. The training 
programs for first level supervisors were continued. A 
staff of five instructors provided individual and group 
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training in revision and administration techniques to 36 
trainees in Ottawa. Group instruction was also made avail- 
able in Quebec City and Montreal through a series of 


workshops and discussions. 


Under a program of practical training abroad, five 
young bureau translators were given six-month assignments 
in the translation-editing services of various ministries 
and administrations of the French government in Paris. 
Their duties commenced on January 1, 1976. 


Training of new French-to-English translators 
and supervisors was also carried out by the bureau during 
the year under review, with the exception that translation 
skills were developed in the English rather than the French 
language. 


Planning 


During the year the Planning Directorate was 
established to provide permanent resources for the planning, 
evaluation and development of policies. It came into 
pexiscencevon Novemberwl 1975. 


Four projects were launched in cooperation with 
a number of specialists from outside the bureau. The first 
dealt with ways to provide bureau management with more 
rapid access to information. The second project involved 
the establishment of a system to measure operational 
performance in order to gauge the bureau's effectiveness 
in discharging its responsibilities. Another was concerned 
with career planning for translators as a means of providing 
new career opportunities involving a better use of skills 
and knowledge. The fourth dealt with the question of internal 
communications within a rapidly growing service organization. 


Cua ty control 


A division was established to assist the bureau 
in monitoring the quality of texts produced within the 
public service in both official languages, and to investi- 
gate complaints regarding language quality. Since its 
creation in 1975, the division has studied new means of 
measuring translation quality and difficulty. 
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CLEEZAENS HEP SECLOR 


The Citizenship Sector of the Department of the 
Secretary of State is responsible for the planning and 
implementation of social and cultural programs. The major 
goals of the programs within the sector are to encourage 
the fullest participation,,of Canadians in Canadian society, 
enhance their quality of life, reinforce national unity and 
identity and encourage cultural awareness and appreciation 
of diversity of heritage within a bilingual framework. The 
programs also endeavour to preserve and reinforce the 
recognition and observance of human rights and fundamental 
freedoms. These objectives are pursued through the coordinated 
interaction of three basic components: the Policy Branch 
and the Programs Branch at headquarters and the program 
delivery system administered in the field by the five 
regional directorates. 


The evolvement of the present structure of field 
Operations began in 1973 with the decentralization of 
field authority from headquarters to five regional administra- 
tions, the Atlantic, Quebec, Ontario, the Prairies including 
the Northwest Territories and the Pacific including the 
Yukon. 


The purpose of this change was to enhance public 
access to the resources and services of the sector and to 
increase the participation of citizens in departmental 
programs. Equally important, regionalization ensured 
greater flexibility and responsiveness to regional needs 
and priorities. By March 1976, the field network included 
social development offices in 22 locations and 27 Canadian 
citizenship courts and sub-courts across Canada. Three 
mobile units served Canadians from coast to coast, providing 
citizenship registration information and services to those 
persons unable to reach a regular citizenship court office. 


The Citizenship Sector, during the year under review, 
consisted of three branches at headquarters, namely Policy, 
Programs and Citizenship Registration. 


POLLEY, BRANCH 


ines Ca OlmsODeLot1 On, witicelolrcyaBranch 
engaged in a wide range of development, research and evalua- 
tion activities. The branch was frequently asked to explore 
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many aspects of social development not only for the Citizenship 
Sector but also for the department, for other departments 

and occasionally for the Social Policy Committee of Cabinet 

and other Cabinet committees. 


Consequently, the Policy Development Directorate 
initiated policy directions in the diverse fields of infor- 
mation and referral centres; the Challenge for Change 
Program; the citizenship and textbook agreements with Provin- 
cial governments; immigrant integration services to new 
Canadians; Multiculturalism and Third Language Retention 
programs; human rights priorities and the Hostels Program. 
Advice was provided to the Department of Transport on social 
aspects of transportation in Canada; responses were prepared 
to the social services policy revisions being developed between 
the provinces and Canada; an examination was started of 
ways in which business and industry can be encouraged to 
assist in the solution of social problems. Preliminary 
work was undertaken on a series of suggestions concerning 
community service and youth, and a series of revisions was 
prepared for programs concerning native people in Canada. 


Researchers focused on three major studies: anal- 
ysis. ‘of data ‘for volume IL of “the *study “Citizens.” Parti-= 
Cipation in Non-Work Time Activities;" the "Majority Atti- 
tudes Survey" and the "Non-Official Languages Study." 
Additionally, research forecasts were prepared with programs 
and regions for the next three years, contacts were made 
and maintained in the academic world and the private 
sector to facilitate information exchange, and a frame- 
work for a socio-economic data base was developed. 


Evaluators were at a disadvantage because program 
criteria established in past years did not utilize or estab- 
lish’ measurable indices. “Accepting this imporcanG inva 
tion, an attempt was made to introduce methods permitting 
valid measurements. Studies of three major programs were 
completed - Core Funding of Native Organizations, Student 
Community Service and the National Multicultural Festival. 

An evaluation and interim report on International Women's 

Year was prepared. Three other Native Citizens' Program eva- 
luations were started as were two for the Official Language 
Minority Groups Directorate. Another major project, compu- 
terization of citizenship grants data- begun in the previous 
year -was continued throughout 1975-76. Finally, consultative 
services were provided to headquarters and field staff for 

the introduction of evaluation strategies into policy mandate 
documents. 


PROGRAMS BRANCH 


The Programs Branch consisted of five major program 
directorates - Official Language Minority Groups, Native 
Citizens, Multiculturalism, Women's Program and Citizens' 
Participation - whose aggregate activities reached virtually 
every segment of Canadian society. 


CITIZENS' PARTICIPATION DIRECTORATE 


The Citizens' Participation Directorate encompassed 
three program areas (Group Understanding and Human Rights, 
Assistance to Community Groups, Social Communications) 
having as the principal objective to promote and improve 
the participation of citizens in all aspects of Canadian 
society. The Citizens' Participation Directorate addressed 
itself to all Canadian citizens as opposed to the four 
other citizenship directorates which each focused on a 
specific target population. 


Group Understanding and Human Rights 


This division promoted intergroup understanding 
and human rights and freedoms. Grants were provided to 
voluntary Organizations attempting to reduce prejudice 
and discrimination related to racial or ethnic background 
and to promote the implementation of human rights and 
fundamental freedoms. A total of 34 grants amounting to 
S1397132 was distributedsby the diviston during’ the fiscal 
year to voluntary organizations at the regional and 
national levels. Grants and technical advice were provided 
to assist projects that included seminars, conferences and 
a study of the extent to which human rights are reflected 
in Canadian legislation. Increased efforts were made in 
communities where intergroup tensions have been most 
evident. Operational grants were given to a number of 
Organizations whose efforts concentrate on human rights, 
prejudice and discrimination problems. 


The division carried out the department's respon- 
sibility as the central point of reference for the federal 
government's domestic interest in human rights. It organized 
a series of meetings culminating with the first federal- 
provincial ministerial conference on human rights held in 
December 1975. The conference dealt with the Decade for 


Action to Combat Racism and Racial Discrimination (1973-83) 
and procedures to assist the implementation of certain 
international human rights instruments. It provided an 
opportunity for discussion of other human rights matters 
of common concern. It was agreed that meetings should be 
held in future at both official and ministerial levels. 


Assistance to Community Groups 


This division promoted effective participation of 
citizens in the decisions affecting the quality of their 
community life. Grants were provided to assist in the 
development of effective and representative community groups; 
to encourage the exchange and sharing of information and 
resources among organizations; to encourage organizations 
to develop necessary skills, resources and information and 
to increase the exchange of information between government 
and citizens. 


During? the, frscal® year 1975=7679226 “grancse tor 
a total amount of $614,000 were awarded to voluntary orga- 
nizations such as information and referral centres, the 
Canadian Association for Adult Education, Cape Breton Metro- 
centre, le Conseil d'orientation du quartier no. 2 de Trois- 
Riviéres, the Volunteer Bureau of Calgary, the Brockville 
Community Help-Line and the White Bay North Development 
Association. The average grant was in the amount of $2,800. 


In addition, this division operated the Student 
Community Service Program for 1975. Grants were awarded 
to voluntary organizations and agencies to activate and 
administer summer projects capable of improving their 
capacity to respond to changing community needs. 


In response to developments that demonstrated 
a growing frustration and alienation among native youth, 
special emphasis was placed on attracting more native 
youth to the summer program. It was intended that the 
program provide meaningful ways to channel the ideals and 
energies of native youth toward the self-improvement of 
the native community as a whole. 


The’ total» program budget for 1975 was $77,070,000. 
Of this amount, $660,000 was earmarked for administration 
with the remaining $6,410,000 allocated for grants. 


The Student Community Service Program awarded 974 
grants in 1975. The average grant was $6,428. The minimum 
grant was $375, the maximum $42,000 - for a national summer 
project. In all, 3,662) j0bDs were created for a duration of 
approximately 12 weeks and about 6,675 volunteers were 
involved in the projects as unpaid participants. 


Social Communications 


This division dealt with the Travel and Exchange, 
Hostels and Citizenship Promotion functions of Citizens' 
Participation. Grants were provided to help finance prco- 
jects that encouraged personal interaction among Canadians 
from different regions of the country and developed a 
greater understanding of the geographic and cultural 
diversity of Canada. An international grants program was 
also administered through this division. 


Through the Travel and Exchange National Grants 
Program, 393 grants totalling $1,726,000 were awarded 
to voluntary groups for travel projects within Canada. 
The Young Voyageurs Program, which was operated in conjunc- 
tion with the provinces and territories, provided inter- 
provincial visits to 5,680 Canadian secondary school 
students at a direct cost to the department of $1,587,000 
in grants and contributions. The Discover the National 
Capital Program enabled 622 senior citizens from across 
Canada to visit the National Capital for one week. The 
program provided a total of $126,380 toward the transporta- 
Elon and) accommodation costs of the participants. 


In the international sphere, 60 grants totalling 
$330,000 were made for international travel projects. 
The Contact Canada Program, in concert with Canadian 
voluntary groups, brought 128 young Canadians together 
with 157 foreign young people in nine projects of cultural 
exchange in regional centres. An additional 182 Canadians 
were assisted in taking part in projects in 1l foreign 
countries. The total cost of this program ‘at home sand 
abroad was $349,000. 


As a result of cut-backs in federal government 
spending activities, all travel and exchange programs 
were cancelled on March 31, 1976. 


The Hostels Program, which was part of the govern- 
ment's Student Summer Employment and Activities Program, 
assisted with the operation of 95 hostels across Canada. 

In addition to providing safe, clean and inexpensive lodging 
for thousands of young travellers, the running of these 
hostels created some 480 summer jobs for students at a 

Cost anegqrantsvor $914,513. 


A total of $257,200 in grants was awarded by the 
Citizenship Promotion Program to national voluntary agen- 
cies for various projects designed to enhance Canadians' 
perceptions Of ‘national unity and 2dentity. “fhe program 
also provided limited quantities of Canadian flags to 
Members of Parliament for distribution to groups and in- 


stitutions in their constituencies. 


Certain elements of Citizenship Promotion were 
maintained at the close of the fiscal year, such as the 
program's audio-visual centre, the distribution of flags 
and the commissioning of manuscripts on important aspects 
of Canadian life. The grants program, however, was can- 
celled on March 31, 19.76, as a result of federal govern- 
ment financial restraints. 


OFFICIAL LANGUAGE MINORITY GROUPS DIRECTORATE 


The objectives of the Official Language Minority 

Groups Directorate are to promote the cultural and linguis- 
tic development of the official language communities where 
they exist as minorities; to foster a better understanding 
between the two official language groups throughout the 
country; and to implement projects that stress cooperation 
between the two groups. A total of $3,025,000 in grants 
was awarded during 1975-76, and considerable technical and 
organizational advice was also provided. 


Aid to Provincial Associations 


Sustaining grants were awarded to provincial orga- 
nizations which, in their respective provinces, represent 
a broad sector of the official language minority. The 
grants were applied to the operational budgets of these orga- 
nizations and enabled them to finance permanent secretariats 
and to coordinate provincial programs. 


For example, La | Federation vacadiennesde plamnOuUve luce 
ficosse received..a.sustaiming grant Of $35,000, allowing 2t 
to maintain its provincial secretariat and coordinate 
francophone activities in Nova Scotia. 


Social Animation 


This program was designed to encourage members 
of French- and English-speaking groups, in provinces where 
they constitute minorities, to participate in group activi- 
ties that provide outlets for their individual creative 
talents, to awaken pride in their distinctive Canadian 
heritage, to deepen their appreciation of the uniqueness 
and values of that heritage, and to instill in them a 
common desire to preserve and reinforce these values. 


Two types of grants are awarded under this program. 
The first type helps to partially finance the provincial 
animation programs of those associations that act as the 
official language minority's representative and chief 
spokesman in each province. La Fédération des franco- 
colombiens received this type of grant in the amount 
of $45,000 to defray some of the cost of its provincial 
animation program in British Columbia. 


The second type of grant enables official language 
minority groups not involved or affected by the association's 
animation programs to develop similar programs and set up 
mechanisms to encourage and facilitate the participation 
of their client communities. For example, the Club Noel 
Chabanel in Cambridge, Ontario received $2,600 for the pur- 
pose of organizing the young workers in their community, 
training leaders and adapting their organization to meet 
the needs” of the” region. 


French-English Relations 


This program aims to help the two official language 
groups live and work together harmoniously in the pursuit 
of the common national goals. At the national level, 
L'Association canadienne des prégradués de physique held 
its 1975 annual conference for the first time at a franco- 
phone university, Laval University. A grant of $3,000 
facilitated more effective participation by students from 
both official language communities. This was just one 
example of a national conference subsidized under this 
program. 


At the regional level, a grant of $750 enabled 
a group of anglophones to attend a series of workshops and 
cultural activities conducted in French at a summer camp 
for young francophones at Ile-aux-chénes in Ontario. 


Cultural Centres 


While continuing to give priority to the performing 
arts, this program has also encouraged the development of 
the visual arts and other forms of artistic expression by 
procuring the necessary human and material resources for 
the centres. Several local groups received grants for 
cultural projects and activities that they administered 
and partially financed. The program again contributed to 


the development of the groups by permitting group repre- 
sentatives to participate in various professional training 
courses or workshops, especially in the fields of drama, 
choir singing, folk dancing and the daily administration of 
a centre. For example, a grant of $14,261 enabled nearly 
100 representatives from every cultural organization in 

New Brunswick to meet for three and a half days in Bathurst. 
This meeting resulted in the formation of a new province- 
wide cultural coordinating organization. 


Also, with a grant of $65,000, 170 animators and 
administrators of Canadian cultural organizations were 
given the opportunity to meet for one week in Sherbrooke 
to study, and possibly alter, the operations structure of 
national tours. 


Cultural Exchanges 


This program has provided a mechanism for cultural 
exchange through the organization of tours by performing 
artists at the intra-provincial, inter-provincial and 
national levels. As a result of the financial aid provided 
by the program, several groups were able to perform at 
various locations otherwise inaccessible to them. Pop 
Singers, chansonniers, theatrical, dance and choral groups - 
all had the chance to share their knowledge and talents with 
other communities. Two examples of organizations receiving 
grants under this program were La Troupe de la Seiziéme 
de Vancouver and Comité d'organisation des tournées nationales, 
the grants amounting to $5,000 and $100,000 respectively. 


YOULDMAGEI cies 


This program aims to enable the younger generation 
to contribute in its own way to the socio-cultural growth 
of English and French-speaking minority communities. Funds 
were granted to promote youth associations at provincial, 
regional and national levels to encourage young people to 
develop projects facilitating effective participation in 
community activities and to enable youth organizations to 
plan activities corresponding to their needs and interests. 


Thus an estimated 20 delegates from different 
regions of British Columbia were able to meet and form a 
francophone youth federation, while the Fédération des 
jeunes canadiens frangais received a grant to hire a 
coordinator-animator for six months. 


Special and National Projects 


The objectives of this program were redefined in 
1975-76 to encourage progressive autonomy for, and real 
Darcucipaclon DY ;nOtti1clal language minority groups, within 
national organizations. Also, the program was designed 
to help develop national organizations desirous of strengthen- 
ing the ties between communities and groups that are from 
different provinces but have the same language and culture. 
Grants were awarded in 1975-76 for national meetings, 
pilot and special projects, reinforcement of the autonomy 
enGeaCt10n Of Minority groups withinenationalyorganizations, 
and the founding of a national federation of francophones 
outside Quebec. 


International Participation 


In order to permit the official language minority 
groups to play a more active role in Canadian society, 
the program assisted a limited number of leaders within 
these groups to enroll in training sessions abroad or to 
attend annual international conferences. The program also 
made possible Canada's participation at the thirteenth 
Festival international des Pyrénées. 
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WOMEN'S PROGRAM DIRECTORATE 


This directorate provided support for women's groups 
geared to promoting a greater understanding of the status of 
women in Canada and to developing the knowledge and skills 
necessary for effective participation by women. In 1975-76, 
63 groups received a total of $200,000 in regular grants to- 
ward this goal. 


TO. support, International, Women's Year i1nvl975)s ene 
Women's Directorate received substantial additional funds for 
projects to assist Canadians to participate in this world-wide 
effort to focus on and improve the status of women in society. 


In the 1975-76 fiscal year, $505,000 in grant funds 
were allocated to 188 special International Women's Year 
projects involving national and Local women’s groups.) In 
addition, $200,000 was given in grants to 41 organizations 
for cultural projects and events designed to promote a recog- 
nition of women's achievements in the arts. A special program 
for young women dispensed $50,000 in grants to eight groups. 


The directorate also carried out community education 
activities aimed at special influence groups and the general 
public to encourage more positive attitudes toward the changing 
role of women. Interchange '75, a seminar series, brought 
together a diversity of women to meet with those in decision- 
making positions, both in the public and private sector, to 
discuss matters of mutual concern related to the status of 
women. 


Some of the groups and projects to receive funds 
included: 


Newfoundland and Labrador Women's Institutes 
St. John's, Newfoundland 


$12,000 to undertake 14 well-planned seminars across the 
province, utilizing the existing network of Women's Institutes 
in Newfoundland and Labrador. The purpose of the seminars 

was to define the problems of rural women and stimulate greater 
awareness of status of women issues. 


Centre de femmes du quartter Centre-Sud 
Sherbrooke, Quebec 


$3,760 to sponsor a joint project spearheaded by a committee 
of representatives from 15 women's groups in Sherbrooke. The 
committee's aim was to reinforce the activities of the Women's 


Centres by establishing an information and referral system, 
developing a babysitters’ bank, and organizing discussion 
evenings and teach-ins on working conditions, housing, nutrition 
and so on. They also produced a videotape on the Women's 
Cencere’, 


Saskatchewan Federation of Labour 
Regina, Saskatchewan 


v2, DU08tO plan and conduct av series’ of 10 workshops’ on “Women 


an) the work Force." Held throughout the» province, these 
sessions dealt with the issues of equal pay, equal opportunity, 
and maternity leave. Representatives of the Saskatchewan 


Women's Bureau, the Human Rights Commission and various 
community groups were recruited as workshop leaders. 


Western Canadian Women's News Service 
Vancouver, British Columbia 


$10,000 to produce monthly news packets on women's issues and 

to distribute them to women's groups, government, educational 
and other institutions, community organizations and the media, 
Through a network of urban and rural contacts and correspondents 
io Britishecolumbia and the=Yukon, the project 2s also-building 
an improved women's communications system and developing the 
skills of women in the outlying areas, including native, 
ethno-cultural and low-income women, who previously have had 
little communications experience. 


National Secretaries’ Association 


$12,500 to enable the National Secretaries' Association to 
conduct a Public Awareness Program on the "Role of the Secretary” 
by means of panel presentations in some 40 communities where 
chapters of the organization operate. Panels included a 
cross-section of business executives, union leaders, secretaries 
and status of women representatives, addressing themselves to 

the potential of the secretary in business, industry and 
government, as well as the restrictions experienced. 


MULTICULTURALISM DIRECTORATE 


During 1975-76, this directorate administered a 
number of activities with the objective of encouraging the 
development of a society in which individuals and groups 
have an equal chance to develop and express their cultural 
Taentiltyeas an integral part of Canadian life. 
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Ethnic Groups Liaison 


Liaison activities were carried out by officers 
specializing in the concerns of ethno-cultural communities: 
Afro-Caribbean, Mediterranean, Nordic, Asian and Slavic. 

During the period under review, these officers acted in an 
advisory and liaison capacity and assisted in social develop- 
mental activities of ethno-cultural communities and organizations 
at the national level. They also provided information and 
consultative services to field officers of the department as 
well as to various branches of other federal departments and 
provincial governments. The officers were involved in programs 
of the directorate that provided technical expertise, 
information and funds for projects designed to meet the 
developmental objectives of Ethnic Groups Liaison: Projects 
Grants, Multicultural Centres, and Non-Official Languages 
Téaching Aids: 


Multicultural’ Projects Grants 


The grants provided through this program assisted 
voluntary groups and organizations by supporting projects 
aimed at implementing the multiculturalism policy in Canada. 
Such projects fulfilled basic objectives: they encouraged 
ethno-cultural groups to maintain and develop their cultural 
heritages in Canada, or they encouraged an awareness and 
understanding in Canada of these various ethno-cultural 
groups.

Multicultural. Centres 


The Multicultural Centres Program assisted Canada's 
ethno-cultural communities to increase inter-cultural programs 
and policies exchanges and communications. 


The program provided operational grants to associations 
representing various ethno-cultural groups in a*communicy. 
These grants provided human=support Services andi) facilities: 
enabling these groups to coordinate their discussions, workshops, 
theatre, displays, social gatherings and referral services. 
During the 1975-/6 fiscalsyear, che Multicultural Gentres 
Program Supported 14 centres across Canada in the amount of 
$258.02 57 


Non-Official Languages Teaching Aids 


This program, while still in an experimental phase, 


responded to the realization that teaching aids for members of 
ethno-cultural groups and children of immigrants who wish to 
retain their ancestral languages are at present scarce and 
inadequate, Grants are available to community groups for the 
ewe LOpmente and production ~,Jinwthe! Canadian context, of» textbooks 
and other audio-visual teaching aids (such as slides, films and 
tapes) in non-official languages, primarily to be used in sup- 
plementary schools, 


During: the-fiscal, yvear, 1975-76, sa uwtotahl.of.$80;,505 
was given in grants across Canada to assist groups in the pro- 
duction of textbooks to be used in supplementary schools as 
well as in some public schools, for example, in the provinces 
of Alberta and Manitoba, 


Ethnic Press Analysis Service 


During the year the Ethnic Press Analysis Service 
received and analysed over 200 ethnic newspapers and periodicals 
in more than 30 languages. The analysis of the ethnic publi- 
Pom Onse was Carried out by a stati of i5 contract analysts. 

The information gathered from the press was used to prepare a 
monthly review entitled the Canadian Ethnic Press Review. This 
publication, produced in a limited edition, is distributed to 
officers and libraries of various government departments and 
agencies. The service also carried on liaison activities with 
the Canada Ethnic Press Federation and its four affiliated 

press associations in Toronto, Montreal, Winnipeg and Vancouver. 


Timorder, tO, assist, t peecOnLtracl analysts, im Carrying 
out their duties efficiently, a one-day in-service training 
session was held. The analysts were given a review of the 
multicultural program objectives and discussions were held 
on questions of quality and methods of carrying out their 
analysis functions. 


Panadian .ldentities 


The Canadian Identities Program is designed to make 
Canadian life, in all aspects, more reflective of the reality 
Stramulticulturalism in Canada. It-.is felt that af Canadians 
are better able to perceive multiculturalism as an integral 
part of their experience, they will more readily understand 
mid, accept it as Such, 


Underscontract towtne federal. government. the 
Peovincial Folk Arts Council conducted a national multicultural 
Bolklonic festival in Ottawa during the month of July. . Over 
400 participants represented many cultures from all across 
Canada. The performances attracted audiences averaging 2,000 
people. Assistance was also given to many local and regional 


folkloric festivals throughout the country. 


An added dimension to the Ottawa Multicultural 
Festival was the Crafts Festival d'Artisanat conducted by the 
Canadian Crafts Council also under "contrace to Ulie wederar 
government. This event was held daily throughout July. Crafts 
people came from all across Canada to demonstrate ethno-cultural 
crafts. The style of presentation allowed the public an 
Opportunity to participate in ‘cratts) of "thein chovee, improve 
their skills and learn new techniques. Approximately 5,000 
people visited the exhibition weekly. 


The second annual Multicultural Theatre Festival 
was held in Quebec City, sponsored by the Multicultural Theatre 
Association (MTA). Seven theatre groups from across Canada 
participated. Presentations were well attended, and in some 
instances, over-subscribed, A National Playwright Competition 
was held by the MTA and the winning play, The Feldsher, was 
performed during the Ontario Multicultural Theatre Festival, 
Further development of the Multicultural Theatre Association 
has taken place. Chapters were formed in Winnipeg, Montreal 
and Vancouver. The program assisted with these projects. 


The National Black “Coalition Of; Canada, Wirth trnancran 
Support from the federal government, began the process of 
developing Canada's participation in the second International 
Black Arts Festival in Lagos. 


Final pre-publication details for the Ethnic Cookbook 
by Sondra Gotlieb and the Last Best West, a pictorial history 
of immigration from 1890-1914 by Jean Bruce, were also completed. 
A photographic exhibition based on the latter book is being 
planned. Consideration was also given to the importance of 
ensuring the availability of -a substantial body of chirldgenis 
literature, reflective of the country's multicultural make-up. 


Multicultural Studies 


Upon the recommendations of the Canadian Ethnic Studies 
Advisory Committee, four visiting professorships were awarded 
to the following universities: University of New Brunswick, 
Dalhousie University, University of Waterloo and University of 
Victoria. During the same period, a number of visiting lecturers 
on multicultural topics were financed via the Multicultural 
Studies Program. A total of $60,750 was spent by this program 
Tree 9 15x76: 


The Report of the Non-Official Languages Study was 
released by the Minister Responsible for Multiculturalism and 
distributed to warious Libraries) Institutions and 2nd dua ue. 
An agreement was reached to publish the report in book form 
to be available early in the new fiscal year. 


The Report of the Majority Attitudes Study reached 
final draft form and a summary of this report was released to 
mie public, The final draft will be reviewed by the department 
in the new fiscal year with publication expected late in the 
same year. 


Preparations are under way to examine the status of 
multicultural content in school curricula in Western Canada, 
A seminar on that topic is expected to take place in Vancouver 
mein October 1976. 


The Ethnic Histories Project has received and accepted 
four completed volumes - Japanese, Polish, Portuguese and 
Scottish. McClelland and Stewart has been selected to copublish 
this series in cooperation with the Department of Supply and 
Services. Invitations for proposals were issued for the following 
histories: Blacks, Estonians, Slovenes, Swiss and Finns. At 
the close of 1975-76, 25 histories had been commissioned. 


Canadian Consultative Council on Multiculturalism 


The Canadian Consultative Council on Multiculturalism 
advises the Minister Responsible for Multiculturalism on 
matters pertaining to the development of policy. The composition 
of the CCCM reflects the ethno-cultural heritage of Canadians 
as well as their regional distribution. 


The CCCM was originally appointed in May of 1973 and 
submitted its first annual report to the Minister on December 14, 
1974. On June 19, 1975, the report was tabled in the House of 
Commons. The Minister responded in detail to the Council's 
first annual report at a national meeting held June 20-21, 1975. 


During the year the CCCM accepted the Minister's 
invitation to sponsor the Second Canadian Conference on Multi- 
culturalism. This conference was held in Ottawa on February 13, 
Beneand 15, 1976, with majority and minority groups invited to 
participate. The agenda was designed to enable groups such 
as francophones and anglophones to give their viewpoints concerning 
multiculturalism. 


Regular meetings of the national executive and of the 
five regional councils (Atlantic, Quebec, Ontario, Prairies and 
British Columbia) were held during the year. 


Immigrant Orientation 


The directorate also continued to administer federal- 
provincial agreements on the teaching of English and French to 
adult immigrants. Federal payments to the provinces included 
$1,130,000 and $158,115 under the Language and Citizenship Classes 


Agreement. The breakdown for individual provinces was as 
follows:

NATIVE CITIZENS' DIRECTORATE 


The overriding objective of the Native Citizens' 
Directorate is to provide assistance to native people to identify 
their needs and actively undertake their own development as 
Canadians. 


Six programs within the directorate worked to provide 
this assistance, during 1975-76, 


Migrating Native People 


This £ive-year program was begun in £972.) 1tts= purpose 
is to encourage native people to develop and maintain programs 
and services to assist natives migrating from their home 
communities to adjust to an urban environment. This adjustment 
is achieved primarily through the establishment and operation 
of friendship centres. 


Friendship centres are supported through grants for 
certain operating costs, provided to ensure that individual 
centres will be able to maintain their basic operations, attract 
and retain competent staff, and carry out long-range planning 
within the five-year program. In 1975-76, 62 friendship centres 
received a total’ of $2,131,809-30. The centre in Toronto, tor 
example, received $64,112.50 in the fiscal year. 


Capital funding grants helped cover building purchase, 
construction or renovation. In consultation with the executive 
of the National Association of Friendship Centres and Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation, theoretical models of friend- 
ship centres were developed. During the fiscal year, $445,260.01 
was awarded in capital funding grants to 11 friendship centres, 
One of the centres to receive assistance under this program was 
located in Halitax, “A Cotal. of $587 250) in Capita Le nunco mye 
granted to this centre, 


2 1p) = 


The National Association of Friendship Centres 
received $30,000 in conference grants to help fund its annual 
meeting and four meetings of its executive board throughout 
the year. The association was also awarded an operating grant 
of $30,000 on a two-to-one ratio with money contributed from 
individual member centres. 


Native Communications Program 


The Native Communications Program received Cabinet 


and Treasury Board approval in early 1974. Grants are provided 
under two sub-programs: Resource Organizations and Native 
ASSOClaii10n Newspapers. The first provides. funds to communi— 


cations societies set up to serve the communications needs of 
all native people in a given area. The second offers a maximum 
grant of $25,000 to eligible associations that are receiving 
core funding from the department, as well as to the National 
Association of Friendship Centres.’ In 1975-76,-19 grants 

We Gewmatcwatea COtalCOst On $1,546,000. Of these orantc, 910 
were to native association newspapers. 


The largest communications society funded by the 
Secretary of State Department under this program is the Alberta 
Native Communications Society, which received $300,000 in 
Grants aurang- thes fiscal: year . in thes l0Myearsiok, Mtseexistence, 
the society has grown from a weekly, 15-minute radio program 
to include films, video tapes and radio programming on eight 
broadcast stations and educational programming on radio and 
PCelevistony- alt. provides consultation services and=theatre, 
as well as training for 10 native students in community colleges, 
on all phases of communications. 


Core and Communication Workers Program 


This program was designed to enable the native 
people, through their own provincial, territorial and national 
associations, to undertake initiatives in formulating policies 
and programs to further their development. 


Core funding grants are given to associations with 
demonstrated support from their declared constituents. The 
money is to be used for administrative costs such as staff 
and salaries, travel expenses, office costs, meeting expenses 
and special services. The Core Program also supports the cost 
of communication workers - those who provide a direct liaison 
between the associations' executive members and local 
communities, 


In 1975-76, the Core Program funded 36 native 
associations representing over one million people. This 


included the three national associations: the Native Council 
of Canada representing the Métis and non-status Indian peoples; 
the National Indian Brotherhood, representing the status or 
treaty Indian peoples and the Inuit Tapirisat of Canada, the 
national association of the Inuit peoples, as well as 33 
provincial, regional and territorial associations. 


Native Youth Program 


This granting program was intended to enable native 
youth to undertake their own leadership development through 
participation at conferences, seminars and workshops. In 
1975-76, a total of $281,242 was spent through the Native Youth 
Program. 


Most of the grants to native youth groups have been 
geared to cultural awareness projects within the various 
regions. At the national level, the Native Law Student Asso- 
ciation continued to receive funding for its annual and 
executive meetings. 


Among the projects funded in 1975-76 was an Indian 
Retreat Camp, located in the Rocky Mountains of Alberta, Native 
youth from rural and urban areas were involved in this five-day 
cross-cultural workshop. The purpose was to provide them with 
a chance to share and strengthen each other's cultures. 


The Native Micmac Development Group Project received 
funding for workshops made up of status and non-status native 
youth from Nova Scotia. The goal of the project was to afford 
an opportunity for these youths to discuss their needs and 
establish their own priorities in the affairs of the Micmac 
people. 


Native Women's Program 


The objective of this program is to enable native 
women's groups to undertake an active role in the overall 
development of native people and to participate in matters of 
concern to themselves. Grants are awarded for projects open 
to all women of native ancestry including both status and non- 
status groups. A total sum of $299,099.60 in projects grants 
was awarded in 1975-76. 


National projects funded during the year included 
the Native Women's Association of Canada, which received grants 
to hold executive and board meetings as well as a national 
conference, Its aim is to work toward the solution of problems 
affecting native women by encouraging them to assume a more 
positive and active role in achieving their rightful place in 
Canadian society. 


The National Committee, Indian Rights for Indian Women 
also received funding for an executive meeting and a national 
conference. Their main concern is with the loss of status of 
Indian women who marry non-status persons. 


In the area of regional projects, most of the 
provincial native women's associations received funding for 
annual meetings and other community-based programs such as 
leadership training or the establishment of centres for women 
or day-care. Some of the projects funded in the regions are 
given below, 


The Happy Valley Inuit Women were given money to 
collect and publish Inuit legends and songs with major emphasis 
on the preservation of the Inuit language and culture. 

Anduhyaun, a home for young native women in the City of Toronto, 
was provided with funds, enabling it to hold cultural-educational 
leadership workshops. In the northern community of Buffalo 
Narrows, Saskatchewan, a grant to the Native Women's Centre 
enabled it to conduct a six-month handicraft instruction program. 


During International Women's Year (IWY), 1975, the 
Native Women's Program worked in cooperation with other women's 
programs throughout the federal government to seek ways of 
assisting both status and non-status Indian and Inuit women 
in their efforts to implement community-based projects, 
particularly in the fields of family, health, education and 
culture. Three national meetings of native women were funded 
as were seminars to discuss issues affecting native women. 
Five native women attended the IWY Tribune, United Nations 
World Conférence in Mexico City. As well, two native women 
attended the IWY World Conference in Berlin and one represented 
the Native Women's Association of Canada at the First Inter- 
national Conference of Indigenous People held in Port Alberni, 
British Columbia. 


A special project for IWY was the preparation of a 
book bringing together the biographies of native women who 
have involved themselves with their people and communities. 
This: book» will be published in the fall of 1976. Toward the 
end of the fiscal year the production of a film on native 
women was initiated by the National Film Board. The Native 
Women's Program will be involved in this activity. 


Development Fund 


This fund is intended to help increase the participation 
of native people in their own affairs and in Canadian society 
as a whole. Grants are made to native groups and interested 
non-native groups to help cover the costs of new and innovative 
projects. 


In 1975-76, a total. of $172,000 was. spent from the 
Development Fund. Among specific projects funded were the 
Nishnawbe Institute in Ontario and Manitou Community College 
in La Macaza, Quebec. Both are cultural-educational institutes 
involved in the development of cultural and traditional projects 
Dyatativ ce  pcopile. 


CITIZENSHIP REGISTRATION BRANCH 


In the calendar year 1975, 140,688 persons were 
granted Canadian citizenship while proof of status certificates 
were issued to 142,278 Canadians. 


In the further extension of registration services, 
a Court of) Canadian Citizenship was established=in July ateine 
Dufferin Mall in Toronto. Full citizenship services are now 
available at the Dufferin Mall, where formerly applications 
alone were dealt with. A citizenship office was opened in 
Peterborough in December, and Vancouver opened an office in 
the social service complex, Britannia Court. The Dufferin 
Court is) the fifteenth Citizenship Court to be-opened in 
Canada.’ The: opening of the’ Peterborough office brought to 
15 the number, of-smaiter offices thatvare now full courts. 
In the summer of 1975, the mobile van, which is supplied with 
audio-visual equipment, began operations, visiting country 
fairs, shopping centres and areas of Ontario where citizenship 
registration services are not readily available. 


Bill C-20, "An Act Respecting Citizenship", received 
first reading in the House of Commons in October 1974 and 
was introduced for second reading in May 1975. Second reading 
was completed on January 28, 1976, at which time the legislation 
was referred to the Standing Committee on Broadcasting, Films 
and Assistance to the Arts. On February 24, 1976, the Committee 
began its hearings and deliberations on Bill C-20. The new 
legislation liberalizes an out-of-date nationality law and 
removes many ineguities. It accords equal treatment to men 
and women, reduces residence requirements and provides services 
to applicants from all countries without discrimination, 


Citizenship courts across Canada were the sites of 
many ceremonies and receptions welcoming new citizens to 
Canada. The Governor-General attended special ceremonies in 
Fredericton, Halifax, Calgary and Toronto and presented the 
certificates of citizenship to the applicants at these sessions. 


CORPORATE MANAGEMENT SECTOR 


The Assistant Under Secretary, Corporate Management 
and the branches and directorates within the Corporate Manage- 
ment Sector coordinated departmental planning, research and 
evaluation activities, rendered management, advisory and 
support services and carried out other activities in connection 
with the general management of the department: 


In recognition of International Women's Year (1975); 
a special program was mounted to ensure greater opportunities 
for women in the department. A coordinator for IWY activities, 
appointed to the office of the Assistant Under Secretary, 
conducted a number of awareness-raising seminars for managers 
and other groups of departmental staff. Management practices 
and attitudes and the status of women within the department 
were reviewed, and plans were formulated to continue certain 
actions programs beyond! 1975. swAsbiulingual, anternals departmental 
newsletter, Perception, issued bi-monthly, focused on the 
activities of women within the department and discussed issues 
related to International Women's Year. The last copy of 
Perception was published in December, 19753 


The late Jean Boucher vacated the Under Secretaryship 
to become Deputy Minister of Public Works in May 1975 and André 
Fortier became Under Secretary on November 24, 1975. The 
Assistant Under Secretary, Corporate Management, Gerald Rayner, 
served as Acting Under Secretary from early August until 
MreeEOrtLes Saarrivad, 


DEPARTMENT SECRETARIAT 


The Departmental Secretariat, in its second year of 
operation, continued to assume responsibility for the provision 
of administrative services to the Minister. 


Over the year, almost 7,000 letters of inquiry or 
comment were received by the Secretary of State and processed 
by the Departmental Correspondence Unit. Approximately 305 
parliamentary questions were asked of the Secretary of State 
in 1975-76. Through the secretariat, replies to these questions 
were solicited from the department and the agencies reporting 
to Parliament through the Minister, and were coordinated and 
prepared yiom theyMinister!s ‘signature’. The secretariat iwas 
also responsible for establishing a liaison service between 
the department's principal grant programs and parliamentarians.

Additionally, the secretariat was charged with 
departmental security and the provision of a secretariat for 
the Under Secretary's Senior Management Committee. 


PLANNING, SYSTEMS AND SERVICES BRANCH 


Organization Changes 


Certain changes were made in the structure of the 
branch; these are reflected in the organization chart on page 3. 
Some were made in order to concentrate services and reduce staff 
requirements; others followed decisions to make changes in 
procedures designed to improve services. The two former 
branches, Management Services and Policy, Planning and Systems 
were amalgamated, the resultant organization being named the 
Planning, Systems and Services Branch. At the same time the 
Financial and Operational Audit Directorate was brought under 
the immediate direction of the Assistant Under Secretary of 
ptate, © Corporate, Managemencr 


Planning, Evaluation and Development Directorate 


Departmental planning processes were further developed 
and refined. For example the internal departmental procedures 
for preparation of program forecasts were redesigned and standard- 
ized. A Departmental Research Committee was established to 
review and comment on proposals for research projects. Members 
of the branch participated in a number of policy and program 
studies on such topics as the social and cultural aspects of 
urban affairs and computer communications and the Multiculturalism 
Program. As a result of the government restraint program this 
section's activities were drastically curtailed late in the year. 


Administrative Services Directorate 


The Administrative Services Directorate provided a 
broad range of services throughout the department, including: 
accommodation, telecommunications, library, materiel and paper- 
work management. The directorate continued its Management 
Improvement Program, to increase the effectiveness and usefulness 
of these services. 


Computer Systems Directorate 


The Computer Systems Directorate, formerly the 
Management Information Systems Directorate, continued to provide 


BS 


electronic data processing (EDP) services for a number of 
departmental users. An increase was noted in the scope and 
diversity of projects utilizing EDP during the year, The 
directorate's participation in a total of 15 projects ranged 
from the complex Production Data System for the Translation 
Bureau to a relatively minor role assisting in the preparation, 
conversion and processing of data for the Student Community 
Services Program. 


Foremost among linguistic applications was the 
Centralization of all available terminological anformation 
ipeaneanteriam data sbanksiniorder to validate ity for future 
use, The establishment of such a bank was seen as a Significant 
step toward the ultimate goal of a fully integrated terminology 
system. 


Organization and Methods Directorate 


Work continued on such major long-term projects as 
the Translation Bureau's terminology bank and the organizational 
and procedural modifications required to implement the new 
Grerzenshrp Act’ 


Guidelines were also prepared in a number of areas 
including those relating to the review and monitoring of 
proposals to change departmental organization structures, the 
preparation and promulgation of departmental manuals and 
directives, and the conclusion of service contracts. 


A number of changes were made in systems for assembling 
and reporting management information in both the financial and 
personnel resources fields. New financial input coding systems 
were designed with the result that output statements have become 
more accurate and reliable. 


Financial Management Directorate 


This directorate was responsible for financial planning 
and analysis; issuing cheques and reconciling accounts; dealing 
with advisory and control functions for contracts and Treasury 
Board submissions; ensuring that financial operating controls 
were working and that regulatory requirements were met. It was 
also responsible for the reconciliation and distribution of all 
financial statements; the verification of all accounts and 
ft naltprecessing of alletransactions. 


Measures were taken to improve departmental financial 
Management systems. A complete revision of the financial coding 
system was prepared for introduction in 1976-77. This revised 
system will reduce error and increase the speed of processing 


financial accounts, throughout, the department, Methods ior 
financial,reporting were, modified to meet, both the operational 
and planning needs of departmental managers as well as require- 
ments of reporting. to central, agencies... A, long-term proyece 
was started to revise manuals of financial procedures for use 
throughout the department. 


PERSONNEL ADMINISTRATION BRANCH 


During the year under review special attention was 
paid to organizing, planning and improving systems. In past 
years, the personnel services for the Translation Bureau were 
separate from the rest of the branch; in 1975 they were 
consolidated with those of other sectors of the department. 

A new division was established responsible for planning and 
research, and for auditing branch performance under delegation 
of staftting, and. classification, authocicyeco, depagimentcel 
management. 


Research on the quality of life in the work environ- 
ment waS carried out and a pilot project supported by Treasury 
Board was under study at the close of the fiscal year. The 
purpose of this experiment will be to make work more satisfying 
for the employee while at the same time improving output. 
Groups will be given an opportunity to manage themselves and 
complete freedom to choose the kind of organization they want, 
their work methods and anything concerning their daily life 
within the restrictions of salary (set by collective agreement) 
and level of production (justification for their existence), 


In July, the Personnel Administration Branch expanded 
the Training and Development Division to answer training needs 
and organize internal activities more satisfactorily. Between 
April 1, 1975. and March 31, 1976, -9t-emplovees==—8 l=condteroncma, 
appointed employees and 10 employees whose positions were to 
be designated as bilingual within the next 12 months - were 
enrolled -in.continuous. language courses. Of this number ,..43 
became bilingual. There were two withdrawals from the courses 
and the remainder are still in training. More than 270 
applications for registration were received for the departmental 
program within the National Capital Region, and 111 employees 
were accepted. The program includes second-language courses 
and second-language or mother-tongue development courses. 
Sixteen employees were enrolled in cyclical courses: two in 
Halviax se One. iVwMOonctony; (One sinaMonteeals..cq gli te nee OUOnEOn 
two in Winnipeg; one in Edmonton and one in Vancouver. 


As a result of increased delegation of classification 
powers to the department from the Public Service Commission, 
the department decided to decentralize job classification 
MichoOGEcys ther clacsitication section organized training 
sessions for managers so that they could participate, under 
the direction of a classification officer, in the evaluation 
Of POSitions, 


During 1975, in response to International Women's 
Year, the department undertook a number of activities as an 
employer to increase opportunities for women. A variety of 
studies of attitudes and practices, information programs, 
seminars and training sessions was conducted. The department 
also began the planning necessary to implement the government's 
policy of providing equal career opportunities to women and 
men. This would ensure that, within a reasonable period of 
time, representation of male and female employees in the public 
service would approximate the proportion of qualified and 
interested persons of both sexes available by department, by 
Occupational group and by level. 


INFORMATION SERVICES BRANCH 


An organization and methods study was conducted of 
information operations with a view to providing a cohesive 
structure capable of furnishing adequate information support 
to senior officials and program managers. The new structure 
will come into effect in the next fiscal year. 


Seniton information stati beqan jworkon, -thevdeveliopment 
of an integrated approach to advertising and information strat- 
egies for each program area within the department. A number 
of recommendations will be implemented in the near future. 


Citizenship activities included the production of 
posters and literature as part of the department's activities 
norm International Women's Year, and aSsisting with the “Inter-— 
change 75" series of women's seminars. Photographs and editing 
services were provided for the internal departmental newsletter 
Perception, which dealt with women's issues. A major under- 
taking was a book on native women in Canada, containing some 
50 profiles of Indian, Métis and Inuit women, also an International 
Women's Year project. Final revision and editing of the manuscript 
were done during the year. 


The branch was responsible for promotional and news 
media relations seryices at the Federal-Provincial Conference 
on Human Rights held in Ottawa in December. It coordinated 
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the input from four federal government departments that partic- 
ipated) ati-the=conterence, 


Considerable work was done to promote multiculturalism. 
A major national advertising campaign was launched to tell the 
story of multiculturalism in over 100 ethnic publications in 38 
languages and dialects. 


A bi-monthly newsletter, Multi-News, was inaugurated 


. a , =a, ° ° 
in February. Pamphlets and audio-visual productions relating 
to multiculturalism programs and events were produced. In book 


form, a very detailed research report on ten non-official 
languages was produced in Toronto and edited by Information 
Services. The branch was also responsible for promotional and 
news media relations services at the Second Canadian Conference 
on Multiculturalism held in Ottawa in February. 


In the field of bilingualism development, new publi- 
cations for distribution included five editions of the 
Bilingualism Review - a newsletter completely reorganized 
during the year - and two brochures: Official Languages 


Programmes and Official Language Minority Groups Directorate. 


An advertising campaign in Ottawa, Montreal and 
Toronto was part of the overall production of Festival Canada 
'75, and included the distribution of brochures, posters, place 
mats and T-shirts. The branch also developed plans and strat- 
egies on how best to interpret the Cultural Properties Export 
and Import Act (C-33) to the specific client groups affected 
by the act. 


The audio-visual unit provided the creative co- 
ordination of audio-visual and graphic elements of information 
services. It advised on design and exercised quality and 
technical “control over Jall audio-visual and print production, 
The unit organized the design and production of 24 new publi- 
cations; eight) reprinted publications, 0, posters. and 2imctier 
items of printed matter. It completed three audio-visual 
presentations, and conceived new designs for the multicultural 
literature and for the department's press kits, speech covers 
and news releases. 


Besides providing liaison between the media and the 
Minister and senior departmental officials on a number of 
occasions, the news services unit prepared, produced and distri- 
buted 115 news releases and distributed 41 speeches. The unit 
also remodelled its press clipping service to include broadcast 
media monitoring. 


The creative services unit planned and carried out 
the editorial preparation in both official languages of all 
literature produced by the branch in the year under review. 
This unit was responsible for researching, writing, editing, 
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revising and proofreading material for print, and the preparation 
of some speeches and scripts for audio-visual productions. The 
unit's bilingual services were used to edit information concerning 
the department in such external publications as directories, 
almanacs, handbooks and trade journals. 


The creative services unit also provided responses 
Peeoral andewritten inquiries for’information; During 1975-76, 
more than 173,850 copies of publications were sent out, and 
replies were provided to 5,111 telephone and written requests 
for information, and publications. 


FINANCIAL AND OPERATIONAL AUDIT DIRECTORATE 


During the year under review, staffing of approved 
positions within the directorate was undertaken and completed. 
Basic audit services were provided, as required by Treasury 
Board, and the directorate was able to proceed with the develop- 
ment of an internal audit manual. Additionally, regular 
Operational and financial audits were undertaken in the areas 
of Travel and Exchange (Citizenship); the Film Festivals 
Bureau (Cultural Affairs); the Native Friendship Centres 
(Citizenship); Administrative Services (Corporate Management) ; 
Financial Resources (Corporate Management), and Travel and 
Removal (Corporate Management). 


The directorate assisted departmental managers 
through the provision of special services for such activities 
as the closing out of the Company of Young Canadians and a 
review of financial guidelines for certain grants programs. 


In addition, the directorate acted as the departmental 
liaison agent in dealings with external auditors when special 
or field audits were conducted.

CULTURAL AFFAIRS SECTOR 


ARTS AND CULTURE BRANCH 


The primary objective of the Arts and Culture Branch is 
to provide advice and assistance to the Secretary of State in the 
formulation and development of policies and programs for the achieve- 
ment of national arts and cultural objectives; to promote effective 
cooperation among the federal cultural agencies in the achievement of 
these objectives; to administer certain programs designed in support of 
these objectives and, to advise and assist the government on matters of 
state protocol. 


Policy Development Division and Program Coordination and 
Analysis Division are responsible respectively for development of 
policy and for coordination with federal cultural agencies of programs 
aimed at encouraging artistic and cultural activities in Canada. Areas 
of continuing concern are broadcasting, films, publishing, museums and 
national heritage, libraries, performing and visual arts, together with 
the review and analysis of the program forecasts and main estimates 
submissions of the cultural agencies. A third division is responsible 
form, resedreh and; in collaboration with. Statistics Canada, for tie 
development and operation of a national cultural statistics program. 
Operations Division is responsible for the administration of grants and 
contributions, the Cultural Property Export and Import Act, the Film 
Festivals Bureau, matters of state protocol and special events such as 
royal visits. 


Major highlights of the Branch's work in 1976-77 included: 


Broadcasting 


In accordance with the Department's responsibilities for 
broadcasting policy formulation and evaluation under Section 4 of the 
Department of State Act and Part III of the Broadcasting Act (under 
which the Secretary of State reports to Parliament on the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation) the Branch participated in the action 
committee, chaired by the CBC, which oversees the implementation of the 
Accelerated Coverage Plan. The plan aims to provide CBC broadcasting 
services in both official languages to all Canadian communities with a 
population of 500 or more. 


The Branch undertook a detailed policy analysis of the 
new telecommunications legislation and its implications for the 
Secretary of State's responsibilities for cultural aspects of broad- 
casting. Pay television was studied in terms of its impact on cultural 
development: this question was the subject of the Secretary of State's 
address to the Canadian Broadcasting League Conference in Halifax, 
August 10 to 12, 1976. Other areas of concern were the recording 
industry and the Canada-U.S.A. border broadcasting situation. In the 
former instance, the Branch continued to interact with the Foreign 
Investment Review Agency. 


Visual and Performing Arts 


In the course of 1976-77, the Branch undertook inter- 
departmental consultations in a number of specific areas to better 
promote cultural development. In cooperation with Industry, Trade and 
Commerce, Statistics Canada, and Indian and Northern Affairs, a survey 
was designed to provide national statistics on Canadian crafts: a 
joint Secretary of State, Industry, Trade and Commerce publication on 
crafts will be available in the new fiscal year. 


In collaboration with the Department of Finance, a 
number of problems raised by governmental regulations as these apply to 
artists and art collectors were resolved, namely agreement on handi- 
crafts imported under preferential tariff, Capital Gains Tax as it 
concerns art collectors, and Anti-Inflation Board Regulations with 
respect to corporate donations to the fund raising campaigns of arts 
organizations. 


The Branch, in cooperation with the Department of 
Transport, worked on revisions to regulations that are detrimental to 
musicians travelling with their musical instruments. 


In the area of international cooperation, the Branch 
worked closely with the Canadian Commission for UNESCO on a project of 
joint studies dealing with cultural policy making, a project that 
originated at the 1972 Helsinki Conference on cultural policies. The 
Department also maintained its participation on the Consultative 
Committee of the Department of External Affairs' Cultural Exchanges 
with Foreign Countries Program whereby Canadian artists and arts 
companies tour abroad. 
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Public awareness of the vital national role played by 
the arts in Canada was particularly evident in 1976-77, from a letter 
writing campaign to the Secretary of State in which the cultural 
community strongly expressed its concern for adequate federal funding 
for the arts, especially orchestras. 


Grants to National Cultural Organizations 


Capital grants were awarded under a special program to 
help establish and maintain a national grid of performing arts 
facilities by providing professional performing arts companies with 
funds to meet their needs. Capital funding can be used for the 
construction or purchase of new facilities, or funding for associated 
capital equipment such as lighting, sound, seating, dressing rooms, 
curtains and air conditioning. The grants may not cover the cost of 
purchasing land or expenses related to a production such as scenery, 
props or operating costs. 


The program is designed to improve performing arts 
facilities in Canada, and to reduce regional disparities in their 
quality and accessibility. 


Table 1 indicates the organizations that received grants 
in 1976-77. Table 2 shows the amount of general support granted in the 
year under review to national organizations serving the artistic and 
cultural community. 


Cultural and National Heritage 


In 1976, the Branch completed a review of federal 
policies, programs and activities dealing with museums and national 
heritage. This review, begun in 1975, concentrated on 52 federal 
organizations that have an explicit or implicit mandate in the heritage 
field. 


The Branch continued to participate in the Federal 
Advisory and Coordinating Committee on Heritage Conservation, an 
interdepartmental committee, co-chaired by the departments of the 
Secretary of State and Indian and Northern Affairs, charged with the 
responsibility for reviewing the government's initiatives relating to 
historic sites and buildings. 


Museums 


Branch officials were also active in gathering informa- 
tion for and providing assistance to the Secretary of State with 
respect to the National Museums of Canada for which the Secretary of 
State is responsible to Parliament. Such activity consisted primarily 
of liaison with the N.M.C., review and analysis of the program forecast 
and main estimates submissions of the N.M.C., and collaboration with 
Statistics Canada to gather statistical data on musicological 
institutions. 


Archives 


The Department and the Public Archives of Canada have 
begun discussions towards restructuring the Public Archives Act. Both 
principals wish to change the Archives legislation on the management of 
public documents and microfilms, and the accessibility to various 
sources which describe Canadian life and the country's development. 


High priority was accorded to the film archives during 
1976-77. At the recommendation of the Secretary of State, the Cabinet 
authorized the creation of a national film archives within the Public 
Archives of Canada. This new collection will protect films from 
destruction and preserve sound tracks which have lasting historical, 
social and cultural value for Canadians. Selection, acquisition and 
conservation will include all films produced or sponsored by Depart- 
ments, Crown Corporations or federal agencies and films produced with 
the participation of the Canadian Film Development Corporation and the 
Canada Council. 


Libraries 


During the 1976-77 fiscal year, branch officials in 
cooperation with officials from the National Library of Canada were 
instrumental in acquiring for the National Library the Jacob Lowy 
collection of Hebraica rare books, one of the three most important 
private Hebraica libraries on the North American continent. Acquisi- 
tion of this collection constitutes a significant addition to the 
National Library's resources for research and scholarship in biblical 
and Jewish studies. 
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Branch officials also participated in an interdepart- 
mental committee chaired by the National Library, to consider the brief 
submitted by the Canadian Library Association on interlibrary lending. 
In addition, the Branch continued to examine various issues related to 
libraries in Canada such as the possibility of direct or indirect 
federal financial aid to public libraries. 


Movable Cultural Property 


Bill C-33, the Cultural Property Export and ImporteAcr, 
received royal assent on June 19, 1975. It appears in Volume 1, Number 
9 of the Canada Gazette, Part 111, and will come into force on a day to 
be fixed by proclamation. At that time, all matters relating to the 
administration of the Act will become the responsibility of the 
Secretary of State. 


Film 


To strengthen the incentive announced by the Secretary 
of State in 1975 to stimulate private sector investment in Canadian 
film production, the 100% Capital Cost Allowance, which was previously 
available only for investment in Canadian feature films, was extended 
in 1976-77 to include Canadian films and videotapes of any length. In 
addition, the basic capital cost allowance for non-Canadian films and 
videotapes was reduced to 3024. 


In the year under review, the Secretary of State gave 
final approval to three applications under the Canada-France Film 
Coproduction Agreement and six received provisional approval under the 
Canada-United Kingdom Agreement. Operational responsibility for 
official coproduction implementation is administered by the Canadian 
Film Development Corporation (CFDC), which began preliminary nego- 
tiations with Germany, in anticipation of a new coproduction agreement 
to be approved next year. 


In its first report on the success of the voluntary 
quota, announced by the Department in 1975 to increase the exhibition 
opportunities for Canadian feature films, the Canadian Film Development 
Corporation found results reasonably encouraging. Both Famous Players 
and Odeon had put a good effort into increasing the number of 
playdates. During the second year of this program it is expected that 
a greater number of theatres will be able to participate in increasing 
the exposure of Canadian features to audiences across Canada. 
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The study of the film industry in Canada, undertaken on 
behalf of the Department by the Bureau of Management Consulting, was 
completed during the year, and made available to members of the 
industry as well as the public at large. This 400-page document is now 
under discussion in both the public and the private sector. 


In 19/6 Canadian films won 66 sawards’. « The Branch's Film 
Festivals Bureau coordinated the participation of 534 Canadian film 
entries in 108 film festivals around the world. Of these festivals 54 
were competitive. 


The Canadian government itself was the recipient of an 
award. The Nyon (Switzerland) International Cinema Festival, (October 
16-23, 1976) gave Special Mention of the International Jury to Canada 
"for its selection of films and for the Retrospective” of direct cinema 
presented at the Festival. The mention also adds: "This high standing 
is due, both to the quality and competence of the Canadian film makers, 
and to the finanical support of the State'’. The Retrospective had been 
prepared by the Canadian Film Archives at the request of the Film 
Festivals Bureau. 


Special Projects of the Film Festivals Bureau 


The Cannes Festival: May 1976 

The major promotional and coordination effort on the cultural and 
commercial levels at this festival was organized by the Film 
Festivals Bureau. The Golden Palm of the festival (Grand Prize) 
for short films, went to the Canadian film METAMORPHOSIS, 
directed by Barry Greenwald. 


Canadian Film Week: Scandinavia (Copenhagen, Stockholm, Oslo) 
September 1976 

Cultural Canadian Film Week, organized by Cultural Affairs 
Division, External Affairs, with the cooperation of the Film 
Festivals Bureau and the Canadian Film Archives. 
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Retrospective of Canadian Direct Cinema: Nyon Film Festival, 
October 1976 

Cultural Film Week organized by the Film Festivals Bureau with 
the help of the Canadian Film Archives. 


Tribute to Canadian West Coast Independent Film Makers: 

Edinburgh Film Festival, August 1976 

Organized jointly by the Film Festivals Bureau and the West Coast 
Cinémathéque. 


MIFED: Milan Film Market. October 1976 

First year support project, to help Canadian film distributors. 
Organized by the Film Festivals Bureau with the participation and 
support of the CFDC. 


The Bureau has responsibility for processing applica- 
tions for certification of Canadian films by the Department for pur- 
poses of Capital Cost Allowance and export. It has also devised and 
developed a "Cultural Content Film List" as required by a number of 
cultural agreements between Canada and certain countries, under which a 
10% foreign sales tax rebate is given on films listed as containing 
important cultural content. 


Publishing 


Bill C-58, An Act to Amend the Income Tax Act, approved 
last year by the House of Commons, was proclaimed in July 1976. The 
first part of the Act, which was put into force at once, abolished the 
exceptions in the Income Tax Act and consequently only advertising 
expenses in Canadian newspapers and periodicals are deductible as admis-— 
sible expenses. The second part of the Act, dealing with broadcasting, 
is under the jurisdiction of the Department of Communications. 


The Department has continued its financial support to 
exporters of Canadian books. The Association for the Export of 
Canadian Books and its three affiliates in the British, American and 
French markets have received total grants of $300,000 in 1976-77. 
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The Bureau of Management Consulting of the Department of 
Supply and Services submitted the text of its study on Canadian pub- 
lishing in July 1976. The Department immediately began consultations 
with various associations of publishers on the facts and conclusions of 
the report in order to establish bases for eventually developing a 
policy on aid to publishing. 


Research and Statistics 


During 1976-77, the Research and Statistics Division 
staff devoted much of their time, in conjunction with the Education, 
Science and Culture Division of Statistics Canada, in formulating a 
long-term plan for the development of a national program of cultural 
statistics which would be of assistance to policy and decision makers 
at all levels. This plan consists of the implementation of, or 
improvements to, some 16 project or survey areas over the next five 
years as well as the formal signing of an agreement for the transfer of 
operational and financial responsibility to Statistics Canada while 
maintaining departmental responsibility and control over the planning 
and priority setting for the program. 


Specific plans for the next five years involve the 
further refinement and development of existing surveys of: books and 
book publishing; film production, distribution and exhibition; museums, 
galleries and related institutions; performing arts organizations; and 
libraries; as well as the initiation of new surveys in the areas of 
book distribution, records, radio and TV, newspapers and periodicals, 
creators and performers, cultural facilities, education and the arts, 
government expenditures on culture and the cultural activities of the 
Canadian public. Since these surveys are to serve national purposes, 
there will continue to be extensive consultations with both the poten- 
tial survey users and the respondents as a basis for development of the 
survey objectives and design as well as the questionnaires themselves. 


The results of a major survey of selected leisure time 
activities in Canada which was conducted as a supplement to the 
Statistics Canada October 1975 Labour Force Survey were analyzed during 
the course of the past year and a report and summary brochure were 
produced. The questionnaire survey contained 140 variables in six 
groups: 


participation in leisure activities (TV, radio, crafts, etc.) 


taking of formal training during one's leisure time (music, 
ballets’ etc.9 
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active performances during leisure hours (ballet, craft 
exhibits) 


visiting of cultural exhibits (museums, zoos, libraries) 


attendance at performing arts shows (movie theatre, live dance, 
etc.) 


socio-demographic background. 


The typical question contained these parts: 


whether the respondent had participated during the last 12 
months 


how many hours were spent engaged in leisure activity (or visits 
made, respectively) during a typical week in July —- August, 
1975, and during September - October, 1975. 


Accordingly, the survey offers comparisons of two time periods, 
allowing for estimation of the shift in the use of leisure time between 
the summer and fall seasons.

State Protocol 


The State Protocol, Hospitality and Conferences staff 
helped organize the visit of Her Majesty the Queen to Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick as well as to the Games of the XXI Olympiad held in 
Montreal in July 1976. Preparations were begun for Her Majesty's visit 
to Ottawa; im, 1977..0n. the -occasiom of Her Salven Jubilee Year, and: for 
the visit of His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales to Alberta on the 
occasion of the Centenary Celebrations of the Signing of Treaty No. 7. 


The Secretary of State was host to a brief visit to 
Ottawa on the occasion of the Festival of Indian Film by the Minister 
of State for Information and Broadcasting from India: arrangements 
were coordinated in cooperation with the Department of External 
Affairs, the Canadian Film Development Corporation and the Canadian 
Film Institute. The staff also participated in the first Canadian Film 
Week to be held in the U.S.S.R., and in the arrangements for the 
funeral of the late Mr. Réal Caouette, Member of Parliament and Leader 
of the Social Credit Party, in Rouyn, Québec, on December 21, 1976. 
Congratulatory messages on behalf of Her Majesty the Queen were sent to 
more than 5,000 couples celebrating their 60th (or more) wedding 
anniversaries and to some 1,100 Canadians of 100 years or older. 


In the year under review revisions of the Instructions 
to Lieutenant-Governors were approved by Order-in-Council, revoking the 
Instructions issued in 1887. After prorogation, a Lieutenant-Governor 
now has six months to send the Secretary of State a copy of any Act 
assented to during the provincial session; any provincial Act revised 
or disallowed by the Governor-in-Council must be proclaimed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in the applicable province; and the Lieutenant— 
Governor must not leave Canada on official business without obtaining 
leave through the Secretary of State. 


Special Events 


At the direction of the Prime Minister, the 
Interdepartmental Committee for Anniversaries 1977 was formed and a 
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program of activity recommended to celebrate the Queen's Silver Jubilee, 
the 25th Anniversary of the first Canadian-born Governor General and the 
10th Anniversary of the Order of Canada. Two separate subcommittees were 
formed to deal with the awarding procedure and the design of the 

Canadian version of the Silver Jubilee Medal. 


The statue of former Prime Minister Louis St Laurent by 
Vancouver sculptor Elek Imredy was unveiled by Prime Minister Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau in front of the Supreme Court of Canada building on 
October 15, 1976. The ceremony was attended by members of the St Laurent 
family, representatives of the two Houses of Parliament and the 
Diplomatic Corps. 


In commemoration of The Queen's visit to Canada to open 
the 1976 Olympic Games, a full size bronze replica of the Tait MacKenzie 
Olympic Shield is being cast and will be placed at a location yet to be 
determined. 


The federal gift to the City of Kingston to commemorate 
the city's tercentenary was a sculpture by Toronto artist Ted Beiler. 
The sculpture was unveiled at the Kingston waterfront by the Secretary of 
State on June 18, 1976.

EDUCATION SUPPORT BRANCH 


In addition to administering the program of post secondary 
education adjustment payments described below, the Education Support 
Branch continued to be engaged during the year in research and analytical 
work required by the Secretary of State in the discharge of his 
responsibility for the coordinated development, formulation, 
implementation and review of federal education policies and programs. 
Major projects in this area included a comprehensive evaluation of 
federal support to post-secondary education under the arrangements which 
would expire on March 31, 1977, and a review of student assistance and 
related matters. 


During the year the Branch worked closely with other 
federal departments, notably Finance, Health and Welfare and the Privy 
Council Office, to assist in developing the new funding arrangements 
covering federal contributions to the provincial governments for health 
and post-secondary programs. As part cf the new arrangements the 
Secretary of State will meet from time to time with the Council of 
Ministers of Education to discuss issues of national concern in the 
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education field, with particular reference to post-secondary education. 
This mechanism will allow the federal government to discuss its views 
on a number of important national issues with all provincial 
governments while respecting their constitutional rights in the field 
of education. Several such meetings were held during the year between 
the Council of Ministers of Education and the Secretary of State to 
discuss matters such as the role of official languages in education and 
the whole question of student assistance. 


The liaison and coordination activities of the Branch 
proceeded apace in the period under review. Apart from extensive 
contacts with representatives of the academic community and national 
organizations on matters of education, there was considerable activity 
in federal-provincial and international relations. 


In the federal-provincial field, the Branch participated 
in a number of activities of joint interest with provincial education 
authorities. 


On the international scene, the Branch continued to work 
with the Department of External Affairs to ensure Canada's effective 
participation in international forums on education questions. Consider- 
able preparatory work was devoted to meetings of major international 
organizations and their agencies, namely the OECD, UNESCO and the 
Commonwealth Secretariat. Representatives of the Branch played an 
active part in Canadian delegations to the OECD Education Committee, 
the OECD Joint Working Party on Education and Working Life, the UNESCO 
Special Committee on Adult Education, and the Commonwealth Education 
Conference, as well as in preparation for the General Conference of 
UNESCO. In addition, the Branch sponsored two case studies on adult 
education by non-government experts as part of Canada's contribution to 
the OECD Project on Recurrent Education. 


Throughout the year, the Branch continued to provide 
up-to-date information in response to the large volume of inquiries 
received from students, faculty members and the general public. 
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In the field of research, Statistics Canada undertook, 
at the request of the Department, a sample survey covering about 
100,000 post-secondary students in Canada in 1975. The purpose of the 
survey was to provide detailed data which could be used in analysing 
differences in participation in post-secondary education. The 
questionnaire covered a wide range of topics such as students' 
demographic characteristics, their incomes and expenditures, and their 
parents' education and incomes. The main results of the survey have 
been described in a report entitled "Some Characteristics of 
Post-Secondary Students in Canada", and this was released in January 
1977. Copies of the report may be obtained from the Education Support 
Branch. 


Post-Secondary Education Adjustment Payments 


These payments are authorized in Part VI of the 
Federal Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act, 1972, which replaced the 
Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act, 1967. The 1967 Act made 
provision for a province to receive for 1967-68 a fiscal transfer equal 
to the greater of $15 per capita of provincial population, or an amount 
equal to 50% of the eligible operating expenditures for post-secondary 
education in the province. For subsequent years, the provinces to 
which the 50% formula applied remained entitled to transfers on that 
basis, while the provinces initially on per capita basis (Newfoundland, 
Prince Edward Island, New Brunswick) were to receive a yearly increase 
in the transfer in line with the increase in eligible post-secondary 
expenditures in all provinces combined until such year as the other 
formula would produce a higher entitlement. 


Part VI of the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements 
Act, 1972, retained the two basic formulae for calculating these 
payments, but set a yearly maximum of 154 on the rate of increase in 
the total federal contribution. The 1972 Act originally provided for 
the continuation of the post-secondary education adjustment payments 
for the fiscal years ending in 1973 and 1974. In December 1973 the 
provisions of Part VI of the Act were extended without change for a 
further three-year@period, until>March 315 1977. 


The federal contribution to the provinces for post- 
secondary education has two components: a federal revenue reduction 
relating to post-secondary education, with associated equalization and 
revenue guarantee payments; and post-secondary education adjustment 
payments designed to bring the total transfer to each province to the 
level of its entitlement under Part VI of the Act. 
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While the post-secondary education adjustment payments are calculated 
and remitted to the provinces by the Department, provisions concerning 
the federal revenue reduction and associated equalization and guarantee 
payments are administered by the Department of Finance. 


During 1976-77, advances on post-secondary education 
adjustment payments totalling $648,000,000 were made to the provinces. 
In Table 3, these advances are shown by province, together with 
estimates of the eligible operating expenditures, the total federal 
contribution under Part VI of the Act, and the value of the federal 
revenue reduction relating to post-secondary education. 


Post-secondary education adjustment payments made to 
each province since 1967-68 are shown in Table 4. Up to and including 
1976-77, adjustment payments made by the Department of the Secretary of 
Statemtotalled $44178;465;000. 


LANGUAGE PROGRAMS BRANCH 


The Language Programs Branch is responsible for official 
language programs outside the federal public service but within the 
overall official language policy and programs of the federal go- 
vernment. Many of the programs which it administers were developed in 
response to the recommendations of the 1969 Report of the Royal 
Commission on Bilingualism and Biculturalism. 


The program objectives in 1976-77 remained the same as 
at the Branch's inception in 1970, namely, to promote the acquisition 
and use of the official languages in Canadian society and to ensure 
their equality of status. 


Approximately $575 million in formula payments contribu- 
tions have been given by the Department through its Bilingualism in 
Education Program to the provinces between 1970-71 and 1976-77, under 
the terms of federal- provincial programs initiated in 1970 and renewed 
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for tive’ years: it 1774 until March S1,°1979: Basically, these funds 
have contributed towards the costs of French second-language instruc-— 
tion and French minority language education in the nine provinces where 
English is the majority language, and English second-language 
instruction and English minority language education in Quebec, where 
French is the majority language. 


During 1976-77 a new emphasis was placed on youth as 
enunciated in the Speech from the Throne of October 15, 1976. In 
iViO-/J by far the Largest part of the funds for official language 
programs outside the public service was for the development of official 
language opportunities in the schools. Through formula payments 
contributions based on various criteria, the Department allocated 
approximately $133 million to assist the provinces in paying the costs 
of minority language education and second-language instruction. 


Another $10.7 million was paid out in 1976-77 under the 
Special Projects Program, which is cost-shared (502%) with the 
provinces, and designed to assist and encourage innovative and 
experimental projects in bilingual education. 


Other youth programs administered by the Branch included 
Summer Language Bursaries, Fellowships and the Monitors Program. 


Bilingualism in Education 


Formula Payments 


Since the first Federal-Provincial Bilingualism in 
Education agreement was initiated in 1970, the Department has given the 
provinces approximately $575 million based on five different criteria. 
In 1976-77 alone, the Department paid $133.1 million to the provinces.

The objective of the Bilingualism in Education Program 

is to promote minority-language education and second-language teaching 

(English in Quebec and French elsewhere in Canada) at all education 

levels. 


Federal authorities have already initiated discussions 
with the provinces to renegotiate the present federal-provincial 
agreement after March 31, 1979, with a view to realizing even greater 
progress in this area. 


As a result of this agreement, there has been a 
substantially increased participation of elementary school children in 
Canada in education programs fostering second language learning. 


In the nine English-speaking provinces, enrolment in 
French second-language instruction at the elementary level has risen 
from about 29% in 1970-71 to approximately 39% in 1975-76. In the same 
period, the average percentage of time spent in second language 
instruction has also risen, from about 6.3% of the school week in 
1970-7 Ui tosapproximately 7.92 1n 1975-76. 


One program in particular, elementary-level French 
immersion, has proved very successful; virtually all provinces are now 
offering some form of immersion program. 


However, the pattern at the secondary level is not as 
encouraging. In the nine English-speaking provinces, enrolment in 
French second-language instruction at the secondary level has decreased 
from about 56% in, 1970+71,,to. approximately 412429i1n/1975-/6....But.during 
the same period, the actual percentage of time spent in second-language 
instruction increased from about 11.7 to approximately 12.5% of the 
school week. 


Meanwhile trends in minority language education indicate 
a reversed pattern. In the nine English-speaking provinces, enrolment 
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at the elementary school level has decreased somewhat from 1970-71 to 
1975-76, but increased slightly at the secondary school level. 


These trends must, however, be considered in conjunction 
with other factors, such as the decreasing birthrate and the consequent 
decrease in the size of the school-age population, the deletion of 
French as a compulsory subject from the secondary school curriculum and 
the absence of French as a university entrance requirement. 


Special Projects 


This Program has proved very successful with all the 
provinces and the two territories participating. Some 130 language- 
oriented projects were being funded as the 1976-77 fiscal year ended, 
out of a budget of $10.7 million. The wide range of projects reflected 
differing provincial needs, priorities and stages of development. 


The projects included production of minority and second- 
language educational television programs in Ontario; a pilot project in 
French immersion in Port-au-Port, Newfoundland; services for deaf 
francophone children in New Brunswick; the production of an "idea box" 
to help elementary anglophone children in British Columbia to learn 
French; teacher training in Manitoba and funding a French common law 
faculty for francophone students at the Université de Moncton. 


Summer Language Bursaries 


Nearly $4 million was made available to 4,945 students 
during 1976-77 to enable them to enroll in immersion studies in French 
or English at accredited institutions. The bursaries, valued at $750 
each, paid for the cost of tuition, instruction materials and room and 
board. 


Monitor Program 


The Monitor Program promotes the learning and use of the 
official languages through the interprovincial exchange of post-secondary 
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students who also act as second-language monitors. In 1976-77 more 
than 500 post-secondary students each received $3,000 under the 
Program. 


Bilingualism in the Private Sector 


Assistance to Voluntary Associations 


This Program assists voluntary associations to promote the 
use of both official languages in their activities. Grants available for 
these purposes were $1.183 million in 1976-77. 


Direct contact is established with voluntary associations 
to help them formulate a long-term plan for the development of 
bilingualism and to offer technical assistance in such fields as 
terminology, translation and staff training. 


More than 160 associations were aided in 1976-77. Some 
of the recipients and their grants were: Canadian Wildlife Federation 
($4,500); The Canadian Association of Applied Linguistics ($1,700); the 
Canadian National Institute for the Blind ($25,000); the Planned 
Parenthood Federation of Canada ($2,200); and the Canadian Red Cross 
Society ($25,000). 


Assistance to Business and Industry 


The Language Programs Branch, together with the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce, in January 1977 published a booklet entitled 
Thirty-six ways to put bilingualism to work for you. The booklet 
introduces retailers in areas with large numbers of residents of both 
official language groups, to the use of the two official languages in 
business. 


The Bilingualism in the Private Sector Program does not 
disburse grants to private enterprises but dispenses free technical 
expertise on bilingualism to business and industry. 
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Bilingualism in Public Administration 


The Bilingualism in Public Administration Program is 
designed to assist provincial, territorial and municipal administra- 
tions to offer services in both official languages to the public. 


Costs rose during 1976-77 to about $875,000 due to 
interest and participation in this Program. The main components of the 
Program include federal language training courses for provincial and 
municipal public servants offered through the Language Bureau of the 
Federal Public Service Commission; support to provincial second- 
language training programs and contributions towards the costs of 
translation of provincial statutes. 


Language Acquisition Development 


Limited assistance was made available in 1976-77 to 
individual researchers and to Canadian universities and associations 
for language research projects and for the dissemination of information 
on language teaching and learning in Canada. This assistance was 
provided in the form of grants and was restricted to projects which, 
because of their applied rather than theoretical nature, were not 
eligible for funding under any other federal granting agency. 


Language research projects which received grants in 
1976-77 included a study of learning disabilities among children in 
immersion programs, an experiment in trilingual education, a study of 
minority French-language education outside Quebec, the development of 
second-language proficiency tests in New Brunswick, and an evaluation 
of French programs in British Columbia. Support was also given to the 
Working Papers on bilingualism/Travaux de recherches sur le bilinguisme 
published by the Ontario Institute for Studies in Education, and to the 
Canadian Modern Language Review/ Revue canadienne des langues vivantes. 
Two special issues of the latter journal were also made possible under 
this Program, one in November 1976 on the French immersion programs of 
the Ottawa and Carleton school boards, and the second (to appear in May 
1977) on need-oriented language teaching for adults. The Department 
also awarded grants to assist in the holding of two international 
meetings and one national conference on language matters.

TRANSLATION BUREAU 


Created in 1934, the Translation Bureau is the federal 
body which provides translation, interpretation and terminology 
services in all languages for the proper functioning of the government 
and its agencies. Several years ago, the Cabinet also assigned the 
Bureau responsibility for verifying and standardizing the terminology 
used by the Government of Canada, particularly with reference to the 
two official languages. 


In 1976-77, the Bureau translated 232 million words and 
provided 13,377 interpreter-days, compared with 210 million words and 
13,314 interpreteradays.inul9 15=76. 


As of March 31, 1977, the Bureau had 1,863 employees: 
1,261 translators, interpreters and terminologists, and 602 administrative 
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and support staff. In March 1976, there were 1,174 translators and 576 
administrative and support staff for a total of 1,750 employees. 


Translation and Interpretation 


The Bureau's three operational branches (General, 
Regional, and Special Operations) provided translation and inter- 
pretation services in all languages to all federal departments and 
agencies in the National Capital Region, in the provinces and at armed 
forces bases in Canada and Germany. 


In 1976, the Special Operations Branch, which serves 
Parliament and its related bodies, created four new units: the Members’ 
Service for Members of Parliament and Senators; Senate Committees 
(Proceedings); the Multilingual-French Service and the DGIS Section, 
National Defence (multilingual). The Bureau simultaneously increased 
the number of its interpreters from 67 to 86. The Interpreters' School 
provided instruction to seven trainees. 


In peak periods, the Bureau called upon a number of 
contract translators and interpreters to provide service to its 
numerous customers. 


Terminology and Documentation 


In 1976, the Terminology and Documentation Directorate 
began operation of the terminology bank. The first step was to feed 
into the Department of Energy, Mines and Resources computer nearly 80% 
of the 1.6 million fiches that formed the terminological base of the 
Bureau and several other departments. The bank became operational 
after the Termium software, developed by the University of Montreal 
during the past five years, was transferred to Ottawa. 
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The Directorate also began setting up the network of 
terminals, 18 of which were installed in Ottawa, Montreal, Quebec City, 
Winnipeg, Toronto and Moncton. Terminologists were also sent to work 
in a number of operational sections. 


The Bureau created the Interdepartmental Committee on 
Product Labelling Procedures. The role of this committee, composed of 
senior officials from the departments of National Health and Welfare, 
Supply and Services, Consumer and Corporate Affairs, Agriculture and 
Environment, is to establish the approach for standardizing the names 
of consumer products from the various departments involved, and to 
determine the federal government's position in the terminological work 
in which the Bureau participates with other standardization organizations. 


At the international level, the Bureau participated in a 
conference in Paris, which included a demonstration of the bank. A 
similar demonstration was given in September in the French capital at 
the Salon international de 1l'informatique, de la communication et de 
l'organisation de bureau (international forum on data processing, 
communication and office organization). In cooperation with National 
Defence, the Bureau was involved in the standardization of NATO 
terminology, and Canada is now a member of the francophone and 
anglophone standardization groups of this organization. 


In a parallel development, the Documentation Division 
assumed responsibility for formalizing a new classification system for 
terminological and documentary data, and prepared a detailed and 
complete description of the system. Twelve classification indexes of 
the system have already been set up and disseminated; the others are 
being prepared. This Division has also begun a detailed inventory of 
the Bureau's libraries (15,000 works have already been catalogued) and 
is presently feeding into the terminology bank the bibliographical data 
compiled during the inventory. 


Training 


Under the University Training Program, 107 graduates in 
translation were taken into the Bureau in May 1976; of these, 44 were 
from l'université de Montréal, 16 from the University of Ottawa, 30 
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from l'université de Laval, 1 from Laurentian University, 11 from 
l'université de Québec at Trois-Riviéres and 5 from l'université de 
Moncton. In 1976-77, the Bureau provided grants to 171 students 
enrolled in these six universities. 


In January 1976, the Division set up a new training 
program for beginning translators to acquaint them with the operation 
and organization of the Bureau. Training of revisers was continued and 
five instructors gave individual and group instruction in revision and 
management to 60 trainees. Group instruction in the form of workshops 
and lecture-discussions was provided in Montreal and Quebec City. 
Fourteen anglophone reviser-trainees and seven new anglophone 
translators also received this training. 


Under a program of practical development abroad, five 
young translators were given work assignments in various departments 
and administrations of the French government in Paris. 


Language Quality 


The Language Quality Division, created in 1975 to enable 
the Bureau to control the quality of texts translated in both official 
languages, developed and perfected evaluation methods and criteria. It 
sampled texts translated in the sections or by freelance, checked a 
number of the Bureau's internal publications, began its review of the 
Canadian Government Style Manual and corrected Bureau examinations. 


Planning 


In 1976-77 the Planning Branch, which provides ongoing 
policy planning, evaluation and development, was primarily engaged in 
establishing its structures and studying and setting up a number of 
projects. A new directorate - the Management Information and Support 
Directorate - was created. It is responsible for the Bureau's 
management information systems and for coordinating administrative 
services throughout the Bureau. It also handles all communication 
activities in the Bureau. 
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New management informatidn and performance appraisal 
systems were set up for translation services, and performance indicators 
established for interpretation. 


OFFICIAL LANGUAGE MINORITY GROUPS DIRECTORATE 


The objectives of the Official Language Minority Groups 
Directorate are to promote the social, cultural and linguistic 
development of the official language communities where they exist as 
minorities; to foster a better understanding between the two official 
language groups throughout the country; and to implement projects that 
stress cooperation between the two groups. A total of $3,625,000 in 
grants was awarded during 1976-77, and considerable technical and 
organizational advice was also provided. 


Aid to Provincial Associations 


Sustaining grants were awarded to provincial organiz-— 
ations which, in their respective provinces, represent a broad sector 
of the official language minority. The grants were applied to the 
operational budgets of these organizations and enabled them to finance 
permanent secretariats and to coordinate provincial programs. 


For example, La Société nationale des Acadiens du 
Nouveau-Brunswick received a sustaining grant of $35,000 allowing it to 
maintain its provincial secretariat and coordinate francophone 
activities in New Brunswick. 


Social Animation 


This Program was designed to encourage members of French 
and English-speaking groups in provinces where they constitute minor- 
ities: to participate in group activities that provide outlets for 
their individual creative talents, to awaken pride in their distinctive 
Canadian heritage; to deepen their appreciation of the uniqueness and 
values of that heritage, and to instil a common desire to preserve and 
reinforce these values. 
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Two types of grants are awarded under this Program. The 
first type helps partially to finance the provincial animation programs 
of those associations that act as the official language minority's 
representative and chief spokesman in each province. For example, 
1l'Association canadienne-francgaise de 1'Alberta received this type of 
grant in the amount of $85,000 to defray some of the cost of its 
provincial animation program in Alberta. 


The second type of grant enables official language 
minority groups not involved in or affected by the associations’ 
animation programs to develop similar programs and set up mechanisms to 
encourage and facilitate the participation of their client communities. 
For example, the Fédération des clubs sociaux franco-ontariens in 
Ontario received $11,000 to promote the exchange of technical and human 
resources between the different social clubs in southern Ontario. 


French-English Relations 


This Program aims to facilitate and stimulate effective 
exchange between members of the two official language groups and to 
make the majority group aware of the linguistic and cultural aspirations 
of the minority group. 


At the national level, the Canadian Amateur Musicians/ 
Musiciens Amateurs du Canada sponsored its annual bilingual camp in 
Quebec. The camp attracted musicians from every province. For 
French-speaking participants from minority groups, it was an experience 
of cultural renewal, while English-speaking musicians had the chance to 
benefit from immersion in a French environment. 


At the regional level, the Fédération des franco- 
colombiens aired 26 broadcasts on the community television network. 
These broadcasts were meant for the general public and were aimed at 
portraying the French-language community and French fact in British 
Columbia and developing a better understanding of the French fact among 
francophiles and anglophones by acquainting them with the French 
language and culture. 


CultunalaGenitses 


While continuing to give priority to the performing 
arts, this Program has also encouraged the development of the visual 
arts and other forms of artistic expression by procuring the necessary 
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human and material resources for the centres. Several local groups 
received grants for cultural projects and activities which they 
administered and partially financed. The Program again contributed to 
the development of the groups by permitting group representatives to 
participate in various professional training courses or workshops, 
especially in the fields of drama, choir singing, folk dancing and the 
daily administration of a centre. For example, a grant of $10,500 
enabled the Canadian Folk Arts Council to hold 11 training sessions on 
folk dancing and the coordination of social evenings. No fewer than 
350 individuals had the opportunity to benefit from these meetings. 


Also, with three grants of $18,000 each, more than 250 
animators and administrators of cultural organizations from nine 
provinces were given the opportunity to meet and hold discussions at 
conferences in Moncton, Fort San, Saskatchewan and Toronto. These 
meetings also enabled the participants to improve their knowledge in 
fields related to their activities, especially advertising, marketing, 
and planning and organizing cultural activities. 


Cultural Exchanges 


This Program has provided a mechanism for cultural 
exchange through the organization of tours by performing artists at the 
intraprovincial, interprovincial and national levels. As a result of 
the financial aid provided by the Program, several groups were able to 
perform at various locations otherwise inaccessible to them. Pop 
singers, chansonniers, theatrical, dance and choral groups - all had a 
chance to demonstrate their knowledge and talents and share them with 
other communities. Thus, a grant of $18,443 was to be put toward 
organizing a tour of the Maritimes by Acadian chansonnier Calixte 
Duguay while three grants of $34,600, $43,000 and $62,200 respectively 
have been of assistance to three different groups, comprising a total 
of 13 artists, in presenting not less than 200 shows from Newfoundland 
to Alberta, with the exception of Manitoba. 


Youth Activities 


This Program aims to enable the younger generation to 
contribute in its own way to the sociocultural growth of English and 
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French-speaking minority communities. Funds were granted to promote 
youth associations at provincial, regional and national levels to 
encourage young people to develop projects facilitating effective 
participation in community activities and to enable youth organizations 
to plan activities corresponding to their needs and interests. 


Thus, an estimated 20 delegates from different regions 
of British Columbia were able to meet and form a francophone youth 
federation, while the Fédération des jeunes canadiens-fran¢gais received 
a grant to hire a coordinator-animator. 


Special and National Projects 


The objectives of this Program were redefined in 1975-76 
to encourage progressive autonomy for, and real participation by, 
official language minority groups within national organizations. Also, 
the Program was designed to help develop national organizations 
desiring to strengthen ties between communities and groups from 
different provinces having the same language and culture. Grants were 
awarded in 1976-77 for national meetings, pilot and special projects, 
reinforcement of the autonomy and action of minority groups within 
national organizations, and the founding of a national federation of 
francophones outside Quebec and an association of the French-language 
press outside Quebec. 


International Participation 


In order to permit the official language minority groups 
to play a more active role in Canadian society, the program assisted a 
limited number of leaders within these groups to enrol in training 
sessions abroad or to attend annual international conferences. The 
Program also made possible Canada's participation in the thirteenth 
Festival international des Pyrénées held at Oloron-Ste-Marie, France, 
in Aupict. L976. 
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CITIZENSHIP SECTOR 


The Citizenship Sector of the Department plans and 
implements social and cultural programs that encourage Canadians to 
participate fully and responsibly in issues, actions and decisions 
which reinforce the ideals of national unity and Canadian identity, 
encourage cultural awareness and appreciation of our diversity of 
heritage within a bilingual framework; and preserve and reinforce the 
recognition and observance of human rights and fundamental freedoms. 
Through its diversified programs of citizenship and social development, 
the Sector provides guidance, resources and professional assistance to 
voluntary groups, organizations and institutions which seek to achieve 
these goals. 


During 1976-77, momentum was maintained by the Sector in 
the adoption of measures directed towards increasing the effectiveness 
and relevance of its programs and its capacity to deliver outreach 
services to the public. In this regard, two major developments took 
place concurrently. A special task force was commissioned by the Under 
Secretary to study the structure and operational processes of the 
Department with particular emphasis upon field operations. The task 
force was asked to recommend systems and patterns of resource utiliza- 
tion and such measures which would further increase the Department's 
capacity for operational decentralization. This initiative was 
accompanied by the creation of the office of Assistant Under Secretary 
of State, Operations, to assume executive responsibility for the 
coordination and direction of the infrastructure embracing five 
regional directorates in the field. 


The operational arm of the Department is composed of 
five regional directorates, administered on a geographical basis. 
Functions and responsibilities of the field are discharged by each 
regional directorate through the integration of two parallel delivery 
systems, a network of Social Development offices and that of courts of 
Canadian Citizenship. 


At year's end, 18 Citizenship Courts and 11 subcourts 
spanned the country from the Atlantic to the Pacific. Operated as an 
integral part of the regionalized administrative structure, Citizenship 
Courts functioned with an aggregate staff of 250 persons in continuing 
positions. A complement of 32 judges was in place to fulfil statutory 
requirements of the Citizenship process. 
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The responsibility of Regional Directors for the 
administration of Citizenship Courts in the regions was a logical 
extension of the Department's long range program of regional consoli- 
dation and decentralization. As a matter of efficiency and expedience, 
Regional Directors were concerned with the administrative aspects of 
the Courts, including such aspects as personnel management, facilities, 
and the provision of equipment and supplies. Decisions, clarification 
and interpretive guidance in relation to the Citizenship Act and its 
application remained within the jurisdiction of the Registrar. 


The term 'Social Development', used generically to 
describe the nature of activities in which operations field staff are 
engaged, has both practical and philosophic connotations. It denotes 
the common, fundamental principles and purposes embodied in each 
program implemented under the rubric "Citizenship". The ultimate 
purpose of these programs and the human, material and financial 
resources which have been invested in them is to facilitate the full 
participation in Canadian society of all segments of its citizenry. 


Social Development offices in the field provided the 
public with direct access to information, program resources, materials 
and assistance relating to the broad spectrum of the mandate of the 
Department in general and with the Citizenship Sector in particular. A 
marked increase in the ability of the Department to recognize and meet 
emerging regional priorities and needs was proportionate to and a 
consequence of progress achieved during the year in the phased, gradual 
process of decentralization. Programs established within a national 
framework embracing composite criteria were applied with greater 
recognition of regional requirements and conditions, thereby effecting 
more efficient and judicious use of limited resources. 


Social Development offices in the Pacific Region served 
British Columbia and the Yukon from its regional headquarters in 
Vancouver and district offices in Vancouver, Victoria, Kelowna and 
Prince George. The Prairie Region, with headquarters in Winnipeg and 
district offices in Winnipeg, Regina, Saskatoon and Edmonton, provided 
service to the provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and to the 
Northwest Territories. District offices in Ottawa, Toronto, Hamilton, 
London, Sudbury, Timmins and Thunder Bay formed the Ontario regional 
directorate, the headquarters of which was in Toronto. In Quebec, the 
regional office in Montreal provided direction to district offices in 
Quebec City, Sherbrooke, Trois-Riviéres, Montreal, Hull and 
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Noranda. Similarly, the Atlantic Region was administered by the 
Atlantic regional directorate based in Halifax, with district officers 
serving New Brunswick from Moncton, Nova Scotia and Prince Edward 
Island from Halifax and Newfoundland and Labrador from St. John's. 


On March ot, [976/"there was a total of 24 cocral 
Development offices in the field, with a combined staff of 112 officers 
and 57 support personnel. 


An adjunct of the office of the Assistant Under 
Secretary of State, Operations, at headquarters, the Operations 
Services Directorate with a staff complement of 12, functioned as the 
primary administrative interface of the Sector. Its principal 
components include units concerned with the grants processing system, 
internal financial commitment control, personnel utilization records 
and staffing processes, correspondence, electronic communication 
system, reception and dispatch terminal and statistical and analytical 
reporting systems. A sustaining function of the directorate was to 
perform, as required, a wide range of special projects and activities 
of an urgent nature. 


The major areas of Citizenship activity were those 
defined in the Multiculturalism, Women's, Official Languages Minority 
Groups, Native and Citizenship Participation (including Assistance to 
Community Groups, Group Understanding and Human Rights, Social 
Communications and Student Community Service) programs. These are fully 
described in the programs section of this report. 


CITIZENSHIP POLICY BRANCH 


As in previous years, the main objectives of the 

Citizenship Policy Branch were to provide policy development, research 
and evaluation services to the Citizenship programs, and to assist the 
Sector as a whole with analyzing its overall directions. The Branch's 
role was carried out in close cooperation with the Sector's program 
directors and with the regional directors. In the field, the regional 
policy officers contributed regional points of view to national policy 
questions. 
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The Policy Development Directorate initiated policy 
directions in the diverse fields of: support for cultural and social 
development among Canadians of native ancestry; assistance for natives 
migrating to urban centres; the Challenge for Change Program; citizen- 
ship training and textbook agreements with provincial governments; 
immigrant integration services to new Canadians; Multiculturalism and 
Third Language Retention programs; human rights priorities and the 
Hostels Program. Examination was continued of ways in which business 
and industry, private foundations and the academic world can be 
encouraged to assist in the solution of social problems. 


The Policy and Program Analysis Directorate conducted 
evaluations on three subprograms of the Native Citizens Program: 
Native Communications Societies, Native Women's Groups, and Native 
Friendship Centres. An evaluation of an English-French relations 
project was also conducted for the Official Language Minority Groups 
Directorate. A review of granting activity (1975-1976) in the Pacific 
region of the Department was undertaken. An evaluation of the 
International Women's Year activities was conducted for the Women's 
Program while a major study on the computerization of Citizenship 
Sector grants data was completed. A report on the Citizenship Mobile 
Van was submitted. Throughout the year various consultative services 
were provided to headquarters and field staff regarding future program 
evaluation strategies. An evaluation of Native Women's Centres was 
also begun. 


The work of the Policy Planning Priorities Directorate 
was focussed on two distinct types of activity. First, major changes 
in the operating environment for the Citizenship Sector were identi- 
fied, and the policy implications of these changes were analyzed. 
Second, the program of social research on issues of importance to 
Citizenship Sector programs and mandates was expanded. With respect to 
the monitoring function, a major study was completed in the form of a 
social environment forecast for the immediate future. A second study 
considered the concept and meaning of citizenship in modern Canadian 
life. A study was begun in cooperation with the Canadian Council on 
Social Development to attempt to produce a paper which might serve as a 
citizen's guide to the machinery of government. The Directorate's 
program of social research was continued and enlarged. Work progressed 
on the analysis of the data’“from the study "Citizen's Participation in 
Non-Work Time Activity". Plans for a major survey of Canadian citizen- 
ship were developed. Two studies on migrating native people were 
initiated, and advice on the research strategy for numerous Policy 
Branch projects was provided. The network of contacts or researchers 
in other federal departments, other levels of government and in 
universities across Canada was further developed. 
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CITIZENS' PARTICIPATION DIRECTORATE 


This Directorate has the objectives of promoting and 
improving the participation of citizens in all aspects of Canadian 
society. To this end, the Directorate integrates three programs 
oriented to three complementary approaches to responsible citizen 
participation. The Assistance to Community Groups Program concerns 
itself with the process of participation, seeking the strengthening of 
voluntary organizations and the opening up of societal institutions. 
Social Communications develops, through travel and promotional 
activities, a greater understanding and appreciation of our institu- 
tions, cultures, regions, languages and peoples. And Group 
Understanding and Human Rights seeks to eliminate barriers which impede 
the full participation of individuals and groups in Canadian society. 
The Directorate is also responsible for the Hostel and Student 
Community Service Summer programs and the Commonwealth Youth Program. 
The Citizens' Participation Directorate addresses itself to all 
Canadian citizens, while the other citizenship directorates focus on 
specific target populations. 


Assistance to Community Groups 


This division promoted effective participation of 
citizens in the decisions affecting the quality of their community 
life. Grants were provided to assist in the development of effective 
and representative community groups; to encourage the exchange and 
sharing of information and resources among organizations; to encourage 
organizations to develop necessary skills, resources and information 
and to increase the exchange of information between government and 
citizens. 


During the fiscal year 1976-77, 250 grants totalling 
$1,000,000 were awarded to voluntary organizations such as the 
Community Planning Association of Canada, Movement for Citizen's Voice 
and Action, Institut canadien d'éducation des adultes, World of One in 
Seven, Maple Creek Community Centre, Golden Social Planning Council. 
The average grant was in the amount of $2,500. 


In addition, this division operated the Student 
Community Service Program for 1976. Grants were awarded to voluntary 
organizations and agencies to activate and administer summer projects 
capable of improving their capacity to respond to changing community 
needs. 
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In response to developments that demonstrated a growing 
frustration and alienation among native youth, special emphasis was 
placed on attracting more native youth to the summer program. It was 
intended that the program provide meaningful ways to channel the ideals 
and energies of native. youth toward the self-improvement of the native 
community as a whole. 


The total program budget for 1976-77 was $5,848,000. Of 
this amount, $540,000 was for administration with the remaining 
$5,308,000 allocated for grants. 


The Student Community Service Program awarded 892 grants 
in 1976. The average grant was $5,600; the minimum $500; and the 
maximum $40,000 (for a national summer project). In all, 2,941 jobs 
were created for a duration of approximately 12 weeks and about 5,166 
volunteers were involved in the projects as unpaid participants. 


Social Communications 


The major program previously administered by this 
division, the Travel and Exchange Program, was terminated March 31, 
1976 as a result of general cutbacks in federal spending. 


For the same reason, activities within the Citizenship 
Promotion Program were sharply curtailed in 1976-77. Certain activi- 
ties were continued, however, and the first of a planned series of 
introductory books on aspects of Canadian society was copublished by 
Copp Clark Publishers. This volume, The Arts in Canada - An Intro- 
duction was written for the Department by Mr. Robert Fulford, and is 
principally intended to serve as supplementary instructional material 
for the teaching of English as a second language to immigrants. Some 
20,000 copies are being distributed free of charge to institutions and 
organizations providing such instruction. A French edition of the book 
will be published in 1977-1978. 


Work continued during the year on the second volume of 
the series, dealing with Canadian geography, and on an audiovisual kit 
to introduce Canada to newcomers learning French or English as a second 
language. 


The Hostels Program, which was part of the government's 
Student Summer Employment and Activities Program, assisted with the 
operation of 83 hostels across Canada. In addition to providing safe, 
clean and inexpensive lodging for thousands of young travellers, the 
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running of these hostels created some 371 summer jobs for students at a 
cost in’ grants of $776,000. 


The division continued to provide limited quantities of 
Canadian flags to Members of Parliament for distribution to groups and 
institutions in their constituencies. 


In the Throne Speech of October 1976, the government 
announced its intention to increase support for programs which enable 
young people of various regions to know one another better. 
Responsibility for devising specific means of implementing this 
commitment was given to the Secretary of State and, in March 1977, the 
Social Communications Division was directed to prepare an exchange 
program (Open House Canada/Hospitalité Canada) for introduction early 
anol977=78)% 


Group Understanding and Human Rights 


This division promoted intergroup understanding and 
human rights and freedoms. Grants totalling $955,000 were provided to 
voluntary organizations attempting to reduce prejudice and discrimi- 
nation related to racial or ethnic background and to promote the 
implementation of human rights and fundamental freedoms at the regional 
and national levels. 


Complementary to the grants program some $80,000 in 
contract funds were partly used to sponsor research projects mainly in 
the area of race discrimination in schools and the education system as 
a whole. 


The Program is mainly responsible for coordinating all 
domestic activities in the area of human rights which the federal 
government has focussed in the Department. 


Following the Federal-Provincial Conference of Ministers 
in December 1975, a committee was established to continue on a 
permanent basis the dialogue at the federal-provincial level of all 
matters relating to human rights. 


At the federal level, an Interdepartmental Committee on 
Human Rights has been established and has initiated a number of 
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projects undertaken by task forces. The Program plays the role of 
initiator, catalyst and secretariat to these two committees. 


Another important dimension of the Program is the 
international component. This year the following reports have been 
prepared for the United Nations' Human Rights Commission:

The production of each report involves an extensive 
process of consultation with provincial governments. 


This year an effort was made to foster participation by 
all Canadians in the development of the positions that Canada will take 
at the United Nations Human Rights Commission in Geneva. Written and 
oral consultations were held with individuals, groups, associations, 
agencies, and departments with the purpose of providing the necessary 
information on agenda items such as religious intolerance and torture. 


NATIVE CITIZENS' DIRECTORATE 


The overriding objective of the Native Citizens' 
Directorate is to assist native people to identify their needs and 
actively to enhance their own development as Canadians. The Directorate 
provided this assistance during 1976-1977 through its five programs. 


Core and Communications Workers' Program 


This Program was designed to enable native people, 
through their own provincial, territorial and national associations, to 
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undertake initiatives in formulating policies and programs to further 
their development. 


Core funding grants are given to associations which 
demonstrate that they are supported by their constituents. The money is 
available for administrative costs including staff and salaries, travel 
expenses, office costs, meeting expenses and professional services. 

The Program also defrays the expenses of communication workers who 
provide a direct liaison between the association's executive members 
and local communities. 


In 1976-1977 the Core Program provided ongoing funding 
support to 34 native associations representing native people throughout 
Canada. These included 31 provincial, territorial and regional 
associations as well as the three national native associations: the 
National Indian Brotherhood representing the Status or Treaty Indian 
peoples; the Native Council of Canada representing the Métis and 
Non-Status Indian peoples; and the Inuit Tapirisat of Canada, the 
national association of Inuit peoples. 


In 1976-1977 the Core and Communications Workers' 
Program budget was $8.395 million, of which all but $300,000 was 
budgeted for the support of the operational costs of the associations. 
The remaining $300,000 was earmarked for the three national 
associations in support of more effective liaison between these 
organizations and the departments and agencies of the federal 
government. 


Grants totalling $274,946 were made available to the 
associations to assist, on a cost-sharing basis, in the publication of 
their newspapers, newsletters and magazines. 


Migrating Native Peoples' Program 


The Program was initiated in 1972 to support the 
development by native people of programs and services to assist 
natives, migrating from their home communities, to adjust to an urban 
environment. The Program's objectives are primarily achieved through 
the funding of friendship centres. The five-year mandate of this 
Program, which expired on March 31, 1977, was recently extended to 
March 317) oe Lo. 


Friendship centres are supported by grants for certain 
operating costs provided to ensure that individual centres will be able 
to maintain basic operations, attract and retain competent staff, and 
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carry out long-range planning. In 1976-77, 62 friendship centres 
received .a (total of $2,271,582. 


Capital funding grants helped cover building purchase, 
construction or renovation. During the fiscal year, $447,379 was 
awarded in capital funding grants to nine friendship centres. 


A fund of $50,000 is available to friendship centres for 
training their boards of directors and staff. 


The National Association of Friendship Centres received 
$30,000 in conference grants to help fund its annual meeting and four 
meetings of its executive board during the year. The association was 
also awarded an operating grant of $30,000 which supplemented monies 
contributed by individual member centres. 


Native Communications Program 


The Program, launched in 1974, provides for grants to 
non-political communications societies set up to serve the communi- 
cations needs of all native people in a given area. In 1974-75, nine 
societies received a total of $976,135. During 1975-76, these nine 
received a total of $1,258,000. In 1976-77, grants support was 
extended to 11 societies and totalled $1,567,474. An additional 
$25,000 was provided to the National Association of Friendship Centres 
for their magazine. 


The largest of the societies, the Alberta Native 
Communications Society (ANCS), received $300,000 under this Program in 
1976-77. Additional income from the provincial government, other 
federal departments and self-generated revenue brought its total 
operations to over $1,000,000 for the year. 


Since its establishment in 1968, ANCS has become 
involved in radio programming, a weekly newspaper, video and TV 
productions, theatre, national news service, a training program for 10 
community college students, consultation services and satellite service 
programming to remote communities. 


The activities of other societies include newspaper 
publication, radio programming, video productions for CBC, and HF radio 
systems. 
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Native Social and Cultural Development Program 


This Program was approved in 1976. Its objectives are 
to enhance the unique identity of native citizens within the larger 
Canadian society, to encourage greater participation by native citizens 
within all facets of Canadian society and to respond on the basis of 
consistent criteria to the expressed social and cultural needs of 
native citizens. Grants totalling $761,309 for projects open to all 
native peoples (Status, Non-Status, Métis and Inuit) were awarded 
during 29 76s27.. 


Most of the grants to native organizations have been 
geared to community development and cultural events. National projects 
funded during the year included a grant to the Native Law Students 
Association for its annual conference and a grant to the Nishnawbe 
Institute to hold the Seventh Annual Ecumenical Conference in Morley, 
Alberta. 


At the regional level, the Mackinaw Community Develop- 
ment Society at Rocky Mountain House, Alberta, received a grant to 
implement a cultural program for native people of all ages to revive 
and strengthen their cultural heritage. Activities centered around the 
teaching of language, singing, drumming and dancing. 


The Ear Falls Community in Ontario received a grant to 
help establish an information centre so that members of the community 
would gain better access to information from all levels of government. 


Native Women's Program 


The basic objectives of this Program are to enhance the 
unique identity of native women within the larger Canadian society and 
to respond on the basis of consistent criteria to their expressed 
social and cultural needs. Grants totalling $302,975 for projects open 
to all native women (Status, Non-Status, Métis and Inuit) were awarded 
ine ly o=7 7 
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Two of the national projects funded during the year were 
a sustaining grant to establish a national office for the Native 
Women's Association of Canada (NWAC), and funding for executive and 
board meetings for the organization, Indian Rights for Indian Women. 
NWAC aims at solving problems of native women by encouraging them to 
assume a more positive and active role in achieving their rightful 
place in Canadian society while the main concern of the organization, 
Indian Rights for Indian Women, is the loss of status by Indian women 
who marry non-status men. 


Most of the provincial native women's associations 
received funding for annual meetings and for community-oriented 
programs such as leadership training and the establishment of native 
women's centres. 


At the regional level, the Northwest Territories Status 
of Women Action Committee was given a grant to compile information on 
N.W.T. territorial ordinances, federal legislation and government 
agencies for the production of a legal handbook. The material gathered 
will be translated and published in the different native languages to 
help overcome the difficulties faced by native women in legal matters. 


The Indian Homemakers Association of British Columbia 
undertook a travel workshop program directed at some 40 native 
communities in the province to encourage the development and 
organization of these groups at the local level. 


A special project begun during International Women's 
Year was the production of a book containing the biographies of 50 
native women who have involved themselves with the needs and problems 
of their people and communities. The book, Speaking Together, has just 
been published in both official languages and is being distributed free 
of charge to all native organizations as well as to non-native 
educational institutions. 


WOMEN'S PROGRAM DIRECTORATE 


This Directorate provided support for women's groups, 
for projects and organizations at the local and national level, aimed 
at increasing women's ability to participate in all aspects of society 
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and at promoting political and institutional change related to status 
of women issues. In 1976-77, a total of $500,000 was awarded to 143 
women's groups and projects ranging from skill development activities, 
information exchange, community organizing activities, to outreach to 
women in rural or isolated communities. 


In 1976-77, the Women's Progam also increased its 
efforts to test effective strategies for promoting positive response by 
institutions to the changing status of women. To assist in these 
efforts, the Program hired eight community consultants on women's 
issues to work outside the large urban centres of Canada with women's 
groups and local institutions in developing community action to improve 
the status of women. 


Examples of groups and projects receiving grants 
included: 


British Columbia Federation of Women 


$7,893 to assist Federation members to participate in 
regional meetings throughout B.C. and in workshops for skill 
development and resource sharing. The Federation, composed of 46 
member groups, provides a communications network for women's groups, 
and focuses on the eradication of sexism. 


Status of Women in Education of the Manitoba Teacher's 
Society 


$4,000 to enable this group to carry out their project 
"Focus of an Identity in Education in Manitoba". The group conducted 
training sessions to develop non-sexist school material, and produced a 
newsletter on the status of women in education. 


Carleton Place Community Coordinators - Carleton Place, 
Ontario 


$675 for its workshop project, "Women in Leadership in 
the Community", designed to bring together three Lanark County women's 
groups, from Almonte, Smiths Falls, and Carleton Place. The workshop 
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provided a forum for exchanging information on issues of common concern 
and an opportunity for women from these groups to assess their own 
leadership potential and performance, and to examine needs for 
leadership in their communities. 


Association Féminine d'Education et d'Action Sociale - 
Fédération Céte Nord, Hauterive, Québec 


$3,500 for involving, in the various communities on the 
North Shore, individuals and groups interested in the status of women. 
The goals of the project were to sensitize women to their social 
responsibilities and to involve them in social action aimed at 
improving the status of women, particularly in the area of social 
services. 


Joint Committee on the Newfoundland and Labrador 
Women's Institutes and the Newfoundland Status of Women 
Council 


$15,000 to a joint committee of these two women's 
organizations for a project entitled "Women in Political Life". The 
first part of this project was a survey to assess the level of 
participation of women in the political process in the province. 
Following this, a conference was held to examine the barriers to 
women's political participation, with sessions on public speaking, and 
running a campaign. 


National Action Committee on the Status of Women 


$17,500 for NAC to maintain and develop its communica- 
tions links with a diversity of women's groups across Canada on status 
of women issues and to continue in its role of influencing government 
policy and legislative change. A portion of the funds will subsidize 
the travel of women living in isolated communities to NAC's meetings 
and conferences. 


MULTICULTURALISM DIRECTORATE 


During 1976-77, this Directorate administered a number 
of activities with the objective of encouraging the development of a 
society in which individuals and groups have an equal chance to develop 
and express their cultural identity as an integral part of Canadian 
life. 
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Ethnic Groups Liaison 


Liaison activities were carried out by officers 
specializing in the concerns of ethno-cultural communities: Afro-Carib- 
bean, Mediterranean, Nordic, Asian and Slavic. During the period under 
review, these officers acted in an advisory and liaison capacity and 
assisted in social developmental activities of ethno-cultural communi- 
ties and organizations at the national level. They also provided 
information and consultative services to field officers of the 
Department as well as to various branches of other federal departments 
and provincial governments. The officers were involved in programs of 
the Directorate that provided technical expertise, information and 
funds for projects designed to meet the developmental objectives of 
Ethnic Groups Liaison: Projects Grants, Multicultural Centres, and 
Non-Official Languages Teaching Aids. 


Malticultural ~ Projects Grants 


The grants provided through this Program assisted 
voluntary groups and organizations by supporting projects aimed at 
implementing the multiculturalism policy in Canada. Such projects 
fulfilled basic objectives: they encouraged ethno-cultural groups to 
maintain and develop their cultural heritages in Canada, or they 
encouraged an awareness and understanding in Canada of these various 
ethno-cultural groups. 


During 1976-77, 431 national and regional projects 
received gtanwss.f0r..a.total.of.S2,071 764. 


Multicultural Centres 


The Multicultural Centres Program assisted Canada's 
ethno-cultural communities to develop programs and policies which 
increase intercultural exchanges and communications. 


The Program provided operational grants to associations 
representing various ethno-cultural groups in a community. These 
grants provided human support services and facilities, enabling these 
groups to coordinate their discussions, workshops, theatre, displays, 
social gatherings and referral services. During 1976-77, the Multi- 
cultural Centres Program supported 16 centres across Canada in the 
amount of $299,300. 
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Non-Official Languages Teaching Aids 


This Program, while still in an experimental phase, 
responded to the fact that teaching aids for members of ethno-cultural 
groups and children of immigrants who wish to retain their ancestral 
languages are at present scarce and inadequate. Grants are available 
to community groups for the development and production, in the Canadian 
context, of textbooks and other audio-visual teaching aids (such as 
slides, films and tapes) in languages other than English or French 
primarily to be used in supplementary schools. 


During 1976-77, a total of $68,200 was given in grants 
across Canada to assist voluntary associations in the development and 
production of teaching aids to be used primarily in supplementary 
schools. 


Ethnic Press Analysis Service 


During the year the Ethnic Press Analysis Service 
received and analyzed over 200 ethnic newspapers and periodicals in 
more than 30 languages. The analysis of the ethnic publications was 
carried out by a staff of 17 contract analysts. The information 
gathered from the press was used to prepare a monthly review entitled 
the Canadian Ethnic Press Review. This publication, produced in a 
limited edition, is distributed to officers and libraries of various 
government departments and agencies. The service also carried on 
liaison activities with the Canada Ethnic Press Federation and its four 
affiliated press associations in Toronto, Montreal, Winnipeg and 
Vancouver. 


Canadian Identities 


The Canadian Identities Program is designed to make 
Canadian life, in all aspects, more reflective of the reality of 
multiculturalism in Canada. It is felt that if Canadians are better 
able to perceive multiculturalism as an integral part of their 
experience, they will more readily understand and accept it as such. 


Under contract to the federal government and with 
further funding from IBM Canada, COJO, and the provincial governments, 
the Canadian Folk Arts Council organized a national folkloric festival 
in conjunction with the 1976 Olympics in Montreal and Kingston. Over 
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2,000 participants represented many cultures from all regions of 
Canada, and performances attracted large audiences. Assistance was also 
given to many local and regional folkloric festivals throughout the 
country. 


The third annual Multicultural theatre Festival 
organized by the Multicultural Theatre Association (MTA), held in 
Winnipeg. Seven theatre groups from across Canada participated and 
presentations were well attended. Provincial chapters of the MTA have 
grown rapidly this year and in consequence the organizations have 
greatly expanded their programs. 


The National, Black Coalition of Canada, with finanewal 
support from the federal government, completed the process of develop- 
ing Canada's participation in the second International Black Arts 
Festival in Lagos, Nigeria. The festival is now over and a final 
report will be forthcoming from both the NBCC and the Liaison Officer 
for Black groups in Canada. 


Two books commissioned by the Multiculturalism Program, 
Cross Canada Cooking by Sondra Gotlieb and The Last Best West by Jean 
Bruce were published and in the bookstores in time for Christmas sales. 
Both books are selling well. A photographic exhibition based on The 
Last Best West is being prepared by the Museum of Man and is expected 
to be ready for travelling by May, 1977. 


Multicultural Studies 


Upon the recommendations of the Canadian Ethnic Studies 
Advisory Committee, six visiting professorships were awarded to the 
following universities: University of Ottawa, Brock University, 
Université de Laval, York University, University of Manitoba, and Simon 
Fraser University. A total of $97,456 was spent by this program in 
1976-77 


In addition to the six professorships, a series of 
lectures by authorities in the field of ethnic studies was sponsored by 
the Multicultural Program throughout Canada during the 1976-77 academic 
year. 


Di. 


The study Non-Official Languages - A Study in Canadian 


Multiculturalism was published and is available in both languages. 


A report of the Study on Multiculturalism and Ethnic 
Attitudes in Canada has been reviewed and will be available in book 
form in the tall of 1977. 


In late fall, the Directorate accepted an invitation from 
the Canadian Commission for UNESCO to take part as the Canadian repre- 
sentative in a European Joint Research study dealing with "Cultural 
Development in Countries Containing Different National and/or Ethnic 
Groups". Details on the Canadian contribution to this study will be 
finalized in the coming months. 


The Directorate sponsored preparations to examine the 
status of multicultural content in school curricula in western Canada. 
A seminar on that topic will take place in Vancouver in April 1977. 


The Ethnic Histories Project has received and accepted 
three completed volumes - Polish, Portuguese and Scottish. McClelland 
and Stewart has been selected to copublish this series in cooperation 
with the Department of Supply and Services. Invitations for proposals 
were issued for histories not presently included in the history series. 
At the close of 1976-77, 24 histories had been commissioned. 


Canadian Consultative Council on Multiculturalism 


The Canadian Consultative Council on Multiculturalism 
advises the Minister Responsible for Multiculturalism on matters 
pertaining to the development of policy. The composition of the CCCM 
reflects the ethno-cultural heritage of Canadians as well as their 
regional distribution. 


The Second Canadian Conference on Multiculturalism was 
held from February 13 to 15, 1976 in Ottawa under the auspices of the

Canadian Consultative Council on Multiculturalism. The theme of this 
conference was 'Multiculturalism as a State Policy" and it was designed 
to hear the viewpoints of the majority cultural communities on Multi- 
cultural Policy. Some 550 delegates attended and the Conference Report 
is a compendium of in-depth articles on the policy. 


In November 1976, Mr. Peter Bosa was appointed as 
Chairman of the Council. At that time the Honourable John Munro also 
accepted previous recommendations by the Council to expand the Terms of 
Reference of the CCCM. The new Terms of Reference gave the Council 
greater authority in managing CCCM activity. 


On January 28, 1977 the Honourable John Munro made a 
detailed response to the CCCM's First Annual Report. In this response 
he announced a major program in support of second languages. 


In Montreal from February 26 to 27, 1977 the CCCM held 


the first in a series of Standing Committee Meetings. The committees 
with interregional membership will examine for a one year period the 
following areas: Immigration Policy and Orientation, Media, Language 


and Cultural Development and the Relationship between Multiculturalism 
and Bilingualism, Human Rights and Humanitarian Concerns, and Grants. 


In Montreal two ad-hoc committees were structured, 
dealing with the census tabulation on ethnic origin, and to study the 
issue of long-term mortgages for community centres. 


CITIZENSHIP REGISTRATION BRANCH 


In the calendar year 1976, about 125,000 persons were 
granted citizenship while certificates of proof of status were issued 
to approximately 150,000 Canadians. Through the provision of services 
and information and by hosting citizenship ceremonies for new Canadi- 
ans, Citizenship Registration officers had direct contact with a large 
number of people from all walks of life. In addition, it is the only 
revenue producing sector in the Department, collecting some $1,300,000 
in fees for registration in 1976. 
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A number of steps were taken to improve Registration 
services. Mobile teams with extended hours were put in operation in 
Hamilton, Toronto and Vancouver, and in Montreal 'l'équipe volante" 
brings services to groups on request. An appointment system has been 
established in some cities. Further, as the ability to provide 
services increases, citizenship courts have been able to assume 
responsibility for some areas where services had been provided 
temporarily by provincial county courts. Finally, on an experimental 
basis, a citizenship van visited 56 towns and cities from Sept-Iles, 
Québec, west to Vancouver Island and north to Prince Rupert, B.C. 
travelling 12,000 miles in all. Many isolated communities were visited 
during the summer and fall where normal access to registration facili- 
ties is difficult. This was a continuation of the six week test run 
made in 1975. An evaluation report of the project is being studied. 


The highlight of the year was the passage of the new 
Citizenship Act, which received Royal Assent on July 16, 1976 and was 
proclaimed on February 15, 1977. Changes include the reduction of the 
residence requirements from five to three years, the lowering of the 
age of majority from 21 to 18 years and the elimination of discrimi- 
nation on the basis of sex, age, marital status and country of origin. 
Conferral of citizenship now follows from fulfillment of the require- 
ments; 1t no longer depends on the discretion of the Minister. Although 
regional training sessions had been conducted by headquarters staff 
across Canada to ensure a smooth transition from the old Act to the 
new, an even greater increase in demand for services than expected was 
experienced. Applicants who felt the old Act was more to their 
advantage crowded the Court just before the proclamation date, and 
publicity surrounding proclamation produced a high volume of demand 
subsequent to February 15. 


Citizenship Courts across Canada were the sites of many 
ceremonies and receptions welcoming new citizens in 1976-77. A new 
court was opened in St. John's, Newfoundland. Eleven new citizenship 
judges were appointed to accommodate the rising number of applicants 
for citizenship. Judges' duties under the new legislation were 
extended to applications by all adults for citizenship, including 
applications to acquire, retain, renounce or resume citizenship. 


As well as the regular court ceremonies, special 
ceremonies were scheduled in Ottawa and across the country surrounding 
proclamation of the Citizenship Act. The Prime Minister presented 
citizenship certificates in Ottawa, Toronto, and Montreal. Other

federal ministers, including the Secretary of State, presided over 
similar ceremonies in other major centres. Other special ceremonies 
during the year included visits by the Governor-General to Quebec City 
and Toronto. The Prime Minister also presented certificates to 48 
people from 40 countries at a special ceremony on Parliament Hill on 
SUL aye te oy 


The passing of the Citizenship Act necessitated the 
production of new instructional materials for adult applicants for 
citizenship entitled "The Canadian Citizen" and "A Look at Canada". A 
new brochure, "About Canadian Citizenship", describes the requirements 
for citizenship and the application process. An animated film produced 
by the National Film Board: ''Language and Canadian Citizenship", 
explains the language requirement. 


The administration of the federal-provincial cost 
sharing agreements designed to encourage and facilitate language and 
citizenship preparation courses for adult immigrants was transferred on 
July 1, 1976, to the Development and Legislation Directorate of the 
Citizenship Registration Branch. Under these agreements, the 
Department reimburses the participating provinces the entire cost for 
textbooks purchased and 50% for teaching costs incurred in the 
provision of courses offering training in an official language and 
basic Canadian studies. The amounts disbursed in 1976-77 were 
$3,930,000 for instruction and $193,000 for textbooks. These figures 
are the amounts expended during this fiscal year under the agreements 
but include federal contributions toward claims of previous years. 
Renegotiation of these agreements began on December 2, 1976, with the 
first full scale meeting of federal and provincial officials on this 
issue since 1953. 


In the past year, several research projects were 
undertaken, including studies of attitudes of eligible immigrants to 
Canadian citizenship and voter registration in Vancouver. In addition, 
a comprehensive review of Citizenship promotional activities was 
conducted. 


The Operational Performance Measurement system (OPMS) is 
being introduced into Registration Branch. Weighted standards have been 
established for the Records Section and several members of the 
Registration staff have completed the Public Service Commissions's 
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training course. However, due to the radical changes in the procedures 
for processing applications under the new Act, no meaningful indicators 
for comparison will be possible until after 1978-79, the first full 
year of operation under the new Act. 


REGIONAL HIGHLIGHTS 


Pacific Region 


Considerable emphasis was placed on supporting the 
development in the voluntary sector of projects designed to increase 
understanding between francophones and anglophones in British Columbia. 
A province-wide animation program was initiated to provide a vehicle by 
which the needs and aspirations of the region's francophone citizens 
could be more clearly and effectively articulated and appreciated. As 
part of this initiation, a series of programs "La Francophonie and You" 
was prepared for school and community television presentation. 


The core funding of status and non-status native 
associations resumed after a one-year period of inactivity when the 
associations reversed their 1975-76 decision to refuse departmental 
funds. Revitalization of the associations was a priority activity of 
the Region during the past year. 


Special initiatives were undertaken in cooperation with 
educational bodies to develop a multicultural resource team to work in 
Vancouver schools, a Western Canada Conference to examine multicultural 
curriculum planning in Canadian schools was supported financially as 
was an experimental project designed to ascertain the extent of 
prejudice being manifested in schools in British Columbia and to seek 
possible solutions. 


Prairie Region 


With its approximate population of three million persons 
concentrated in growth areas in the south and in small, often isolated 
communities in the north, the Prairie Region presents a formidable 
challenge to the capacity of the regional administration to deliver 
Citizenship programs equitably and economically. 
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The Northwest Territories and northern areas of the 
provinces were served primarily on a demand basis. The Region concen- 
trated on supporting the efforts of native organizations to respond to 
the communication needs of remote communities. A northern communi- 
cation network embracing the various media was established. Four native 
communication resource organizations and five native newspapers 
received substantial financial assistance. Steps were also taken to 
identify and respond to program needs peculiar to native women in the 
northern areas. 


In the Region as a whole, the Department intensified its 
relationship with 11 native umbrella organizations to increase their 
impact as developmental bodies in native communities. In addition, 
officers worked closely with 32 Native Friendship Centres serving the 
needs of the constantly increasing numbers of natives migrating to 
larger communities throughout the Region. 


Multicultural activities were characterized by a trend 
to increased intergroup understanding and cultural sharing initiatives. 
Major conferences were held in Winnipeg, Banff and Regina on these 
themes. The Region worked closely with provincial governments such as 
Alberta and Manitoba to develop parallel programs to achieve more 
extensive provincial coverage. The extension of support to emerging 
immigrant groups with special needs such as Chileans was warmly 
received with satisfying results. 


In appreciation of the particular needs of the franco- 
phone population to remain resistant to pressures of assimilation 
without becoming insular, special efforts were made to facilitate 
greater communication and interaction with the majority population and 
other ethnic groups. 


Approximately $2.4 million in grant funds were used in 
support of Citizenship programs, with major expenditures occurring in 
the areas of Official Languages Minority Groups, Native Citizens and 
Multiculturalism. Some $145,000 was designated for use in the Hostels 
Program in each province. Finally, Student Community Services Program 
funds in the amounts of $369,500 and $538,600 were assigned to the 
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general and the native components respectively, for projects designed 
to stimulate community initiatives. 


Ontario Region 


In common with other regions, demographic factors 
influenced activities of the Ontario field operation. Heavily populated 
in the south, Ontario is also subject to a steady flow of immigrants 
from abroad and to internal migration from rural to urban areas. 
Francophone enclaves are widely scattered, with the highest concentra- 
tion in the central-northeast sections of the Region. A fairly large 
native population is found in communities in Northern Ontario, 
particularly in the northwest part of the province. 


In 1976-77, a major preoccupation of regional staff was 
with the social and cultural identification and development of native, 
francophone and ethnic communities. In northern and rural areas 
particularly, officers strove to establish contacts in less developed 
areas, encourage groups to develop communication links between them and 
engage in socio-cultural developmental activities. 


In the Native Program area, the Department increased its 
support of Wa Wa Ta, enabling this native communications society, which 
covers 31 northern communities, to expand its activities. Officers 
continued to work closely with the 16 Native Friendship Centres and the 
five native associations financially supported under the core funding 
programs of the Department. 


Continuing efforts were made to alleviate racial 
tensions and to increase intergroup understanding. In Kenora, for 
example, an initiative was taken to assist in the development of an 
organizational framework to facilitate communication and improve 
relationships between natives and the larger community; the Region was 
instrumental in the initiation of a study of racism in Toronto schools 
conducted by consultants. 


Significant success was achieved in the development of 
women's resource groups. In the Ottawa Valley, for example, women's 
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resource groups provided coordinated linkages for social agencies and 
for increased participation of women in community activities. 


In metropolitan centres, officers stimulated new 
developments in the multicultural sphere, particularly in theatrical 
and folk arts activities. These were coordinated to an increased 
degree with the expanded activities of multicultural centres. 


Quebec Region 


In the Quebec Region, priority was given to groups and 
organizations with similar goals, in an effort to reduce the number of 
officers and increase their efficiency. These officers inform the 
public of the various grant programs offered by the Department and also 
act as consultants to citizens’ groups on development matters. 


Under the Assistance to Community Groups Program, a 
number of regional projects aimed at stressing information and 
training, rather than services, for the benefit of the persons involved 
received the technical and financial assistance of the Department. 

This made it possible to support and strengthen the various local and 
regional organizations concerned with information, communications and 
cooperation, as well as to explore new avenues of participation combin- 
ing public involvement with specialist know-how, whereby research and 
studies are carried out for, and with the help of, the people 
concerned. 


The Women's Program also received support enabling 
various local and regional groups concerned with the status of woman 
and her role in society to continue their activities. 


The Native Citizens Program, through its communications 
sector, supported two communications societies among the Inuit of New 
Quebec and the Northwest Territories, and funded a newspaper serving 
Métis and Non-Status Indians. More particularly, the Program made 
possible the creation of a provincial association of native women, and 
the implementation of an amerindianization program in the schools of 
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the Montagnais band on the North Shore, in cooperation with the 
provincial Department of Education. 


Departmental assistance under the Group Understanding 
and Human Rights Program supported a regional volunteer organization, 
the "Ligue des droits de l'homme", dedicated to the defence and 
advancement of individual and collective rights, and enabled similar 
organizations to carry out promotional and information projects. Their 
services consist of bringing together people in similar circumstances 
who wish to enjoy normal living conditions and see to it that the 
rights of certain less fortunate groups are defended and protected. 


Under the Multiculturalism Program, over 40 regional 
ethnic organizations received financial assistance to achieve their 
purpose of taking concrete action to revitalize and spread their 
culture, to encourage cultural expression by particular ethnic groups, 
and to bring together and integrate ethnic groups with the majority in 
Quebec. 


Finally, the activities within the Official Language 
Minority Groups Program concentrated on providing support to a number 
of English-language organizations concerned with acquiring and increas-— 
ing the understanding necessary in order to function more smoothly 
within the Quebec community, and on implementing various cultural 
projects comprehensive enough to foster in individuals of both major 
groups an awareness of the positive and beneficial aspects of a dual 
culture. 


Atlantic Region 


Citizenship Participation activities covered a wide 
range of interests and initiatives. Support was given to a voluntary 
community information and referral centre providing bilingual services 
to the Moncton area. The Department also funded and participated in a 
major provincial conference on mental retardation in New Brunswick, 
assisted the Newfoundland Senior Citizens’ Federation to establish an 
operational base and strengthen communication channels between the 110 
local senior citizens' clubs scattered throughout the province. 
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Under the Group Understanding and Human Rights Program 
sustaining and project assistance were extended to provincial groups in 
Newfoundland/Labrador and in Prince Edward Island. Project grants 
included funding for a program of community education in Newfoundland 
and for the development of a human rights association in Labrador 
Gity. 


In multicultural activities, the Region concentrated on 
projects which promoted the sharing of ethno-cultural values and 
towards the development of programs relating to problems of immigrants. 
Multicultural associations in Nova Scotia and Fredericton were 
encouraged, as were ethnic minority groups in Saint John, New Brunswick 
and Filipino, East Indian and Chinese groups in Newfoundland. 


To strengthen the role played by the francophone 
minority in the Region, a wide range of activities were supported, 
including a study by the Ecole-Foyer provincial association of New 
Brunswick of methods by which preschool children develop; a 
"rapprochement" project involving the two language communities in 
Moncton; a bilcultural, language immersion experience for youth and 
substantial assistance provided to the Fédération Acadienne de la 
Nouvelle-Ecosse and the Société St-Thomas d'Aquin of Prince Edward 
Island to encourage and reinforce cultural and artistic endeavours 
among francophone citizens in the two provinces. 


Support given the Newfoundland Status of Women's Council 
and the Labrador and Newfoundland Women's Institute exemplify Women's 
Program activities carried on in urban and rural areas, respectively. 
The Department made it possible for women's institutes from eight 
different communities to participate in leadership training and organi- 
zational development workshops. The Department also provided financial 
assistance for a provincial conference in Newfoundland on the theme 
"Women in Political Life". 


CORPORATE MANAGEMENT SECTOR 
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CORPORATE MANAGEMENT SECTOR 


The Assistant Under Secretary, Corporate Management and 
the branches and directorates within the Corporate Management Sector 
coordinated departmental planning, research and evaluation activities, 
rendered management, advisory and support services and carried out 
other activities in connection with the general management of the 
Department. 


Whereas the client-oriented programs of the Department 
were implemented by Cultural Affairs or Citizenship, the Corporate 
Mangement Sector under the Assistant Under Secretary responsible, 
provided the broad framework for departmental planning, research and 
evaluation activities and rendered advisory and support services with 
respect to the management of the Department as a whole. The latter 
included financial, administrative and legal services, computer 
systems, personnel, information, audit, security, organization and 
systems improvement expertise, as well as direct support services to 
the Secretary of State, the Minister Responsible for Multiculturalism, 
and senior executive staff of the Department. 


DEPARTMENTAL SECRETARIAT 


The Departmental Secretariat, in its third year of 
operation, continued to assume responsibility for the provision of 
administrative services to the Secretary of State and the Minister 
Responsible for Multiculturalism. 


Over the year, almost 7,300 letters of inquiry or 
comment were received by the Secretary of State and processed by the 
Departmental Correspondence Unit. Approximately 295 parliamentary 
questions were asked of the Secretary of State through the Order Paper. 
The Secretariat solicited replies to these questions from the 
Department and the agencies reporting to Parliament through the 
Minister and coordinated such replies for the Minister's signature. 


Additionally, the Secretariat was involved in providing 
secretarial services for the Senior Management Committee chaired by the 
Under Secretary. 
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PLANNING, SYSTEMS AND SERVICES BRANCH 


The division of responsibilities for planning and 
related functions between program sectors and the Corporate Management 
Sector was re-examined in 1976-77, as a result of a significant 
reduction in man-years. The responsibility for these functions within 
the context of a specific program is generally assigned to the program 
sector with the Planning, Systems and Services Branch acting in an 
advisory or supporting role. On the other hand, Planning, Systems and 
Services Branch retains responsibility for coordinating functions which 
apply to more than one program sector. A number of functions consid- 
ered essential to this central role have, however, been dropped or 
sharply curtailed due to the loss of man-years. These include long 
range environmental forecasting, cross-program policy analysis and 
departmental level examination of strategy options. The Task Force on 
Decentralization has identified a need for a strong central planning 
and coordinating function and further changes can be expected both in 
organization and in allocation of responsibilities. 


Seminars were conducted at headquarters and a briefing 
was conducted in Halifax to familiarize departmental personnel with the 
functioning of the government budgetary cycle and the departmental 
planning process as an integral part of this cycle. 


Departmental interests were represented at a number of 
interdepartmental committees and task forces including:

Position papers were prepared for the advice of Senior 
Management on the proper role of evaluation and planning in the 
Department. The Branch also provided coordination and liaison with the 
Treasury Board Secretariat in reviewing progress towards the perfor- 
mance measurement of departmental operations. Ongoing inventories of 
the research and evaluation of projects were developed. In addition, 
planning and evaluation support was provided in relation to the 
following program-related areas:

Official Language Minority Groups Analysis 
Second Language Monitor Program 

Official Language Bursary Fellowship Program 


Student Summer Employment and Activities Program (Hostels and

With respect to more general developmental and advisory 
functions a number of activities were undertaken. Secretarial and 
administrative assistance were provided to the departmental Research 
Committee. Background material was collected and briefings on special 
1ssues were prepared for use by the Minister and departmental officers 
at parliamentary and interdepartmental committees. Advice and assis- 
tance were provided to the special departmental Task Force on 
Decentralization. A series of interface studies was launched to 
improve operational relations among programs in the Department. 


Administrative Services 


The Administrative Services Directorate provides a broad 
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range of services throughout the Department, including: accommodation, 
telecommunications, library, materiel and paperwork management. 


The Directorate continued its Management Improvement 
Program to increase the effectiveness and usefulness of its services. 


A major activity was the planning of the Department's 
proposed move to new quarters in Les Terrasses de la Chaudiére in 
HokL 


Computer Systems 


In previous years, the Computer Systems Directorate was 
engaged primarily in the development of administrative type systems. 
The Translation Bureau recently assumed responsibility for satisfying 
the terminological needs of the federal government. This decision has 
resulted in the development of unique computer systems which are 
linguistically oriented in nature. 


The first of these systems, the Terminology Bank, has 
evolved from a recognized need for standardization of the terminology 
used in the translation process. The federal government, through this 
Department, has encouraged and supported research and development in 
terminological systems for several years by means of grants to univer- 
sities, and the present Terminology Bank development is based on the 
result of that research. The primary objective of this system is to 
create a multilingual data bank which will ultimately contain 
approximately 5,000,000 terms. Access to the data bank will be 
provided by a nationwide network of terminals. 


A second linguistic application of computer technology 
pertains to automated or computer assisted translation. Work in this 
area has progressed to the point where a practical subsystem is ready 
for operational use in translating weather forecasts. There is still 
an enormous amount of development required before computer assisted or 
automated translation can be considered as a realistic working aid to 
the Translation Bureau. A team of linguistic experts, terminologists, 
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translators and computer systems analysts are engaged in defining the 
concepts and guidelines for additional applications with particular 
emphasis being given to the domain of technical specifications for 
aircraft. Increased resources and efforts will be required to realize 
the full potential of this challenging field. 


In addition to the normal administrative system support, 
the Directorate provided technical assistance and guidance on a number 
of projects developed for the Citizenship and Cultural Affairs sectors. 
A computer system to calculate and record provincial entitlements and 
payments for Post Secondary Education Support was implemented April 1, 
1976. This system permits the production of up-to-date reports on the 
status of accounts with any province for any given year. Other 
projects which required the participation of Computer Systems included 
departmental programs for Student Community Services, Student Summer 
Employment Activities, and Hostels. Computer services and statistical 
processing were provided for several surveys and studies including 
Canadian craftsmen, Non-theatrical Film Distribution and Citizenship 
Grants. 


Organization and Methods 


Early in the year a Procedures Group was established 
within the Organization and Methods Directorate for the development 
initially of financial, administrative and personnel procedures. A 
continuous high priority was afforded the production of a Financial 
Procedures Manual and it was virtually completed by the year's end - 
while many procedures in the administrative and personnel areas have 
also been developed. 


During the same months the Directorate carried out its 
continuing organizational responsibilities as well as a broad range of 
diverse O & M projects, including: 


provision of assistance in the further evolution of the 
Translation Bureau's Terminology Bank. 


organizational and procedural modifications required to 
implement the new Citizenship Act 


modifications to the systems governing the Department's 
various grant programs 


review of the Department's security system 
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identification of methods for improving departmental 
services to the public. 


study of the organization and methods required by the 
Departmental Secretariat. 


Financial Management 


The Finance Directorate provided the Department with 
advice and assistance in all matters related to financial adminis-— 
tration. It is responsible for financial planning and analysis, 
provides accounting services, assists management in the preparation of 
Treasury Board submissions, in the interpretation of financial results 
and in the control of expenditures. 


During the year, major emphasis was placed on the 
publication of a Financial Procedures Manual. This manual will include 
65 procedures. As of March 31, 1977, 53 procedures were finalized and 
approved. 


PERSONNEL ADMINISTRATION BRANCH 


During 1976-77, the Personnel Administration Branch 
continued to consolidate certain programs which were developed and 
implemented during 1975; and to develop others, in order to utilize the 
human resources more efficiently within the Department. 


A pilot study on the Quality of Working Life, sponsored 
by the Treasury Board and involving the Department, was initiated 
during this period. The participants - the employees of two sections 
within the Translation Bureau - have begun an experiment in sel f-man- 
agement, with the participation of representatives from the 
Professional Institute of the Public Service and the Public Service 
Alliance of Canada. An evaluation of the experiment will be made at 
the end of 1977. 


In the Equal Opportunities Program, a study was carried 
out in order to develop a five-year plan for increasing female repre- 
sentation at all levels and in all sectors of the Department. The 
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plan was approved by the Senior Management Committee of the Department 
and submitted to the Treasury Board. 


A staff relations course was developed and offered to 
approximately 200 managers at different levels of the grievance pro- 
cedure throughout Canada and discussions were held with the bargaining 
agents to set up union-management consultation committees. In addition, 
more than 2,000 employees participated in internal professional 
training and development courses, and 208 employees undertook language 
training and development courses offered through the departmental 
program. 


INFORMATION SERVICES DIRECTORATE 


Senior officials of the Directorate during the year 
developed and proposed recommendations on functional modifications to 
Information Services and its future responsibilities. 


Papers were presented to Senior Management on: improve- 
ment of information services to the general public, the recommendations 
of which will be enacted in the new fiscal year; and the proposed 
decentralization of some information staff and functions to the five 
regional offices. In the interim, to meet the growing demand for 
information in the regions, senior officials of the Directorate 
conducted a series of one-day seminars for regional and field staff on 
media and public relations methods for their day-to-day operations. 


An information plan for the entire Department was 
implemented for the first time and a similar plan is nearing completion 
for the next fiscal year embodying changes in methodology and program 
emphasis. 


The Directorate assumed certain functions previously 
carried out by Information Canada including the distribution of certain 
government publications. A second responsibility of Information 
Canada, the National Correspondence Unit, was transferred to the 
Departmental Secretariat April 1, 1976, and will become part of the 
Information Services Directorate April 1, 1977. This transfer follows 
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a study by and the recommendation of, the Organization and Methods 
Directorate. 


Information Services engaged in widespread activities to 
help ensure public awareness and understanding of the new Citizenship 
Act which was declared law February 15, 1977. All information material 
was prepared and distributed in Canada's two official languages and 
some also in the 31 other languages used in the ethnic publications of 
Canada. A public reception was organized in the Parliament Buildings 
February 15, 1977, when the Prime Minister declared the Act law. This 
was followed by similar receptions in major centres across Canada. 


For the Women's Program, Information Services coordi- 
nated production by the National Film Board of "Token Gesture", an 
animated film on the developing role of women in society. This film, 
which treats a serious problem with a light-hearted approach, was 
assigned to exclusive commercial theatre use for six months, following 
which prints were made available for general distribution through the 
offices of the National Film Board. 


Speaking Together, a book on a number of active and 
accomplished native women, was produced for the Native Citizens 
Program. The book contains photographs and first-person accounts by 50 
notable native women of their lives and their philosophies. It is 
hoped that the book, which has been distributed to native women across 
Canada, will be an important resource as well as a source of pride for 
native people. 


A publicity program on behalf of the government's policy 
on multiculturalism was conducted in the ethnic press. In addition, as 
an experiment, an advertising and publicity program was carried out on 
ethnic radio and television programs. An appraisal is being made of 
the effectiveness of advertising in the electronic media for this 
purpose. 


Multi News, a periodical containing news and feature 
stories on ethnic activities and interracial understanding and

cooperation, was inaugurated early in the year. The demand for this 
publication continues to grow. 


A booklet on the aims and services of the Multicul- 
turalism Program, Multiculturalism and the Federal Government, was 
produced and distributed during the year. 


Information materials on the Cultural Property Export 
and Import Act were prepared for national distribution to interested 
client groups. An advertising program was designed to bring this 
legislation to the attention of interested groups. Design and 
production of a revised version of Arms, Flags and Floral Emblems was 
initiated during the latter part of the fiscal year for publication in 
L977 = 18:2 


The audiovisual and publication production unit provided 
the creative coordination of the design elements in all publications 
and audiovisual media produced by the Directorate. It provided design, 
printing and cinematographic advice, and exercised quality control over 
all production. 


The unit planned and expedited design and production of 
26 new publications, five reprinted publications and a variety of other 
printed matter. A group of TV clips was completed for the Multicul- 
turalism Program. Two films were produced for Citizenship Registra- 
tion, four publications, an information kit and a display were 
completed for the proclamation of the new Citizenship Act. Some 20 
photographic assignments were completed on behalf of the Citizenship 
Courts and the Multiculturalism Program. Slide presentations and 
various display items were provided for four other events. 


During the year under review, the news service prepared, 
produced and distributed 11l news releases and distributed 27 speeches, 
some 2,500 Multiculturalism Press Kits and 750 Citizenship Press Kits.

The creative services unit planned and carried out the 
editorial preparation in both official languages of all literature 
produced by the Directorate in 1976-77. This unit was responsible for 
researching, writing, editing, revising and proofreading material for 
print, and the preparation of some speeches and scripts for audiovisual 
productions. The unit's bilingual services were used to edit informa- 
tion concerning the Department in such external publications as 
directories, almanacs, handbooks and trade journals. 


The creative services unit also provided responses to 
oral and written inquiries for information. During 1976-77, more than 
223,719 copies of publications were sent out, and replies were provided 
to 3,957 telephone and written requests for information and 
publications. 


FINANCIAL AND OPERATIONAL AUDIT DIRECTORATE 


Basic financial and operational audit services required 
by Treasury Board were maintained and a number of operational reviews 
completed during the fiscal year under review. 


A departmental audit manual, the development of which 
was delayed for some months due to staff shortages, will be issued in 
LRT -73; 


The Directorate participated in a number of special 
assignments at the request of the Assistant Under Secretary Corporate 
Management, and was heavily involved with several programs in a 
financial advisory capacity, as well as maintaining normal departmental 
liaison with external auditors. In addition, the departmental audit 
committee composed of senior officers from each sector of the Depart- 
ment was active in reviewing completed audit reports for necessary 
follow-up action.

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CITIZENSHIP REGISTRATION 


In the fiscal year 1977-78, 189,193 persons were granted 
citizenship while certificates of proof of status were issued to 
47,366 Canadians. Through the provision of services and informa- 
tion and by holding citizenship ceremonies for new Canadians, 
Citizenship Registration officers had direct contact with a large 


number of people from all walks of life. 


Canada's second Citizenship Act had been proclaimed on 
February 15, 1977, six weeks before the beginning of the fiscal 
yeare The initial jump in volume of applications was consider- 
able. In some weeks, it was more than double what it had been at 
the same time in the previous year. Court business was settling 
down by early summer, but the initial boom had created backlogs 
at various points in the Courts and headquarters. In fact, the 
volume of applications for the entire calendar year 19/77 was 68 


per cent higher than the previous year. 


A significant increase in the volume of applications had 
been anticipated. Some was caused by publicity surrounding the 
passage and proclamation of the new Act. In addition, the 
reduction of the residence requirement from five to three years 
created a large additional group of prospective citizens, and the 
elimination of purely administrative processing of applications 
by British subjects (an option often used under previous legisla- 
tion) meant more work for Citizenship Judges in hearings and 


ceremonies. 


The network of Citizenship Court offices responded to the 
increased demand for services in a number of ways. A new Court 
was opened in Surrey, B.C., and the storefront premises on Jean- 


TalonsBasity ins Mont reales becamena full) Court. 


The Citizenship Judges took on a very heavy workload of 


hearings in the last few months of the year. Seven temporary 


i) 


Judges were appointed to handle ceremonies; ten permanent Judges 
were also appointed during the fiscal year, two to replace 


retiring Judges. 


At headquarters, the Operations Directorate coped with the 
high volume of applications while developing expertise in the new 
Act and arranging for the intense program of training needed in 
the field as well as in Ottawa. The Legislation and Development 
Directorate continued to administer federal-provincial cost- 
sharing agreements, contributing toward the costs of citizenship 
and language instruction and language textbooks for adult 
immigrants. A study was carried out into the privileges of 
Canadian citizenship embodied in recent federal and provincial 
legislation. The history-geography folder "A Look at Canada” 
appeared in an illustrated version, and national anthem cards and 
posters were brought out to enhance ceremonies and the appearance 
of offices and Courts. A team of management consultants 
scrutinized the headquarters operation during 197/-78 and 
recommended changes to improve the effectiveness and efficiency 


of the program.

addition, 6,216 certificates of proof of citizenship were issued. 


In an effort to provide better service to the public, 
Citizenship Registration services continued to expand in 1977/78. 
A permanent Court is now established in Surrey. A mobile team 
made regular visits to locations throughout the lower mainland, 
and outreach activities continued throughout British Columbia 


from the sub-Courts of Victoria, Kelowna and Prince George. 


Some 151 summer employment projects were funded, compared to 


170 in the previous year. Five hundred student jobs were created 
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to assist voluntary organizations in B.C., under the Student 


Community Service Program. 


Increased funding was directed to projects designed to 
address national unity concerns and increase communication and 
understanding between anglophone and francophone communities. 
Group Understanding and Human Rights projects also continued to 
receive a high priority. The International Woodworkers of 
America joined with the Department to appoint a race relations 
officer to deal with cases of social conflict and to increase 
racial understanding in communities throughout B.C. The Depart- 
ment helped to organize and to fund a conference on women in the 
North, centering on socio-economic development opportunities for 


women in small, isolated, resource-oriented communities. 


Much developmental work focused on the establishment of a 
provincial multicultural body made up of elected representatives 
of multicultural societies. The Region has been sub-divided into 
four districts, with the southern interior being the first to 
elect two delegates to the provincial body in March 1978. The 
Vancouver Status of Women Council was assisted to provide a 
publication, “Update-Status of Women, B.C.", regarding the degree 
of implementation of the recommendations of the Royal Commission 
on the Status of Women which pertained to British Columbia. The 


publication was distributed to groups all over B.C. for study. 


A high priority continued to be given to the Migrating 
Native People's Program involving 15 Friendship Centres. Much 
organizational planning has been concentrated on northeastern 
B.C. and the Yukon in anticipation of development as a result of 
the proposed pipeline. Departmentally supported native govern- 
ment organizations have formulated policy positions regarding the 
socio-economic impact of pipeline construction on the indigenous 


population. 


The Fédération des Franco-Colombiens has continued to grow 


and has become a strong, articulate voice for francophones living 
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in B.C. Special presentations regarding the needs of Franco- 
Colombiens were made during the year by this organization to the 
provincial government, the CRTC and the Task Force on Canadian 


Unity. 


The Heritage Festival, held in Vancouver in June, combined 
several departmental program areas. The Festival celebrated the 
Canadian heritage with a variety of cultural activities such as 
concerts, plays in both official languages, folk music and a 
conference with key Canadian writers. During the Francoféte, 
also held in June, Franco-Colombiens celebrated their heritage 


with a variety of cultural and sports activities. 


PRAIRIE REGION 


With the passage and proclamation of the new Citizenship 
Act, the year was one of the busiest ever encountered for the 
Prairie Region. Grants of citizenship in response to applica- 
tions from adults and minor children totaled 17,981 and 4,936 
respectively, and /7,/31 certificates of proof of Canadian 


citizenship were issued. 


Parts of the Region, especially the Northwest Territories 
and northern areas of the provinces, were served primarily on a 
demand basis. The Region concentrated its activities on consul- 
ting with all the groups and agencies relating to native people 
to determine areas of responsibility and overlap. The involve- 
ment of the non-native community with the Friendship Centres was 
encouraged and the role of the latter was clarified. The Depart-— 
ment maintained its interest and involvement in the northern 
communications network which responded to the communications 


needs of native migrants and remote communities. 
The Department, in this Region, intensified its relationship 


with a large number of native umbrella organizations to develop 


activities directed toward changing current negative stereotypes 
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of native people and strengthening urban native organizations. 
It also worked with other native organizations, particularly 


those relating to culture, women and youth. 


Multicultural activities in the Region were supported to 
increase the involvement of groups in the communities to encou- 
rage them to take initiatives in developing and expressing their 
cultural identity as part of Canadian life. Special efforts were 
made to carry out liaison activities related to the concerns of 
ethno-cultural communities. Technical expertise, information and 
funds for project grants, multicultural centres and non-official 
languages teaching aids were provided to ethno-cultural groups. 
Continued support to emerging immigrant groups with special needs 
such as Pakistanis in Alberta was well received with some satis-— 


fying results. 


Conferences and meetings were held in major cities of the 
Region on themes to develop plans for projects leading to better 
understanding and acceptance between groups and alleviate 


tensions between ethnic groups. 


The Women's Program provided support enabling various local 
and regional groups concerned with the status of women and their 


role in society to continue their activities. 


The Department made it possible for groups like the Action 
Committee on the Status of Women of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta to increase women's ability to participate in all aspects 
of society and to promote change related to status of women 


issues. 


In 1977-78, a major preoccupation was to respond to 
particular needs of the francophone population to _ remain 
resistant to pressures of assimilation without becoming insular. 
Francophone organizations were encouraged to make themselves more 
visible to the majority to reduce its fears and to bring to its 


attention the beneficial side of bilingualism.

Considerable emphasis was placed on supporting the develop- 
ment in the voluntary sector of projects designed to increase 
understanding between francophones and anglophones in _ the 


Prairie Region. 


To strengthen the role played by the francophone minority in 
the Region, a wide range of activities was supported, including

A number of regional projects aimed at stressing information 
and training for the persons involved received technical and 
financial assistance under the Assistance to Community Groups 
Program, making it possible to support and strengthen the various 
local and regional organizations concerned with information and 


communication. 


Under the Group Understanding and Human Rights Program, 
sustaining and project assistance was extended to provincial 


groups. 


Increased awareness of Canadian unity was developed at the 
regional level. The Citizenship Court and the Citizenship 
Development Section worked with the City of Winnipeg to recognize 
outstanding citizenship by secondary school students in that 


city.e In Saskatchewan, consultations were held with the press on 
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developing improved coverage of unity-related susbjects, and a 
Student Community Service grant was made to the Saskatchewan 
Canada Week Group for its activities in 120 communities. In 
Alberta, the Department helped in arranging regular consultations 
between the following groups: the Canadian Unity Group in 
Lethbridge, the Association Canadienne-Frangaise de 1'Alberta 
(ACFA), the Comité jeunesse de Lethbridge, and Canadian Parents

ONTARIO REGION 


With responsibility for serving a large population, the 
Ontario Region had a busy year. In the Cultural Enrichment 
Program alone, over 200 projects representing almost thirty 


different languages received support. 


In the Citizenship Registration area, /8,635 grants of 
Canadian citizenship were made to adults in the region, and 
19,141 were made to minor children. Asstotabasoins21.106 


certificates of proof of Canadian citizenship were issued. 


The Department continued to improve its relationship with 
provincial and municipal governments. Discussions were held on 
common citizenship concerns including education, multicultura- 
lism, travel programs, hostels, and citizenship language and 
textbook agreements. In particular, closer cooperation with the 
Indian Community Secretariat was achieved, resulting in improved 
resources being made available to the native Friendship Centres 


across the province. 


Development work carried out in Moosonee was indicative of 
the initiatives taken in the Native Citizens program. Working 
with both status and non-status native people, progress was made 
toward solving some of the social, economic, and cultural 
problems of the area. The Department also arranged for consul- 


tants to assist in specific situations, such as the development 
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and promotion of tourism in Moosonee, and working to encourage 
communication between the native and non-native communities in 


Kenora. 


National unity was a concern of all Canadians during the 
year. In an attempt to encourage discussion relating to Canada's 
future, the Region was involved in numerous conferences and 
symposiums. One example was CANADA 2000, a unity conference 
which brought together over 150 young people from across the 
province. The conference was a combined effort of the Depart- 
ment, the National Council of YMCAs, the YWCA of Canada, and the 


Canadian!) Council *of -Christians® and Jews. 


Again this year the Region concentrated on increasing inter- 
group understanding and reducing racial problems. In conjunction 
with the Ontario Federation of Labour, the Department organized 
weekend seminars to look at human rights and race relations 
issues in the Kitchener/Hamilton/Niagara Falls areas. As well, 
the Department was involved in the preparation of Walter Pitman's 
report on racism which was submitted to the Council of Metropoli- 


tan Toronto by the Task Force on Human Relations. 


The Women's Program benefited by having a regional advisor 
present to coordinate the Department's activities. In an attempt 
to increase the participation of women's groups in the community, 
the Region became involved in a wide range of projects. One 
example was London where numerous women's organizations were 
involved in solving specific problems that face women in transi- 
tion such as crisis housing. As a result, steps were taken to 
ensure that more women are aware of the types of social services 


that are available. 


Multicultural events were numerous and highly visible. In 
Thunder Bay, the Northwestern Ontario Regional Folklore Festival 
was held in Maye This was organized by the Thunder Bay Multicul- 


tural Association which encompasses every ethnic group in Thunder 
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Bay. Other conferences, workshops, and cultural exhibits were 
held throughout the province to further the concept of multicul- 


turalism. 


QUEBEC REGION 


The outstanding feature of the year in the Quebec Region was 
without doubt the impact of the new Citizenship Act on the ativi- 
ties of the Citizenship Courts. A ttotale*of? 315507U4grant s Sot 
citizenship were made to adults, and 6,293 to children, and 6,943 
certificates of proof of citizenship were issued. Grants of 
citizenship were more than twice the number for the previous 


year. 


In addition, in order to meet the increased demand and bring 
the Department's citizenship registration services closer to the 
public, a number of circuits around the province were arranged to 
centres including Sherbrooke, Chicoutimi, Sept-Iles and Baie 


Comeau. 


In the social development sector, departmental officers 
assisted some 250 community groups in the pursuit of their objec- 
tives. Particular attention was brought to bear on three 
programs - Official Language Minority Groups, Multiculturalism 


and Group Understanding and Human Rights. 


In the official language minorities sector, there was an 
increased number of requests from the anglophone minority in 
Quebec. Although the Department had been providing support for 
several years to anglophone groups in Pontiac, the Gaspé and the 
Eastern Townships, very few requests had previously been received 
from anglophones in the Montreal metropolitan area. These recent 
requests have been mainly in connection with the formation of 
provincial anglophone associations and projects to develop closer 


relations with francophones. 
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An increased grant was made to the Quebec Student Intra- 
Exchange Program as a means of increasing the number of students 
from the two language groups making exchange visits during the 


Summere 


The Group Understanding and Human Rights Program expanded 
the number and variety of its activities during the year. The 
Department renewed its support to the Ligue des Droits de 1'hom- 
me, a voluntary regionally-based organization for the defence of 
individual and collective rights. However, priority was also 
given to several projects by associations oriented toward the 
promotion or defence of rights in the process of being recogni- 
zed, such as organizations of the handicapped and domestic 
servants. The aid given was for the purpose of broadening the 
constituent base and developing the representative capability of 
these organizations, in addition to supporting educational and 
public relations activities. In addition, a number of specific 
activities to sensitize target populations to human _ rights 
concerns and increase their awareness of the existence and 


implications of discriminatory practices were encouraged. 


With a view to improving the administration of the Multicul- 
tural Program, the Department was active in promoting information 
exchanges and communication between departments and agencies of 
government pursuing related activities in this area. The Settle- 
ment Branch of the Employment and Immigration Commission and the 
Quebec Department of Immigration participated in meetings and 
exchanges of information throughout the year. In other activi- 
ties, officers of the Department and of the Employment and Immi- 
gration Commission carried out a study of the Southeast Asian, 
Haitian, Latin-American, Portuguese, Greek and Arab communities. 
The results of this study were expected to lead to better 
knowledge of these communities and a better utilization of future 


departmental resources. 


In the area of program implementation a special effort was 


made to meet the primary needs of small ethno-cultural groups. 
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These communities are in the process of equipping themselves with 
the leadership and structures necessary to the affirmation of 


their identity within Canadian society. 


ATLANTIC REGION 


The year saw increased involvement by the Department with 
citizens' and community groups in all four provinces, with a 


total of 367 sponsored projects. 


Several noteworthy projects were undertaken in the area of 
Canadian unity. In Nova Scotia, the Department provided assis- 
tance for a series of classroom activities organized by the Nova 
Scotia Teachers' Union. Citizenship material was provided and 
the activities of citizenship courts were highlighted as part of 
this kpro ject. The Newfoundland and Labrador Federation of 
Community Youth Councils carried out a project on youth involve- 
ment in Canada's future, with emphasis on the concepts of unity 
and diversity, with financial assistance and resource advice from 
the Department. In New Brunswick a private organization opera- 
ting bilingual summer camps for francophone and anglophone young 
people received assistance in evaluating and promoting its acti- 
vities from the standpoint of Canadian unity and good relations 
between the two major language groups. Also in that province, a 
grant enabled a citizens committee to conduct a bilingual theatre 


project for young people in the City of Moncton. 


Volunteerism and service to the community were a focus of 
attention throughout the year. In Prince Edward Island, a local 
committee made use of a grant from the Assistance to Community 
Groups Program to study ways of assisting voluntary organizations 
to become more efficient in the delivery of their services. 
Social development work continued to be a high priority in New- 
foundland, with assistance to some 40 community-based development 
associations. In New Brunswick, Boy Scouts in the Restigouche 


district received departmental assistance and advice with a 


ge 


project to strengthen the involvement of francophone Scouts in 


community service. 


Minority official language groups were active in several 
areas of the Region. The year saw the emergence of the Conseil 
Acadien de Coopération Culturelle, an organization with its head- 
quarters in New Brunswick, dedicated to working for recognition 
and support for Acadian culture throughout the four Atlantic 
Provinces. In Nova Scotia, a cooperative planning relationship 
was established with the Acadian Federation of Nova Scotia (FANE) 
to engage in programming in response to the report "Les Héritiers 
du Lord Durham" on the situation of minority French-language 
communities outside Quebec. In Prince Edward Island, service to 
the francophone community continued to be a high priority, with 
financial and human resources commitment to the community showing 
a steady increase. In Newfoundland, as a result of the action 
taken by a committee in St. John's of francophones and other 
persons interested in the use of the French language, a project 
to provide limited French program services through the cable 


television network was funded by the Department. 


In Newfoundland and Labrador, services to northern citizens 
were made available under several programs. The Department 
provided financial and human resources assistance to Indians, 
Inuit and other people in northern Labrador to examine communica- 
tions techniques, technologies and experiences with people from 
other parts of northern Canada and experts in the field of 
communications. This project was carried out in cooperation with 
the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development, the 
Department of Communications, the province, and Memorial Univer- 
sity of Newfoundland. In another project, resource people from 
the Department attended a women's conference organized in Nain, 


Labrador, by the Labrador Inuit Association. 


In Nova Scotia, planning systems and program delivery were 


stressed, with the Department's client groups in the province 
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becoming more involved in both processes. Strong and positive 
working relationships were established with groups in the multi- 
cultural, native citizens and official languages minority groups 
areas, and work was begun on the development of major long-term 


cooperative goals and strategies. 


The Department's services to Prince Edward Island received a 
major boost with the establishment of the first permanent depart- 


ment ‘office in Charlottetown. 


For the Region as a whole, grants of citizenship were made 
to 1,918 adults and 606 minor children during the fiscal year, 


and 1,230 certificates of proof of citizenship were issued. 


PLANNING, SYSTEMS AND SERVICES BRANCH 


Planning, Development and Evaluation 


Services were provided with respect to a number of aspects 
of the Department's planning, development and evaluation func- 


tions.

With respect to more general developmental and advisory 
functions, a number of activities were undertaken. Background 
material was collected and briefings on special issues were 
prepared for use by the Minister and departmental officers at 


parliamentary and interdepartmental committees. 


A series of studies was undertaken with respect to the 
Department's information and data systems. Studies were also 
launched to prepare the Department for implementation of the 


expected legislation on public access to government information. 


Organization and Methods 


Throughout the year, a high priority was continuously 
assigned to both the production of new and the revision of 
existing procedures in the fields of finance, administration, 
personnel and security. As a result, most of these procedures 


were available for use by year's end. 


The O and M Directorate concurrently was engaged in a range 


of additional activities which included: 


= Support to the Translation Bureau's Terminology Bank 
being continued and intensified; 

= provision of assistance in the implementation of the 
new Citizenship Act; 

= a review of the Department's methods for contracting 
for personal services, leading to implementation of 
modifications to the processing of requests for such 
Services; 

= a review and initiation of changes to the Department's 
Security systems, occasionned by the move to the new 


accommodation in Huil; 
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a continuing study of the Department's evolving 
organization; 

= advising on the implementation of the Canadian Human 
Rights Act as it affects the Department's operations; 

= spear-heading an examination of support services 
provided to regional offices, aimed at enhancing 


their efficiency. 


Administrative Services 


The Administrative Services Directorate provides a _ broad 
range of services throughout the Department, including accommoda- 
tion, telecommunications, library, materiel, and paperwork 


management. 


The Directorate continued its program to increase the effec- 
tiveness and usefulness of its services. AstGa+ Spare “of? this

Computer Systems Directorate 


The year 1977-78 saw significant alteration in the distribu- 
tion of the services rendered by the Directorate. In previous 
years, the major focus had been on the development of either 
administrative systems or survey projects to satisfy the termi- 
nological data processing needs of the federal government in 
concert with the Translation Bureau. In thee last year other 
directorates besides the Translation Bureau were serviced with 
project management, systems analysis and design and/or program- 
ming. The Computer Systems Directorate was involved in 2/7 


projects:4-n 1977578. 
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The Department is responsible for the development of a 
number of unique linguistic-oriented computer systems. The first 
of these systems, the Terminology Bank, forms part of an eight- 
year undertaking launched by the Translation Bureau to expand and 
improve its terminology references. To date, the project has 
been centred on the acquisition of the University of Montreal's 
computerized terminology bank and its transfer onto a computer 
operated by the Department of Energy, Mines and Resources. The 
ultimate objective of this system is to create a multilingual 
data bank which will contain approximately five million terms. 
Access to the data bank will be through a nationwide network of 
terminals. To date, the data bank contains more than 1.3 million 


terms and has a network of 50 (terminals. 


A second linguistic application of computer’ technology 
pertains to automated or computer-assisted translation. A system 
(METEO) to poll and translate weather forecast teletype messages 
is now operational on a 24-hour basis. Further, the University 
of Montreal is under contract to research and develop an 
application to provide terminologists with a computer aid to 
their translation of aircraft technical specifications. This 
follows the Cabinet decision to acquire a fleet of Lockheed 
Aurora aircraft for the Canadian Armed Forces. The Directorate 
is devoting increased resources to the development of this 


system. 


As a consequence of the Department's new responsibility for 
the Canada Student Loans Program, the Directorate was actively 
involved in providing data processing support and _ project 


management to meet the program's computer systems objectives. 
The Directorate provided technical assistance and guidance 
on a number of projects for the Citizenship, Cultural Affairs and 


Education Support program areas. 


A computer system was developed for the Open House Canada 


program to match applicants and provide quota management. 
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Another computer system assisted Cultural Affairs to manage the 
nominations and awarding of certificates and medals commemorating 


the Queen's Silver Jubilee. 


Security 


Re-organization of the Security Services operation was 
completed during the year under review. A total of 530 security 
clearances was issued, and 363 new records were incorporated into 
the filing system. With the implementation of the new 
legislation on human rights, a survey was conducted in order to 
identify the information banks that might require special 


protective security. 


A survey of measures to deal with emergencies, including 
fires, in all buildings across Canada occupied by personnel of 
the Department was completed, and the Building Fire Prevention 
and Emergency Organization for the new headquarters in Hull was 


set up and fire orders written. 


PERSONNEL ADMINISTRATION 


The Personnel Administration Branch continued a high level 
OfeeaCtivety Yin® staffing, Ystahiry relations *start> trainine *aud 
development, language training, position classification, and the 


administration of pay and benefits systems. 


During the year, the departmental managers were provided 
with advice and assistance in matters relating to personnel 
administration, and the Branch worked toward better communication 


with departmental and inter-departmental personnel. 


At the end of a successful year of activities in the area of 
equal opportunities for women, a report outlining a review of the 
situation, an evaluation of objectives, and an action plan for 


1978-79 was prepared for submission to the Treasury Board.

The Branch also worked on an action plan outlining princi- 
ples to which the Department would address itself in promoting 
the effective participation of native people in the Public 
Service. The plan was developed in such a manner as to ensure 
that goals were both specific and measurable to allow the Depart- 


Ment to assess pros ress. 


Personnel Administration was also involved in the Employee 
Assistance Program. This program is based on the accepted theory 
that the work environment can be effectively utilized for the 
early identification and motivation for assistance or treatment 


of employees troubled with health or behavioural problems. 


Quality of working life experiments continued in the 
Translation Bureau in an atmosphere of cooperation between 
management, union representatives, work teams and personnel. At 
year's end experiments were being evaluated with a view to making 
recommendations to the Treasury Board on the future of such 


experiments. 


The year was an important one for official languages activi- 
ties. The official languages officer visited regional managers 
in order better to determine the training needs of employees and 
implement the language courses required, as well as to make 
available to employees in the regions the same services offered 
to employees in the national capital area. Revisions to the 
official languages policy led to the drafting of departmental 
plans, the re-identification of all positions in the Department 
and the application of new selection criteria respecting the 
official languages. These changes were followed up by informa- 
tion sessions held for managers and administrative assistants. A 
number of meetings with union representatives were also held for 
the information and protection of all employees affected by the 


changes.

FINANCE DIRECTORATE 


The Finance Directorate provides the Department with advice 
and assistance in all matters related to financial administra- 
tion. It is responsible for financial policies and systems, 
provides accounting services, and assists management in the 
preparation of budgets and Treasury Board submissions, in the 
interpretation of financial results and in the control of 


expenditures. 


During the year, major emphasis was placed on staffing and 
training and on continued development and improvement’ of 
financial practices and systems. A two day seminar on financial 
management was developed and held periodically during the fiscal 
year for managers and other officers with responsibility for 


managing financial resources. 


The departmental Financial Management Manual was upgraded 


and completed during the year. 
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Cultural Affairs and 
Education Support Sector 
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ARTS AND CULTURE BRANCH 


The primary objective of the Arts and Culture Branch is to 
provide advice and assistance to the Secretary of State in the 
formulation and development of policies and programs for the 
achievement of national arts and cultural objectives; to promote 
effective cooperation among the federal cultural agencies in the 
achievement of these objectives; to administer certain programs 
designed in support of these objectives and, to advise and assist 


the government on matters of state protocol. 


An Arts and Culture Secretariat was established in 19/7/-/78, 
with responsibility for development of policy and for coordina- 
tion with federal cultural agencies of programs aimed at encour- 
aging artistic and cultural activities in Canada. Areas of 
continuing concern are broadcasting, films, publishing, museums 
and national heritage, libraries, performing and visual arts, 
together with the review and analysis of the program forecasts 
and main estimates submissions of the cultural agencies. A third 
division is responsible for research and, in collaboration with 
Statistics Canada, for the development and operation of a 
national cultural statistics program. Operations Division is 
responsible for the administration of grants and contributions, 
the Cultural Property Export and Import Act, the Film Festivals 
Bureau, matters of state protocol and special events such as 


royal visits. 


The intergovernmental affairs section of the Branch helps to 
coordinate appropriate Canadian government participation in 
cultural policy development at both provincial and international 
levels. It represented the Secretary of State on the Cultural 
Exchanges Committee chaired by the Department of External 
Affairs. 


Major highlights of the Branch's work in 1977-78 included: 
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Broadcasting 


In accordance with the Department's responsibilities for 
formulation and evaluation of broadcasting policy under Section 4 
of the Department of State Act and Part III of the Broadcasting 
Act (under which the Secretary of State reports to Parliament on 
the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation), the Branch continued to 
provide liaison between the government and the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation. Matters of major interest during the year 
were the CRITIC Inquiry Report into the national broadcasting 


service (CBC) and the “Touchstone” proposals issued by the CBC. 


The Branch was occupied during the year with other broad- 
casting and communications issues, such as pay television, fede- 
ral/provincial®’ communications “consultations,” Billy —C=24 3 3(sie 
legislation concerning telecommunications in Canada) and _ the 
telecommunications industry in so far as they relate to the cul- 
tural objectives of the Department. In cooperation with the 
Research and Statistics Directorate a number of studies related 


to broadcasting matters were carried out. 


Museums 


The Secretariat gathered information for and provided assis- 
tance to the Secretary of State with respect to the operation and 
activities of the National Museums of Canada (NMC). The program 
forecast and main estimates submissions of the NMC were reviewed 
and analysed in the context of expenditures and activities within 
the overall cultural sector, and recommendations were made on the 
supplementary expenditures sought by the NMC. In the course of 
performing this function the Secretariat maintained liaison with 
the NMC and with other federal departments and agencies as 
required, such as the Treasury Board, the Department of Public 


Works, and the National Capital Commission. 


In 1977 the Secretary of State announced a new program of 


federal assistance to specialized museums. This program, admin- 
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istered by the NMC, is designed to meet the special needs of 
collections in the areas of transportation and commmunications, 
and of the whole range of industrial museums around the country. 
The NMC will recommend to the Minister the designation of a 
restricted number of museums, one for each specialization, to 
receive federal assistance. These designated institutions will 
not, however, be managed by the federal agency but by local 


boards. 
National Heritage 


The Secretariat continued to participate in the Federal 
Advisory and Coordinating Committee on Heritage Conservation, an 
interdepartmental committee co-chaired by the departments of the 
Secretary of State and Indian and Northern Affairs and charged 
with the responsibility for reviewing the government's initia- 


tives relating to historic sites and buildings. 
Public Archives 


In addition to its coordination activities in the area of 
budgetary analysis, particularly with respect to program 
forecasts and main estimates, the Department assisted the Public 
Archives of Canada with certain acquisitions. One such was the 
exhibition of portraits of four Indian chiefs, painted by John 
Verelst during their visit to England in 1/710. This exhibition 


was opened by Her Majesty the Queen on October 16, 1977. 
Visual and Performing Arts 


Public awareness of the vital role played by the arts in 
national life was demonstrated once more in 19/7/7-78 in the 
write-in campaign organized by the arts community urging the 
government to make increased aid available to professional 


theatre groups. 


a} 


In addition to its program of capital grants to performing 
arts organizations and its operating grants to national service 
organizations representing the performing arts, visual arts and 
crafts, the Branch maintained close communication with the arts 
community through the latter representative associations and 


through the various cultural events. 


Major studies were undertaken into economic and _ social 
problems related to the status of the performing and visual 


artist in Canada (see under Research and Statistics Directorate). 
Cultural Policy Review 


In November 1977 the Secretary of State announced that the 
Department was beginning a thorough re-examination of the role of 
the government in encouraging artistic and cultural development 
in Canada. The object of this review is to determine the 
principles on which the arts and culture policy of the federal 
government should be based, and to advise the government on how 
best to respond to the artistic and cultural needs of Canadians. 
This policy review entails extensive consultation with 
individuals in the arts, academic and business communities, as 


well as with interested provincial and municipal officials. 
Publishing 


Work continued during the year on the development of a 
policy of federal government support to the book publishing 


industry. 
Film 


The Secretary of State announced a number of policy measures 
related sto’ both, the) +feature film.» and «snon-theatnicals film 
industries in Canada. The Secretary of State also gave final 
approval to seven production applications under the Canada-United 
Kingdom film co-production agreement, two under the Canada-France 


agreement and one under the Canada-Italy agreement. 
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Negotiations continued with West Germany and Israel to esta- 
blish film co-production agreements with those countries and it 
Was expected that these agreements would be signed in the 


following year. 


Miscellaneous 


The new Immigration Act regulations are a matter of consid- 
erable concern to arts and culture officials; in cooperation with 
officials of the Employment and Immigration Commission, they took 
part in Canada-wide consultations with employee and employer 
groups of the broadcast and artistic community on the implica- 
tions of the amended regulations for the entry of foreign enter- 


tainers and artistic groups into Canada. 


The Branch continued to cooperate with the Foreign Invest- 
ment Review Agency on matters related to the cultural industries 


in Gaviada. 


Research and Statistics Directorate 


Tow t9iJ—/85ecthe « Staffr, off the: 7Researchacand Statistics 
Directorate continued to devote a substantial amount of time to 
the development, in conjunction with the Education, Science and 
Culture Division of Statistics Canada, of a national program of 
cultural statistics. The major initiatives in this area during 
the year involved the development of new surveys of visual 
artists and of the recording industry as well as the extraction 
from existing sources of data related to cultural expenditures 


and education and the arts. 


In addition, a major survey of the readership activities of 
Canadians was developed and conducted as a supplement to the 
February 1978 Statistics Canada Labour Force Survey. The results 


of this survey will be analysed and reported upon during 1978-79.

Major research studies which were completed and released 
during the year included A Leisure Study Canada 1975; French 
Language Educational Book Publishing in Canada; English Language 
Educational Book Publishing in Canada; the Economics of the 
Performing Arts - A _ Proposed Research Program; Taxation 
Information for Canadian Visual Artists; Federal Tax Issues of 
Concern to the Arts Community in Canada; and Crafts and Craftsmen 
in Canada. The first three reports are on sale to the public

Operations Directorate 


Grants and Contributions 


Grants to National Cultural Organizations 
Capital grants were awarded under a special program to help 


establish and maintain a national grid of performing arts facili- 


ties by providing professional performing arts companies with 
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funds to meet their needs. Capital funding can be used for the 
construction or purchase of new facilities or for such associated 
capital equipment expenditures as lighting, sound, seating, 


dressing rooms, curtains and air conditioning. 


The program is designed to improve performing arts facili- 
ties in Canada, and to reduce regional disparities in their 


quality and accessibility to Canadians. 


Table 1 shows the sustaining or operating grants to national 
organizations serving the artistic and cultural community. Table 


2 indicates the organizations that received grants in 1977-78.

Movable Cultural Property 


With the coming into effect of the Cultural Property Export 
and Import Act on September 6, 1977, the Movable Cultural 
Property Secretariat assumed its dual role of implementing the 
legislation from the point of view of ministerial responsibili- 
ties under the Act as well as providing administrative services 


to the Cultural Property Export Review Board. 


Movable Property - Ministerial Responsibilities 


A total of 189 institutions and public authorities have been 
designated by the Minister as Expert Examiners under section 5 of 
the Act. Seminars were held with all designated Expert Examiners 
in the Yukon Territories, Northwest Territories, British Colum- 
bia, Alberta, Saskatchewan, Manitoba, Ontario and Quebec in order 
to explain in detail their responsibilities under the legisla- 


GION. 


A total of 32 customs officers have been designated as 
Permit Officers by the Minister, with the approval of the 
Minister of National Revenue, under section 4 of the Act. 
Seminars were held with all designated Permit Officers in the 
country in order to explain in detail their responsibilities 


under the legislation. 


Application-for-export permits have been’ processed as

During the period 94 institutions and public authorities 
were designated under subsection 26(2) of the Act as Category A

During the period 13 grant submissions were processed under 
seation 29 of the Act and grants awarded to a total of approxi- 
mately $694,630 to designated Canadian institutions or public 
authorities toward the purchase of cultural property for which an 
export permit had been refused (1) and toward the purchase of 
cultural property situated outside Canada and related to the 
national heritage (12). 


On Maroh 28, 19/78 Canada acceded to the UNESCO Convention on 
the Means of Prohibiting and Preventing the [Illicit Import, 


Export and Transfer of Ownership of Cultural Property. 
Movable Cultural Property - Review Board 


Three full scale, two-day meetings of the Review Board were 
held between September 6 and March 31. 


Seventy-three Cultural Property Income Tax Certificates were 
issued under section 27 of the Act for cultural property of an 
estimated fair market value of approximately $2 million, disposed 
of to designated institutions or public authorities during 1977. 
The Board reviewed one denial of a permit under subsection 23(2) 
J of the Act and prepared to review two further applications denied 


by Expert Examiners under subsection 23(1) of the Act. 
Film Festivals Bureau 
Statistics and Awards 
The Film Festivals Bureau coordinated the participation of 


563 Canadian film entries (496 short films; 67 features) in 94 


film festivals (many festivals are not competitive). Sixty-seven 
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short films won a total of 118 awards. Eight feature films took 


28 awards. They were:

Special Projects of the Film Festivals Bureau 


Cannes 1977 

In 1977 Canada made its best showing to date. Five Canadian 
features were selected for official events of the festival, and 
20 Canadian films were up for sale in the market. The Film 
Festivals Bureau set up an office in Cannes which (1) promoted 
the five films in the official events and coordinated the publi- 
city for the Canadian directors and stars of these films, brought 
to Cannes for this purpose, at the Bureau's expense; (2) organi- 


zed two receptions to publicize and help sell Canadian films; (3) 
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coordinated the presence of over 100 Canadian film professionals, 
in Cannes to do business; (4) set up a marketing office, which 
offered advice to film buyers, offered Canadian film screenings 
on video cassettes and coordinated the screenings of Canadian 
films at the Film Market and at the Film Festivals Bureau's own 
Vox Cinema; (5) set up a press office which distributed 1,000 
information kits on the new Canadian feature film productions and 
served as an information centre on Canadian films. Monique 
Mercure won the Best Actress Award for her part in J.A. MARTIN 
PHOTOGRAPHE. Reportedly, over $3,000,000 in Canadian film sales 


were negotiated at the festival. 


Film Weeks and Promotional Canadian Film Events Abroad 


Special "Canadian Days" were organized by the Bureau at the 
Sydney, Melbourne and Adelaide Film Festivals in Australia, 
combined with retrospectives of the works of Canadian filmmakers 


Don Owen and Robin Spry. 


A two-week-long "Spotlight on Canada" organized by the 
Bureau at the British Film Institute offered 20 of the most 


important Canadian films to the British public. 


A two-week-long “Panorama of Canadian Cinema”, organized by 
the Bureau in conjunction with the Canadian Film Archives, the 
Cultural Affairs Division of the Department of External Affairs 
and the CFDC, presented a history of Canadian cinema in 3/7 shorts 


and 10 features at the Tokyo Film Centre. 
Capital Cost Allowance program 

Forty new feature films and nearly 300 short films and 
videos were certified as Canadian, having met the criteria of the 


Income Tax Regulations. 


An analysis of all the feature films certified since the 


beginning of this program (November 1974), excluding official 
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co-productions, shows that Canadian talent was being used overall 


in 86 per cent of the key creative positions. 


In Canadian feature film production, Canadian representation 


was as follows:

63 screenwriters, 53 were Canadian (842) 
43 music composers, 3/7 were Canadian (862)

Of a total of 428 key positions, 36/7 were filled by Canadians 
(86%).

State Protocol participated in the first meeting of the 
Chiefs of Protocol of the four western provinces held in Edmon- 
ton in March 1977 and in the first national meeting of the Chiefs 
of «Protocol held..in,Joronto.sin February,.19/8s:5 The Division was 
also represented at the 2nd Conference of Lieutenant-Governors, 


held at Rideau Hall in February 1978. 


Assistance on matters of protocol and hospitality was 
provided to the Film Festivals Bureau during the Cannes 


International Film Festival, and the Chief of State Protocol 
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headed the Canadian Delegation at the 10th International Film 


Festival in Moscow, USSR. 


As in the past the gift bank provided gifts to several 
departments for presentation on behalf of the Government of 


Canada. 


Congratulatory messages on behalf of Her Majesty The Queen 
were sent to more than 4,000 couples celebrating their 60th (or 
more) wedding anniversaries and to some 700 Canadians aged 100 
years or moree Over 12,000 requests were received for messages 
from His Excellency the Governor General and the Prime Minister 


on the occasion of birthdays and wedding anniversaries. 


Special Events 


Anniversaries 19/77 


An interdepartmental committee was formed with the approval 
of the Prime Minister to examine ways that the federal government 
could participate in the making and celebration of the Queen's 
Silver Jubilee, the 25th Anniversary of the first Canadian-born 


Governor General and the 10th Anniversary of the Order of Canada. 


After approval by Treasury Board, the programs were coordi- 


nated by the Special Events Division. 


The Queen's Silver Jubilee Medal 


As part of the Jubilee program, 30,000 Silver Medals were 
struck by the Royal Canadian Mint. The obverse and the ribbon 
are identical to those of the British Medal; however the reverse 
was designed by Toronto medalist Dora de Pedery Hunt. The medals 
and accompanying certificate signed by the Governor General were 


distributed by the Special Events Division. 
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Royal Visit 1977 


An Interfaith Silver Jubilee Service involving some 30 
different faiths was presented on Parliament Hill in the presence 
of The Queen and the Duke of Edinburgh. Jointly with the Multi- 
culturalism Directorate, a multicultural performance was staged 
in Ottawa, attended by The Queen and the Duke of Edinburgh and 


some 8,000 school children. 


Olympic Shield 


During the 19/76 Olympic Games the plaster sculpture of the 
Tait McKenzie Olympic Shield was shown to The Queen and, as a 
gift to mark the occasion of the Games opening, arrangements were 
made to have a bronze reproduction made of the Shield. The 


Shield is to remain in Canada. 


The bronze casting is now completed and an accompanying 


plaque is being prepared. 


Committee for the Use of Parliament Hill 


The Committee is under the chairmanship of the Director of 
Operations and the post of Secretary is held by the Chief of 
Special Events. Weekly requests to hold protest demonstrations 
and other activities on Parliament Hill were received and 
processed. The Committee has also recommended changes to the 
Public ® Works!’ Act, ito) *provide® form’ ereater controle “ofsepubeic 


activities on the Hill. 
State Funerals 
Although the occasion was not considered an official state 


funeral, the Special Events Division and the State Protocol Divi- 


Sion assisted with the’ funeral for Mr. Real Caouette. 
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Intergovernmental Affairs 


One result of the reorganization of the branch was _ the 
establishment of a division for dealing with intergovernmental 
affairs in the arts and culture field. Its function includes 
cooperation with the Department of External Affairs and the 
Canadian Commission for Unesco, and with the cultural agencies 
and other departments, to ensure effective Canadian government 
participation in Unesco general conferences and special meetings, 
and proper representation of federal cultural policy at the 


international level generally. 


At the federal-provincial level, its role is to encourage 
improved communications and cooperation between the Canadian and 
provincial governments in the development of policy and programs 


ine ties avicc. and, culture .f1e1.d. 


EDUCATION SUPPORT BRANCH 


In addition to administering the programs of post-secondary 
education fiscal transfers and the Canada Student Loans Program 
described below, the Education Support Branch continued to be 
engaged during the year in research and analytical work required 
by the Secretary of State in the discharge of his responsibility 
for the coordinated development, formulation, implementation and 


review of federal education policies and programs. 


The administration of the Canada Student Loans Program was 
transferred to the Department on December 1, 197/ from _ the 
Department of Finance. As part of the transfer the Branch has 
begun an evaluation of the program in order to determine whether 
or not the program has been successful in promoting accessibility 
of post-secondary education, especially for students from low- 


income families. The evaluation study will be followed by a 
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policy review aimed at exploring the effects of alternative 


student assistance programs. 


In the year under review, the Branch was actively engaged in 
reviewing the development of Canadian studies. The focus was on 
encouraging Canadians to better know and appreciate the vast 
diversities that make up the Canadian mosaic. The Symons Report, 
"To Know Ourselves", points out explicitly the need for such an 
effort and that the education system is the logical place to 


begin. 


The imposing of higher tuition fee levels for foreign 
Students in some provinces provoked considerable discussion 
during the year. While recognizing that tuition fee levels are 
the responsibility of the provinces, a number of individuals and 
organizations representing foreign students petitioned the 
federal government for intervention. The Branch was responsible 
for developing a response taking into consideration the views of 


other federal departments. 


The Branch was involved in the preparation of a report on 
the Highly Qualified Manpower Survey carried out in 1973 by 
Statistics Canada. The survey covered 138,000 persons who 
reported in the 1971 census that they held a university degree at 
that time. The data collected cover a wide range of topics 
including earnings, occupations and field of study, and so 
provide a rich base for detailed empirical analysis and research. 
The report being prepared by the Branch was designed to describe 
some of the main findings of the survey and to encourage resear- 
chers to carry out detailed analysis. Some of the topics 
discussed in the report are: the relationship between field of 
study and occupations, occupational and geographic mobility, 
male-female differentials, and the determinants of the earnings 
of degree-holders. The report, which is entitled “Degree-holders 
in Canada: An Analysis of the Highly Qualified Manpower Survey 
of 1973", will be published next year. 
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The liaison and coordination activities of the Branch 
increased during the year under review. For the most part, these 
activities took the form of international relations, extensive 
contacts with provincial education authorities and representa- 
tives of the academic community and national organizations, and 
response to a large volume of inquiries received from students, 


organizations, Members of Parliament, and the general public. 


On the international scene, the Branch continued to work 
with the Department of External Affairs to ensure Canada's 
effective participation in international forums on education 
questions. Considerable preparatory work was devoted to meetings 
and activities of major international organizations and their 
agencies, namely the Organization for Economic Co-Operation and 
Development (OECD), the United Nations Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organization (UNESCO), and the Commonwealth Secre- 
tariat. Representatives of the Branch played an active part in 
Canadian delegations to the OECD Education Committee and the 
Biennial Conference of the International Bureau of Education. 
For the latter conference, the Branch collaborated with provin- 
cial education authorities in the preparation of a report 
entitled "Education in Canada”. The Branch also collaborated 
with provincial education authorities in the preparation of a 
report entitled “A Statement by Canadian Authorities for the OECD 
Appraisal of Country Educational Policy Reviews” which was 
requested by the OECD in June 1977 and submitted to that 


organization in January 1978. 


In response to many enquiries received concerning financial 
aid for post-secondary studies, the Branch prepared and published 
for free distribution a brochure entitled "Guide to Government of 
Canada Programs of Financial Aid for Canadian Post-Secondary 


Students”. 
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Post-Secondary Education Financing Program 


With the passage of the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrange- 
ments and Established Programs Financing Act, 1977, the Education 
Support Branch assumed responsibility for administration of the 
Post-Secondary Education Financing Program provided for in Part 


VI of thevAcit. 


The Post-Secondary Education Financing Program is one of 
three established programs financed under the new legislation. 
The other two programs relate to medicare and hospital insurance. 
Federal contributions under these programs take the form of a tax 
transfer - a reduction of federal taxes to allow an equivalent 
increase of provincial taxes - and cash payments. These contri- 
butions, which will increase with the growth of the economy, 
replace the cost-sharing arrangements that were in effect until 
Mavens lay Losg 


Under the Post-Secondary Education Financing Program, the 
Secretary of State makes payments to provincial and territorial 
governments in amounts allocated by the Minister of Finance for 
this purpose. The formula according to which such payments are 
calculated by the Department of Finance is laid down in detail in 


sections <7) ‘to: 23) -of “the Act. 


The payments made by the Secretary of State during 1977-78 
under the Post-Secondary Education Financing Program are shown in 
the table below. To indicate the total amount of the federal 
contribution for post-secondary education under the established

Post-Secondary Education Adjustment Payments 


During the year, the Education Support Branch continued to 
process final provincial returns of operating expenditures 
submitted under the program of Post-Secondary Education Adjust- 
ment Payments authorized in Part VI of the Federal-Provincial 
Fiscal Arrangements Act, 1972. Under this financing program, 
which ended on March 3l, 1977, the initial payments for each year 
took the form of advances based on interim returns, pending final 
determination of provincial entitlements on the basis of final 
returns. All final returns are examined by federal auditors, who 


make reports to the Secretary of State. 


Examination of final returns during the year resulted in net 
payments of $48,299,089. This amount comprises supplementary 
payments of $97,529,272, and recoveries of overpayments totaling 
$49,230,183. 


Canada Student Loans Program 


Under this program, loan assistance is made available to 
full-time students attending post-secondary educational institu- 
tions. The amount of loan to be authorized to any individual 
student is determined by provincial authorities but the federal 
government pays interest on loans negotiated while a student is 
enrolled full-time and for a period of six months after ceasing 
such studies. The federal government also guarantees lenders 
against losses under the program. Under the legislation, the 
Minister makes a special annual report to Parliament for this 
program and it is normally tabled within six months of the end of 


the loan year on June 30 in each year. 
Consultations with the Council of Ministers of Education, Canada 


The Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Established 


Programs Financing Act, 19/77, defined in Section 24(3) the 
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following duties of the Secretary of State: "The Secretary of 
State shall, as an essential and continuing indication of the 
interest of the Government of Canada expressed by the funding 
arrangements in respect of the post-secondary education financing 
program provided under this Part, consult with the governments 
of the provinces with regard to the relationship between the 
programs and activities of the Government of Canada and of the 
governments of the provinces that relate to post-secondary 
education". Section 24(4) provides further that “The Secretary 
of State shall, in his annual report to Parliament pursuant to 
section 6 of the Department of State Act, report on the proceed- 
ings, transactions, and affairs of the Department of the 
Secretary of State under this section in the year to which the 


report relates”. 


In September 1976, after a meeting with the Secretary of 
State, the Council of Ministers of Education, Canada, adopted the 
following position on relations with the federal government: 
"The Council has also been seriously considering its relations 
with the federal government. Because the concerns of the CMEC 
cover all aspects of education, the Council sees the need to 
exchange views with the federal government from time to time, 
depending on the subject, for the purpose of discussing the 
interface between education policies as determined by the provin- 
ces, and various federal programs. It is agreed that the Council 
is the mechanism for such discussions and it will provide further 


opportunities for them to take place in the future”. 


The Secretary of State met with the Council, the Executive 
Committee of the Council and the Chairman of the Council on a 
number of occasions to discuss matters of mutual concern. In 
particular, preliminary discussions were held on the renegotia- 
tions of the federal-provincial agreements on bilingualism in 
education, and the question of student assistance which led to 
the preparation of Bill C-37, “An Act to Amend the Canada Student 


Loans Act”, tabled in the House of Commons on March 22, 1978.

The proposed amendments were designed to update the Act on a 
short-term basis pending a more comprehensive review of the 


Canada Student Loans Program. 


In addition to the ministerial discussions between the 
Secretary of State and the Council, several meetings between 
federal and provincial officials took place to discuss a number 


of issues of concern to both levels of government. 
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CITIZENSHIP POLICY BRANCH 


The main objectives of the Citizenship Policy Branch are to 
provide policy development, research and evaluation services to 
the citizenship and bilingualism development sector, and _ to 
assist individual programs with specific policy-related projects. 
The Branch's role is carried out in close cooperation with the 
Assistant Under Secretary of State (Citizenship and Bilingualism 


Development) and the national program directors. 


Policy Development 


During the last year, the Policy Development Directorate 
participated in projects in the diverse fields of support for 
cultural and social development among Canadians of native 
ancestry; assistance for natives migrating to urban centres; the 
Challenge for Change/Société Nouvelle Program; the citizenship 
training and textbook agreements with provincial governments; 
multiculturalism and third language retention programs; human 
rights priorities; hostels; and freedom of information. With 
the addition of bilingualism development to the sector's 
responsibilities a significant effort in new policy directions 
has been focused on the official language minority groups. Staff 
have also been extensively involved in the consultative process 
examining the report of the National Advisory Council on 


Voluntary Action. 


Policy and Program Analysis 


The Policy and Program Analysis Directorate conducted 


evaluations of three sub-programs of the Native Citizens Program: 


Native Communications, Native Women - including a sub-study of 
native women's centres - and the Native Social and Cultural 
Development Fund. A review of the relationship between the 


Department and the Canadian Association for Adult Education was 


carried out. An evaluation of multiculturalism's Visiting 
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Professors and Lecturers Program was started. An evaluation of 
the Department's Open House Canada Program was begun. An 
evaluation plan was prepared for multiculturalism's Cultural 
Enrichment Program. Processes for monitoring the Native Core 
Funding Program and the Migrating Native Peoples Program were 
started. Throughout the year various consultative services were 
provided to headquarters and field staff regarding program 
evaluation matters. Relations with the federal government's 


program evaluation community at large were also expanded. 


Policy Planning and Priorities 


The Policy Planning and Priorities Directorate is the 
research unit of the Policy Branch. The Directorate develops, 
plans, coordinates and directs a program of research designed to 
determine the principal socio-cultural forces affecting citizen- 
ship and bilingualism development in Canada. Attempts were made 
to restructure the Directorate in such a way as to facilitate a 
high degree of cooperation between research officers and the 
staff of the various program areas represented in the sector. 
Plans were adopted to ensure that research conducted was of high 
quality. In addition, a variety of unsolicited research 
proposals were evaluated by the Directorate, and a number of 
small studies relating to national unity were undertaken. 
Research projects relating to ethnic minorities, citizenship 
involvement in public policy making, migrating native citizens 
and inter-ethnic tensions were also initiated. Plans were made 
for major continuing studies in such priority areas as ethnic 
tensions and migrating native citizens. Progress was made in 
efforts to establish and maintain close relationships with 


research institutions and individuals in Canada. 
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Citizens' Participation Directorate 


Encouraging and assisting more citizens to take an active 
part in public affairs is a continuing goal of this Directorate. 
While other directorates work with specific population groupings, 
Citizens' Participation addresses all Canadians who want to be 
actively involved in the consulting and decision-shaping phases 


of public policies. 


The importance of such democratic participation in helping 
to decide the future of Canadian Confederation was increasingly 
evidentiuin 1 19/773. Events during the 12-month period also 
underlined the increased importance and potential impact of the 
three main divisions of this Directorate which are oriented to 
three complementary approaches to responsible citizen participa- 
tion. The Assistance to Community Groups Division concerns 
itself with the process of participation, seeking the strength- 
ening of voluntary organizations and the opening up of societal 
institutions. The Social Communications Division develops, 
through exchange and promotional activities, a greater under- 
standing and appreciation of our institutions, cultures, regions, 
languages and people. The Group Understanding and Human Rights 
Division seeks to eliminate barriers which impede the full 
participation of individuals and groups in Canadian society. The 
Directorate is also responsible for the Hostel and Student Commu- 


nity Service Summer programs and the Commonwealth Youth Program. 


Assistance to Community Groups 


More effective participation, including easier access to 
governments and other institutions, is the stated objective of 
this Division. In this assisting role, the Division is committed 
to placing particular emphasis on the socially and culturally 
disadvantaged segments of the population. neg Ohm hte Eidis 
overall objective was pursued through three programs: Social 
Development, Consultation on Canada's Future, and Student 


Community Services. 
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Social Development 


The general aims of this program are to help citizens 
strengthen the voluntary sector in Canadian society, primarily by 
means of community self-help, and to encourage effective 
consultation between voluntary organizations and governments 
concerning questions that affect the quality of people's lives. 
Major activities in the fiscal year included financial grants to 
qualifying projects, technical assistance, advice and _ the 


provision of resource materials. 


Financial and secretarial support during 19/7/-/78 were given 
to the Committee of National Voluntary Organizations whose 
members were elected from among nearly one hundred national 
voluntary agencies. The CNVO received $35,000 in departmental 
grants to pursue broad goals generally desired by most national 
voluntary associations, such as improved two-way communications 
with governments, income-tax reforms of benefit to voluntary 
bodies, improved postal and bilingual services and related 
objectives. These and other questions were explored at a weekend 
consultation between representatives of national voluntary 
organizations and the federal government, including four cabinet 
ministers, in November 1977. This consultative process continued 


into the new fiscal year. 


The report of the National Advisory Council on Voluntary 
Action, “People in Action", commissioned by the Secretary of 
State in 1974, made more than 80 recommendations, mostly designed 
to improve relations between the governmental and voluntary 
sectors and centred on open consultations and direct and indirect 
forms of federal assistance. The coordination of responses to 
this report was handled by this Division. Follow-up activity to 
the report in 1977-78 included coordination of responses from an 
inter-departmental committee within the federal public service, 
and assessment of “feedback” from local, regional and national 


voluntary organizations. 
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Annual grants of $75,000 each were made to the Canadian 
Association for Adult Education (CAAE) and the Institut canadien 
d'éducation des adultes (ICEA). These two sister organizations 
are the only national associations for adult education in the 


voluntary sector. 


“Money Isn't Everything", a manual dealing with ways to 
build strong voluntary organizations, is an example of the kind 


of resource materials supported under this program. 


During the fiscal year 197/-78, 1/70 grants totaling $/00,000 
were awarded to voluntary organizations. The average grant was 


in the amount of $4,400. 


Consultation, on Canada's Future 


The Consultation on Canada's Future program was designed to 
help citizens have a direct and positive impact on the public 
debate about the future shape of Canadian Confederation. With 
this goal in mind, financial support, technicial assistance, 
advice and resource materiais were provided through this major 
program sdurings 197//-/8. These supports were available for 
qualifying projects submitted by national, provincial and local 


voluntary organizations. 


Projects sponsored by the voluntary associations were to 
stimulate more citizens to participate actively in the debate on 
Canada's future by means of grassroots dialogue and consultations 
with elected representatives. Grants also were made for resource 
materials having to do with the future of Canada. For example, 
the Committee for National Voluntary Organizations received funds 
to prepare and publish “Where Do We Go from Here”, a discussion- 
starter guide on the nation's future. Project applications were 
assessed according to detailed criteria, including originality 
and likely impact on the public debate about the country's 


future.

Student Community Service Program 


The Student Community Service Program provided financial 
Support and technical assistance to voluntary organizations and 
agencies. This aid allowed them to hire students for a maximum 
of 19 weeks to carry out summer projects designed to enhance 
their capacity to respond to community needs. The program also 
aimed at providing meaningful employment to students and at 
getting youth actively involved in the voluntary sector. 
Approximately 2500 students were hired for a total of 27,000 work 
weeks through 830 projects. Total grant funds were $5,146,000. 


It should be noted that the program underwent a shift in 
emphasis designed primarily to realign it with other program 
activity in the citizenship participation sector and to make it 


complementary to other sector granting activities. 


Group Understanding and Human Rights 


The Division is mainly responsible for coordinating all 
domestic activities in the area of human rights which the federal 


government has focused in the Department. 


At the internal governmental level, the Division operates as 
the secretariat for an ongoing Interdepartmental Committee on 
Human Rights, as well as functioning in a liaison and secretariat 
capacity with the Continuing Federal Provincial Committee of 
Officials Responsible for Human Rights, established at the 
Federal-Provincial Conference of Ministers in December 1975, to 
continue on a permanent basis the dialogue at the federal- 
provincial level on.all matters relating to human rights. This 
committee met in May and November of 1977 and involved close 


consultation with federal departments and each province. 
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The program is also responsible for the preparation of 
Canada's reports to the United Nations which are required to 
fulfill obligations under signed international covenants and 
conventions. In the course of 1977-78 the following reports were 


undertaken: 


Report of the International Covenants on Civil and 


Political Rights 


Report of the International Covenants on Social, Economic 


and Cultural Rights 


Canada's contribution to the United Nations Yearbook 
on Human Rights for 1975 and 1976 


Canada's fourth report on the International Conventions 
for the Elimination of all Forms of Racial 


Discrimination 


Work was also undertaken to respond to the United Nations' 
requests for information on a variety of subjects related to 


human rights such as the rights of the physically handicapped. 


The Division also participates in the development of 
Canadian positions on items appearing on the agenda of the United 


Nations Human Rights Commission and attends its meetings. 


In addition, the Group Understanding and Human Rights 
Division provides financial assistance in the form of grants and 
technical assistance to voluntary organizations concerned with 
promoting citizens' rights and freedoms. During 1977-78, a grant 
budget of $955,000 was reserved for projects aimed at reducing 
racial prejudice and discrimination as well as promoting the 
implementation of human rights and fundamental freedoms both at 


the regional and national levels. 
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The Division provides pamphlets, audio-visual aids and 
educational materials on human rights issues and problems, and 
maintains close liaison with the Canadian and provincial human 


rights commissions. 


Social Communications 


In: the Throne Speech of October 1976, the government 
announced its intention to increase support for programs which 
enable young people of various regions to know one another 
better. Responsibility for devising specific means of implement- 
ing this commitment was given to the Secretary of State and, in 
March 1977, the Social Communications Division was directed to 


prepare an exchange program for introduction early in 19//-78. 


Since June 19/7 this Division has been operating a new 
program of exchanges known as Open House Canada. Young people 
between the ages of 14 and 22 may participate in Open House 
Canada in a group format, while those 16-22 may also participate 


in the program as individuals. 


Individuals applying to Open House Canada must be matched by 
the program with the assistance of a computer. Though the 
program provides a similar service for groups, the vast majority 
of groups provide their own matchings and apply to the program 


for grants to cover travel costs. 


In addition to providing the travel costs of groups and 
individuals directly, a further component of Open House Canada 
provides funds to large national organizations, such as_ the 
Y.M.C.A. and the Canadian Council of Christians & Jews, to act as 


“third parties” in organizing exchanges and arranging travel. 
For 1977-78, Open House Canada was allocated $1.5 million in 


grants through which approximately 6,000 young Canadians partici- 


pated in exchange experiences in all ten provinces and the two 
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territories. A further $6.484 million in grants will be alloca- 
ted in the fiscal year 1978-79 for the program, and projections 
indicate that this budget will allow some 22,000 young people to 


participate in Open House Canada. 


The Flag Program 


The Flag Program, which provides limited quantities of 
Canadian flags to Members of Parliament, proved to be very 
popular and during the year was extended to include all members 
of the Senate. Flag lapel pins were also made available for the 
firstitimne tinal 77-78 


Hostel Program 


The Hostel Program, which was a component of the Student 
Summer Employment and Activities Program, assisted the operation 
of hostels across Canada. In addition to providing safe, clean 
and inexpensive lodging for thousands of young travellers, some 
300 summer jobs were created for students as hostel staff workers 
at a cost in grants of $/99,000. A spending survey of hostellers 
done in cooperation with the Canadian Government Office of 
Tourism indicates that over $/7 million of spending was generated 


by hostel users during the summer of 1976. 
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Multiculturalism Directorate 


During 1977-78 the Multiculturalism Directorate reviewed and 
revised all aspects of the program with the aim of improving the 
implementation of the multiculturalism policy. As a result, the 
four major administrative units - Ethnic Liaison, Canadian 
Identities, Ethnic Studies, and the Canadian Consulative Council 
on Multiculturalism - were reorganized to broaden the scope of 
their activities. In addition, the criteria governing grants 
were modified, introducing new assistance programs and revising 
eligibility for existing programs. These new programs and the 


new administrative structure came into effect on April l, 1978. 


A. Ethnic Liaison 


Activities were carried out within the Ethnic Liaison Divi- 
sion to assist ethno-cultural groups in their efforts to preserve 
and share their cultural heritage, thus giving them an equal 
opportunity to identify and further develop their culture within 


the framework of the official Canadian bilingualism policy. 


Officers in the multiculturalism program in the local, 
regional and national offices maintain contact with ethno-cultur- 
al community groups and have two main functions. On the one hand 
they serve as resource persons to the communities, making groups 
aware of the benefits of various government programs. Some of 
the services provided include: compiling information and sharing 
it with groups on different types of organizational structures 
and successful projects and activities; assistance for leadership 
training and development of organizational skills; and assistance 
in establishing contact with other agencies and levels of govern- 


ment which share an interest in ethno-cultural activities. 


The other main function performed by these officers is the 
collection “and “elasstfication “of * information on™ matters= or 


concern to, and on the aspirations of, the ethno-cultural groups. 
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This information is used to brief the Minister and departmental 
officials as required, and often forms the basis for recommenda- 


tions on policy questions. 


Ethnic Press Analysis Service 


The Ethnic Press Analysis Service, as part of the Ethnic 
Liaison Division, monitored opinion trends and major events 
within Canadian ethno-cultural communities through the analysis 
of over 200 ethnic newspapers and periodicals published in over 
30 languages. A summary of the analyses was available to govern- 
ment departments and agencies through the monthly publication of 


the Ethnic Press Review. 


The federal government supports the ethnic press by paid 
advertising subject to certain established requirements. A 
survey is currently being commissioned to evaluate the effective- 
nesssof'thewethnic press tin “ftulfullangitsi role’. |The’ results of 
the survey will be used as recommendations for policy considera- 
tions to ensure a more efficient use of government support for 


the benefit of the ethno-cultural communities. 


Be Granting Activities 


The multiculturalism program encouraged and supported a wide 
range of activities initiated by the ethno-cultural groups under 
the Multicultural Projects Program, including conferences and 
seminars discussing current issues of concern to particular 


groups and meeting the objectives of the program. 


Activities were also encouraged and supported which have 
impact beyond an ethno-cultural group and contribute to the 
building of inter-group understanding in the interest of Canadian 


unity, under the Intercultural Communications Program. 


During the year the program responded to specific demands 


made by significant numbers of people with particular interests, 
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and also initiated some new directions. Among these was the 
creation of the Cultural Enrichment Program which expanded 
previous activity in the area of support to ancestral languages 
(teaching aids in non-official languages) to include direct 
assistance for the teaching of languages other than English and 


French and the improvement of teaching skills. 


Beginning in the..next fiscal year (1978-79) other dinitia= 
tives will include operational assistance to  uni-cultural 
national organizations (that is, those representing one cultural 
group), and increased activity in the area of the cultural 


integration of immigrants. 


Cre Canadian Identities Program (1977-78) 


This program was reorganized during 197/-78 in order to 
reach more effectively many segments of the general population so 
that they could be more aware of the multicultural nature of our 
society. The focus of the program is on educational resources 
development, historical and creative literary projects, estab- 
lishing effective media relations, and projects in the performing 
arts. Projects involving young people were also particularly 
encouraged. The objectives of the program were also supported 
through voluntary group efforts funded under the multicultural 


projects grants. 


Educational Resources Development 


A new program area directed toward educational resources 
development was initiated and implemented with the objective of 
producing supplementary learning materials on multicultural 
topics for use both within and outside the education system. 
Some of the projects carried out under this activity area in 
1977-78 ineludes 


- A contract awarded to James Lorimer & Co. Publishers 
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for the production of a teacher's guide to accompany 


a new series of children's multicultural readers; 


bs Assistance to the Ontario Educational Communications 
Authority in the production of a film, Only My Best 
Will Do, which documents the experiences of a young 


Jamaican boy who has recently emigrated to Canada. 


The Directorate is in the process of compiling a list of 
resource people, publications, and projects in progress in an 
effort to identify and meet public requirements and to determine 
the best utilization of its resources. During the year, the 
Directorate provided assistance to several conferences on the 


topic of multicultural education. 


Ethnic Histories 


Histories of two ethno-cultural groups, the Latvians and the 
Welsh, were added to the list of 20 such histories already com- 
missioned. Invitations for proposals were issued for histories 
of groups not yet included in the series. The editors of the 
history series were reviewing three completed manuscripts in 
preparation for publication. Negotiations with a French-language 
publisher to publish a French edition of the ethnic histories 
that are already completed were underway and finalization of 


arrangements was expected early in the new fiscal year. 


In reply to a growing demand for information on recent 
immigrants and less well known ethno-cultural groups, a number of 
general small-scale studies were commissioned by the 
multiculturalism program. Studies on Ecuadorians, Sri Lankans 
and Maltese have been commissioned and studies on Haitians and on 
teaching Black history have been completed. These short studies 


will be published as departmental publications. 


The major project, The Canadian Family Tree, which is the 
second edition of the reference text first published in 1967, has 
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been completed and was prepared for publication. A French 


translation of this manuscript was also in preparation. 


Literature 


The creative literature section of the Canadian Identities 
Program was re-activated during 19/7/7-78. Work was undertaken to 
develop specific program strategies which resulted in criteria 
coming into effect on April 1, 1978 for a new Writing and Publi- 


cations Program. 


In addition to liaising with ethno-cultural organizations 
and their writers' associations, special efforts were directed at 
reaching the mainstream of the Canadian literary community to 
acquaint it with the program and with the unrecognized dimension 
of Canadian ethno-cultural literature. Liaison was established 
with academics, publishers, writers and critics to evaluate their 
interest and obtain their support at national conferences and 


meetings on literature and publishing. 


Two major projects were started in 1977: 


(1) The researching and editing of a collection of Canadian 
folktales from many cultures; the collection™is to 
display the many cultural heritages of Canadians and 


is expected to be ready for printing in early 1979. 


(2) The finding and selecting of material for a collection 
of original stories and poems for children between the 
ages of eight and twelve; the stories and poems are to 
be Canadian in content and are to reflect the multi- 
cultural make-up of the country. Final selection is to 
be made in 1979. 


Media Relations 


During 1977 strategies were developed by the program to 
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increase public awareness of multiculturalism via the mass media. 
Discussions were held across Canada with community cable televi- 
Sion programmers and liaison was established with other national 
mass media organizations. Preliminary investigations were made 
concerning the possibility of developing an integrated program 
for community groups across Canada to improve their skills in a 
wide range of media-related activities. It is hoped that this 


will be developed and implemented during 1978-79. 


Performing Arts 


In addition to stimulating a high degree of participation by 
all cultural groups in the field of performing and visual arts in 
Canada, a number of special high-profile projects were also 


undertaken by the multiculturalism program during the year. 


In honour of the visit of Her Majesty The Queen to Ottawa in 
October, a special Silver Jubilee multicultural performance was 
organized by the program and carried out through contract with 
the Canadian Folk Arts Council. School children from the Ottawa- 
Hull area were invited to attend the opening performance at the 
Civic Centre in the presence of the Queen. The evening perfor- 


mances during the three days were open to the general public. 


A tri-partite agreement was also finalized between the XI 
Commonwealth Games Foundation, the Canadian Folk Arts Council and 
the multiculturalism program for the organization of a two-week 
Canadian Folk Arts Festival during the period of the Games. The 
program's financial support was intended to cover the costs of 
transportation and accommodation of performers from all the 
provinces and territories in the festival which was to be a major 


component of the cultural program of the Games. 


With the support of the multiculturalism program, the fourth 
annual Multicultural Theatre Festival organized by the National 
Multicultural Theatre Association was held in Vancouver in July 


197k Six theatre groups from across Canada participated and 
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presentations were well attended. The major purpose of this 
festival as well as the previous ones was to provide greater 
visibility and acceptance of multicultural theatre in the main- 


stream of Canadian cultural activity. 


During the past year, the multiculturalism program also gave 
prime attention to exploring ways and means of further encourag- 
ing the integration of multicultural events into mainstream 
activities as well as the utilization of art forms as educational 
tools and as vehicles for ethno-cultural group understanding and 


interchange. 


D. Canadian Ethnic Studies Program 


Under the recommendation of the Canadian Ethnic Studies 
Advisory Committee, Visiting Professorships/Lectureships grants 
were awarded to nine universities to enable them to arrange for 


guest lecturers in the field of Canadian ethnic studies. 


A study commissioned by the multiculturalism program, 


Multiculturalism and Ethnic Attitudes Study” by John Berry, 
Rudolph Kalin and Donald Taylor, was published this year and is 


available in bookstores in both official languages. A further 
analysis of the study with reference to national unity questions 


is now being carried out. 


Several contracts were commissioned during 1977/78 for 


research in Canadian ethnic studies. 


The University of Alberta was contracted to study some 
aspects of the work force involvement of East Indian immigrant 
women living in selected Canadian contexts. The main focus of 
the study is on the employment and the mobility prospects of 


these women. 


A project for a tabular census data file on ethnic groups is 


underway, with the objective of improving the accessibility of 
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census data relevant to ethnicity in Canada. This, contract is 


scheduled for completion in 1978. 


A research project has been commissioned on "Ethnic Identity 
Development in Second Generation Immigrant Youth". The findings 
of the study are expected to shed light on the ethnic identifica- 
tion process of second generation immigrant youth and yield a 
useful data base for parents, educators, and community and mental 


health workers concerned with the adjustment of immigrant youth. 


In another project, the social anatomy and physiology of the 
Lebanese and Syrians in Atlantic Canada is being studied by means 


of network analysis. 


During 1977 the Endowment Assistance Program was introduced 
and the Szechenyi Society received a contribution of $300,000 
toward the establishment of a chair in Hungarian studies at the 


University of Toronto. 


Special.Project 


A contract was finalized with the Institute for Research on 
Public Policy in Montreal to undertake on behalf of the Director- 
ate the research and writing of a major study on the theme of 
"Ethnicity, Language and the Cohesion of Canadian Society”. This 
study is to form the basis of Canada's contribution to the UNESCO 
European Joint Study on "Cultural Development in Countries 
Containing Different National and/or Ethnic Groups". The other 
countries. participating Gin’ this anternational project; are 


Yugoslavia, Belgium and Finland. 
ios Canadian Consultative Council on Multiculturalism 
the Canada Consultative Counc. on. siukereulturalism eis an 


advisory body to the Minister responsible for multiculturalism. 


It is made up of some 100 persons drawn from a cross-section of 
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Canada's many ethno-cultural communities and from all walks of 
life. Members are appointed for a specific tenure. The 
Council's main objective is to provide the Minister with consult- 
ative services on matters pertaining to the implementation of the 
multiculturalism policy. The Council's sub-objectives are to 
review, interpret and make suggestions on multiculturalism 


policies and programs. 


The five standing committees of the CCCM undertook intensive 
studies in the areas of: media, grants (criteria); language and 
cultural development and the relationship between multicultural- 
ism and bilingualism; immigration policy and orientation; human 
rights and humanitarian concerns. They submitted a preliminary 
report to the Council at its national meeting in June of 1977. 
This report was finalized in the fall and is now available 


through the CCCM Secretariat. 


At its national meeting held in Vancouver in June 1977, the 
CCCM launched a program of major consultation with ethno- 
cultural organizations in the province of British Columbia. 
These groups were asked to submit briefs on their concerns 
relating to the policy of multiculturalism. In the course of 
1977, this process of consultation was extended to four other 
provinces -- Saskatchewan, (northern) Ontario, Nova Scotia and 
Quebece Another component was added to these meetings: the CCCM 
invited approximately 50 young people between the ages of 16 and 


19 to attend youth workshops on multiculturalism. 
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Native Citizens' Directorate 


The Native Citizens' Directorate, through its five programs 
Oty support) tolmative icitizens#eroreanizations ry yassists” Status 
Indians, Métis and Non-Status Indians, and Inuit to identify 
their needs and actively undertake their own development as 


Canadians. 


The Core Funding Program 


The Core Funding Program was designed to enable native 
people, through their own provincial, territorial, and national 
associations, to undertake intiatives in formulating policies and 


programs to further their development. 


In 1977-78, the Core Funding Program provided support in the 
form of financial and technical resources to 34 associations 
representing native people throughout Canada. Of these, 31 
organizations were provincial or territorial in character and 3 
were national. The national associations included: Inuit 
Tapirisat of Canada representing Inuit peoples, the National 
Indian Brotherhood representing Status Indians, and the Native 


Council of Canada representing Non-Status Indians and Métis. 


The organizations funded received grants from a total budget 
of $8,657,000 to defray the operational costs associated with 
salaries, accommodation, travel, meetings and assemblies, 
professional services, and staff training. Ine LOV/>187 aethe 
distribution of these grants was done on the basis of a newly- 
developed funding formula. This formula was a_ significant 
feature of the first year of the renewed five-year Core Funding 
Program. Implementation of the renewed program also included the 
development of revised financial and administrative guidelines 


for the operation of core-funded associations. 
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Activities of the Core Funding Program extended in 19//7-78 
to include support for native association newspapers and for the 
liaison activities of the national associations. Sixteen 
newspapers were funded on a cost-shared basis from a budget of 
68v7 57,000. Three hundred thousand was allocated to the three 
national associations in support of more effective liaison 
between these organizations and the departments and agencies of 


the federal government. 


Migrating Native Peoples Program 


The program was initiated in 19/72 to support the development 
by native people of programs and services to assist natives, 
migrating from their home communities, to adjust to an urban 
environment. The program's objectives have been primarily 
achieved through the funding of Friendship Centres. Grants were 
provided in 19/7/7-78 so that individual centres could maintain 
basic operations, initiate capital projects where necessary, and 


encourage staff development. 


In 197/-78, 6/7 Friendship Centres received a total of 
$2,784,492 in operating grants that helped defray those costs 
associated with salaries, accommodation, travel, meetings and 
assemblies, and professional services. Included in the number of 
Centres funded were five new Centres, one in each of the 
provinces of Quebec, Manitoba, Alberta, Saskatchewan and British 
Columbia. Capital funding grants helped cover building purchase, 
construction or renovation. During the year, $413,882 was 
awarded in capital funding grants to nine Friendship Centres. 
Additionally, a training fund of $130,000 was made available in 
1977-78; >to hFriendshipmiCentres? for) (the trainingsy/of Yboards@rtor 


directors: andestate. 


The National Association of Friendship Centres which acts to 
coordinate policy and program initiatives at the national level 
was awarded an operating grant of $136,700. These funds permit-— 


ted the Association to maintain liaison with federal departments 
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and agencies and with its membership. Contributing to this 
emphasis on coordination and communication, an annual assembly 
was held in June, 1977. 


In 1977, the Department received Cabinet approval for the 
initiation of a new five-year program, to begin April l, 1978. 
The new program, while continuing its existing support of Friend- 
ship Centres, will expand its direction to include support for 
activities which will bring the resources of differing sectors of 
the community into interaction to assist Friendship Centres in 


easing the transition of individuals to urban living. 


An important feature of the new program will be the initia- 
tion and development of a data base on native migration, deriving 
from research undertaken by the federal government and through 


joint-funding arrangements with the provinces. 


Native Communications Program 


The program, launched in 1974, provides for grants to 
communications societies set up to serve the communications needs 
of all native people in a given area. In 1974-75, nine societies 
received a total of $976,135. During 19/5-/6 these nine soci- 
eties received a total of $1,258,000. In 1976-77 grants support 
was extended to 11 societies and totaled $1,567,474. 


In the fiscal year 1977-78, 12 societies received grants 
Lota nges 1.09), 005). In addition, the National Association of 
Friendship Centres has received $25,000 per annum to assist in 
the publication of its national magazine, “The Native Perspec- 


rave... 


The largest of the societies, the Alberta Native Communica- 
tions Society (ANCS), received $324,000 under this program in 
1977-78. Additional income from the provincial government, other 
federal departments and self-generated revenue brought its total 


operations to over $1,000,000 for the year.

Since its establishment in 1968, ANCS has become involved in 
radio programming, a weekly newspaper, video and TV productions, 
theatre, a national news service, a training program for 10 
community college students, consultation services and satellite 


service programming to remote communities. 


The activities of other societies include newspaper public-— 
ation, radio programming, video productions for the CBC, and 


high-frequency radio systems. 


The Native Communications Program was scheduled for evalua- 
tion during the summer and fall of 1978. Phase I, an evaluation 
of the program's past effectiveness with reference to _ the 
societies funded, was completed in January 19/78. A preliminary 
report was reviewed at a national conference of communication 


societies held in Sydney in November 1977/7. 


Native Women's Program 


The basic objectives of this program are to enhance the 
unique identity of native women within the larger Canadian 
society and to respond on the basis of consistent criteria to 
their expressed social and cultural needs. Project grants 
totaling $300,000 were made available to native women's groups in 
LOT SAO. 


Two of the national projects funded during the year were a 
sustaining grant to the Native Women's Association of Canada 
(NWAC), and funding for executive and board meetings for the 
organization Indian Rights for Indian Women. N.W.A.C. comprises 
provincial “Pandy satereitorials atfiliates representing Status 
Indians, Non-Status Indians, Métis and Inuit women. The organi- 
zation “promotes recognition of native women as a group who are 
primarily concerned with the political, social, health and 
cultural development of themselves and their children”. The main 


concern of the organization Indian Rights for Indian Women is the 
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amendment of section 12 (1) (b) of the Indian Act which pre- 
scribes that any Indian woman forfeits her status and treaty 


rights upon marriage to a non-Indian or Non-Status Indian. 


Most of the provincial native women's associations received 
funding for annual meetings and for community-oriented programs 


such as leadership training and development. 


At the regional level, the Department awarded a grant to 
native women in Labrador to assist them in a founding conference 


for a Labrador Native Women's Association. 


The Hamilton Wentworth Chapter of Native Women in Hamilton, 
Ontario, received a grant for its project “S.0.B.E.R.", to raise 
the awareness of the native and non-native communities to the 


problems of alcohol and its effects on native families. 
Native Social & Cultural Development Program 


The objectives of the Native Social & Cultural Development 
Program, approved in 19/76, are to enhance the unique identity of 
native citizens within the larger Canadian society, to encourage 
greater participation by native citizens within all facets of 
Canadian society and to respond on the basis of consistent 
criteria to the expressed social and cultural needs of native 
citizens. In 1978 grants totaling $7/2,000 were available for 


projects initiated by native citizens' groups. 


Most of the grants to native organizations have been in the 
area of community development and cultural events. National 
projects funded during the year included a grant to "The Native 
Perspective” to publish a special issue, Eyunuwak, to consider 
the question of Canadian national identity and the roles played 
by Canada's original people, and a grant to the Nishnawbe 


Institute to hold the Ecumenical Conference in Morley, Alberta. 
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At the regional level, a grant was awarded to a native 
organization to conduct a feasibility study on the concepts of an 
urban Native Development Village located in Vancouver to serve as 
a cultural, commercial and educational centre for British 


Columbia's native people as well as the non-native community. 


The Project Circle Theatre in Ontario received a grant for 
its project “Children of the Six Nations", a multi-image slide 


presentation for non-native audiences. 


Women's Program Directorate 


The objective of the Women's Program Directorate is to 
encourage the full integration of women as citizens in Canadian 
society by increasing the capacity of women themselves to 
participate in all aspects of society, and by promoting positive 
action by society's major institutions to improve the status of 


womene 


Activities of the Program 


Ae Action Research 


Pilot projects were initiated with organizations with the 
objective of examining several ways in which institutional 
response to change in the status of women is likely to

A total of $77,300 was given to five organizations. These 
were: Canadian Committee on Learning Opportunities for 
Women, Toronto; l'Association féminine d'éducation et d'ac- 
tion sociale, Montreal; Organized Working Women, Toronto;

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Regional Consultants on Women's Issues 


Five consultants were hired to identify strategies, programs 
and resources to encourage positive response to status of 
women issues at the regional level and to contribute to a 
national perspective by advising the Department on the 
needs, resources, strategies and issues relevant to women's 


groups within their communities. 


Resource Development 


Resource and research activities included a study guide for 
use in group discussions on the status of women in society, 
called ‘Perspectives on Women', the Women's’ Resource 
Catalogue, and resource materials on women and_ work, 
learning opportunities for women, and guidelines to assist 


women's groups to establish communications linkages. 


Granting Activity 


During the 1977-78 fiscal year, the Women's Program had a 
total grants allocation of $500,000. This represents the 
Same amount as during the 1976-77 fiscal year. In 19//-78, 
$125,000 was allocated to 16 national projects, and $375,000 
to 109 regional or local projects. Some of the projects 


receiving funds were: 


National 


National Action Committee on the Status of Women: $37,000 


The National Action Committee is an umbrella organization 
established in 1972 to work toward improving the status of 
women in Canada; to re-evaluate, update and implement 
changes proposed by the Royal Commission on the Status of 


Women and those adopted by status of women conventions; and 
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to communicate with status-of-women and other women's 
organizations, with a view to initiating and coordinating 


joint actions as the need arises. 


The Women's Program supported the publication of NAC's 
Status of Women Newsletter, which provides information on 
issues and activities to local, provincial and national 
women's groups, institutions and individuals, and also their 
annual and semi-annual meetings, which bring together 
representatives of a wide range of women's groups. to 
identify and assess women's issues and priorities and to 
develop strategies to implement change in the status of 


womene 


Regional 


Newfoundland and Labrador Women's Institutes, St. John's 
Newfoundland: $6 ,000 


‘Women in the Economic Development Process' - this project 
was a series of workshops in five communities of the prov- 
ince with the aim of integrating women into the economic 


development of these areas. 


A coordinator visited the communities to assess the situa- 
tion, and then planned all-day workshops concentrating on 
the major problems perceived by the women. A program of 
skill development was followed and a variety of structures 


of developing resources was discussed. 


l'Association des femmes francophones de Notre-Dame de 
Grace: $1,950 


This organization's project, Women in the Work Force, was 
designed to make women aware of the work world and to pro- 
mote the establishment of a common approach among groups of 


women on the subject of women and work. The project was 
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divided into three parts: 1) five information and discussion 
meetings on the topics of unemployment insurance and health; 
2) research on and production of a manual on employment and 
retraining opportunities for women; 3) a one-day seminar on 


the work world. 


Kingston Interval House, Kingston, Ontario: $5,000 


To plan and coordinate a four-day conference of Ontario 
interval and transition houses. Workshop topics included 
volunteerism, services and existing social relationships of 
the women's movement to interval houses; and lobbying, 


research, and social and legislative change. 


Women in Trades, Winnipeg, Manitoba: $5,600 


To bring together women interested in the “Women and Trades' 
concept to promote the idea of women working in trades. In 
addition, this organizational meeting of a new group helped 
the participants to understand government policies and to 
understand how to influence these policies and how to change 


the attitudes of employees. 


Conference on Women and Economic Development, Prince 
George, British Columbia: $10,000 


To plan and hold a conference on the role and problems of 
women living in single industry and resource based communi- 


ties in British Columbia and the Yukon. 


Workshops and conference resolutions focused on topics such 
as political and economic analysis of single industry towns, 
town planning, child care, realities of non-traditional work 


for women, and community research. 
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LANGUAGE PROGRAMS BRANCH 


The overall objective of the Language Programs Branch is to 
promote, facilitate and encourage the acquisition and use of the 
two official languages in Canadian society, thereby reinforcing 
the equality of status of the two official languages. In support 
of this objective, the Branch administers the following main 


programs: 


- Bilingualism in Education 

- Bilingualism in Public Administration 

- Bilingualism in the Private Sector 

- Language Acquisition Development and Policy 


Coordination 


Bilingualism in Education 


In cooperation with the provinces and territories, the 
Department administers a series of Bilingualism in Education 
programs which are designed to promote official minority- 
language education and second official language instruction-- 
English in the province of Quebec and French in all other 
provinces and territories--at all levels of education. These 
programs were initiated by federal-provincial agreement in 
January 1970 and were renewed in April 1974 for a five-year 
perlodiwhich vis. «due -to?expiremionmMarchy 3901979. Individual 
programs include formula payments, special projects and various 


bursary and fellowship programs. 


Formula Payments 


Under this program, the Department makes annual payments to 
the provinces to assist. them in the provision of minority 
official language education and second official language instruc— 
tion at the elementary, secondary and post-secondary levels. The 


level of payment to each province is calculated each year on the 


86 


basis of formulae specified in the federal-provincial agreement, 
and taking into account a number of factors. At the elementary 
and secondary levels, these factors include the province's annual 
per-student cost of education for the year, the number of stu- 
dents enroled in courses of official language study, and the 
amount of time these students spend either studying in the 
minority official language or learning their second official 
language. At the post-secondary level, federal contributions are 
based on a percentage of the annual provincial operating grants 


to eligible minority official language institutions. 


Since 1970, the Department has contributed approximately 
$780 million to the provinces in the form of formula payments. 
Of this amount, approximately $195 million was paid during 19/7/7- 
78. A number of changes occurred during the seven years beginning 


with the 1970-71 school year. 


In the area of minority language education, enrolment in 
English schools in Quebec decreased at both the elementary and 
secondary levels. Enrolment in French schools in the other nine 
provinces decreased at the elementary level and increased at the 
secondary level. In view of the decreasing number of students in 
schools (resulting from decreasing birth rates) the increased 
enrolment in French language secondary schools is of some 


interest. 


Changes were also observed in the levels of activity for the 
teaching of second official languages. In the nine provinces 
where English is the language of the majority, enrolment level, 
participation rate and average time studying French increased at 
the elementary level of schools while all three decreased at the 
secondary level. In Quebec, a different pattern was observed. 
Here, at the elementary level, enrolment in English language 
teaching remained at about the same level from 1970-71 to 1976-77 
but participation rate and average time decreased. At the 
secondary level, enrolment decreased, participation held fairly 


steady, and time spent on second language learning increased. 
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Special Projects 


The Special Projects Program is a cost-shared program 
designed to assist provincial and territorial governments in 
developing and expanding minority official language education and 
second official language instruction at any level of the educa- 


tional system, including adult education. 


The program continues to prove successful, with all prov- 
inces and both territories participating. During the 71977476 
fiscal year, the program had a budget of $13.7 million and 
provided assistance for some 165 different projects in support of 
official language education programs across the country. The 
wide range of projects funded reflects the program's continuing 
responsiveness to differing provincial/territorial needs, prior- 
ities and stages of development in the area of official language 


education and instruction. 


Examples of the different kinds of projects initiated or 
expanded in the various jurisdictions include: Newfoundland - the 
engagement of specialist French language coordinators in selected 
school boards to improve second-language teaching; Prince Edward 
Island - the procurement of French-language library materials for 
the minority language student population; Nova Scotia - introduc- 
tion of a French second-language core program from grades three 
and four in 23 schools in Dartmouth; New Brunswick - assistance 
to the New Brunswick Community College toward the provision of 
technical and technological training programs for francophones; 
Quebec - a program of extracurricular activities to encourage 
francophone and anglophone students to use their second language; 
Ontario - assistance toward a major new program to improve and 
expand the teaching of French as a second language in Ontario 
schools; Manitoba - a program at St. Boniface College to enable 
Franco-Manitobans to pursue studies in administration in French; 
Saskatchewan - the provision of bursaries, on an experimental 
basis, to enable high school students to study French during the 


summer; Alberta - extension of bilingual programs at the elemen- 
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tary school level; British Columbia - the establishment of French 
immersion programs in a number of school districts; Yukon - the 
establishment of adult education courses for the teaching of 
French in remote villages; Northwest Territories - the procure- 


ment of French reading materials for elementary school programs. 


Summer Language Bursaries 


During the summer of 19/7/, approximately $6 million was 
provided to enable up to 7,165 post-secondary students to enrol 
in immersion studies in French or English at accredited institu- 
tions. The bursaries, valued at $800 each, defrayed the costs of 


students’ tuition, instruction materials and accommodation. 


Monitor Program 


The Monitor Program promotes the learning and use of the 
official languages through the interprovincial exchange of post- 
secondary students who also act as second-language monitors. For 
the academic year 1977-78 more than 800 post-secondary students 
each received $3,000 under the Program, which has a total budget 


of over $3 million. 


Other Programs 


Other continuing programs of assistance for bilingualism in 
education included bursaries to help second official language and 
minority official language teachers improve their skills (approx- 
imately $2.3 million); travel bursaries for post-secondary 
students who must leave their province of residence to pursue 
their studies in their first official language (approximately 
$34,000); official language study fellowships at the post-second- 
ary level (approximately $2 million); language training centres 
(approximately $915,000); and assistance to teachers' colleges 
for training of teachers in the French language (approximately 


$977,000). 
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Bilingualism in Public Administration 


The Bilingualism in Public Administration Program is 
designed to assist provincial, territorial, municipal and school 
board administrations to offer services in both official lan- 
guages to the public. The main components of the Program include 
federal language training courses for provincial and municipal 
public servants and school board administrators offered through 
the Language Bureau of the Federal Public Service Commission; 
Support to provincial second-language training programs; and 
contributions toward the costs of translation of provincial 


statutes. 


During 1977-78, the Department provided approximately 


$1,900,000 for assistance under this program. 


Bilingualism in the Private Sector 


The purpose of this program is to promote and facilitate the 
acquisition and use, where appropriate, of the two official 
languages in the operations of the private sector. To this end, 
assistance is provided under two program areas (voluntary associ- 


ations and business and industry). 


Assistance to Voluntary Organizations 


Direct contact is established with voluntary associations to 
help them to promote the use of both official languages in their 
activities, to formulate long-term plans for the development of 
bilingualism in this regard and to offer financial and technical 
assistance in such fields as establishment of objectives and 


needs, terminology, translation and language training. 


Approximately $1.1 million in grants was awarded in 197/-78 


to more than 240 associations for a wide variety of projects. 
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Assistance to Business and Industry 


The Bilingualism in the Private Sector Program does not 
disburse grants to private enterprise but provides free technical 
expertise on bilingualism to business and industry, with the aim 
of enhancing the capacity of this sector to provide services in 


both official languages. 


The Program continued distribution of its booklet Thirty-six 
Ways,.COmputll bilingualismmtohwork, forijyouss firsts published) sin 
Wo 7o— /iemand ge invel Ii /omisentmoutssoverngs 0,000). copies: As a 
result, the Program received hundreds of requests for further 
information and became involved in numerous consultations with 
members of the business world. The subjects of greatest interest 
and concern to the business community were second language 


learning, terminology and translation. 


Language Acquisition Development and Policy Coordination 


Language Acquisition Development 


Twenty-five grants were awarded under this program in 19//- 
78 for language research projects and for activities relating to 
the dissemination of information on second official language 


teaching and learning. 


Within the research component of the program, projects which 
received grants include: a study of French-language teaching and 
learning in classroom settings in Toronto; a similar study of 
English-language teaching and learning in Montreal; a psycho- 
linguistic experiment in the acquisition of a native-like accent 
in a second language in Ottawa; a study of French programs in 
British Columbia; a project on the individualized learning of 
English as a second language in Quebec City; a base-year study of 
second-language competencies in New Brunswick; and an analysis of 
needs in the area of post-secondary professional training in 


French outside Quebec. 
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Publications which received grants within the dissemination 
of information component include The SPEAQ Journal, published by 


the Société pour la promotion de l'enseignement de l'anglais 


(langue seconde) au Québec, and the Canadian Modern Language 
Review/Revue canadienne des langues _vivantes. Grants were 


awarded also within this component for a conference of language 
researchers in Edmonton, a national meeting of French immersion 
teachers in Ottawa and an international conference on applied 
linguistics in Montreal. In addition, limited support was made 
available to the association "Canadian Parents for French" con- 
cerned with the improvement of French instruction in Canada; this 
support helped the organization to publish a national newsletter 
and hold a national conference. Two grants were also awarded to 
assist various provincial associations of teachers of English as 


a second language (ESL) in forming a national ESL association. 


Policy Development and Coordination 


The responsibilities of this division on behalf of the 
Language Programs include: analysing key events and developments 
with regard to official languages in Canada as they relate to or 
affect Branch programs; developing and coordinating policies to 
assist in the achievement of Branch program objectives; and 
providing central financial management services for the benefit 


of Branch programs. 


In 1977-78, a number of important events and developments 
occurred with regard to official languages in Canada, particular- 
ly in the area of minority official language rights and, on a 
broader scale, in relation to the question of official language 
Opportunities in the field of education. These included: 
publication of “Les Héritiers de Lord Durham" by La Fédération 
des francophones hors Québec, high-lighting among other things 
the lack of minority education opportunities in the minority 
official language in the nine provinces where English is the 
language of the majority; the adoption of language legislation 


(known as Bill 101) by the Province of Quebec; the publication by 
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the federal government in June 1977 of "A National Understanding/ 
Un Choix National”, a statement of federal policy on official 
languages; two Provincial Premiers' Conferences (August 1977 and 
February 1978) that dealt notably with the issue of minority and 
second official language education and the collective "Statement 
on Language” issued by the premiers of the nine provinces where 
English is the language of the majority, promising to provide 
education opportunities in either official language, wherever 
numbers warranted; and the proposal made to the provinces by the 
Prime Minister of Canada for a constitutional amendment to 
guarantee Canadians freedom of choice regarding the language of 


instruction of their children. 


In addition, several steps were undertaken in 197/-78 with 
regard to renegotiation of the federal-provincial agreement which 
is due to expire on March 31, 19/79. The Secretary of State, the 
Honourable John Roberts, met with the Council of Ministers of 
Education, Canada, in Quebec City in January 1977, and again in 
Toronto in November 1977, to discuss future arrangements for 
federal-provincial cooperation in this area. The nature and form 
of these arrangements were also discussed by officials at the 
fifth annual federal-provincial conference on bilingualism in 
education, organized by the Department of the Secretary of State, 
ine Banth Alberta, ini Maye Gig and tas™wekl,odne thesccourse “of 
bilateral discussions held during the year between federal 


officials and officials of individual provinces.

OFFICIAL LANGUAGE MINORITY GROUPS 


The objectives of the Official Language Minority Groups 
Directorate are to promote the social, cultural and linguistic 
development of the official language communities where they exist 
as minorities; to foster better understanding between the two 
official language groups throughout the country; and to implement 
projects that stress cooperation between the two groups. In 
1977-78, $5,900,000 in grants was awarded under the Directorate's 
programs. In addition, it was announced in the House of Commons 
in October 1977 by the Secretary of State, the Honourable John 
Roberts, that the funds allocated to the Official Language 
Minority Groups Directorate would increase from 30 to 75 million 


dollars over the next five years. 


Aid to Associations 


Sustaining grants were awarded to organizations representa- 
tive of a broad sector of the official language minority -- the 
Fédération des francophones hors Québec, provincial associations 
and specialized national organizations. These grants were 
applied to the operating budgets of the organizations and were 
used to finance secretariats and the coordination of national or 


provincial activities. 


During the year the Treasury Board authorized an increase in 
sustaining grants from $35,000 to $50,000 for provincial 
associations, in addition to a sustaining grant of $100,000 for 
the Fédération des francophones hors Québec, and a maximum of 


$25,000 for specialized national organizations. 


Community animation 


The program was established to encourage and assist official 


language minority groups to use their own language so that they 
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may participate fully in Canadian life in those regions where 
they are established as minorities, while continuing to develop 


as a distinct community. 


Two types of grants are awarded under this program. The 
first provides partial financing for the provincial animation 
programs of those associations which act as representatives and 
principal spokesmen for the official language minority. The 
second enables those official language minority groups not 
engaged in or affected by the formal animation programs to 
establish mechanisms to encourage participation by their own 


members. 


French-English Relations 


The aims of this program are to facilitate and stimulate 
exchanges among the members of the two official language 
communities at the national, provincial and regional levels in 
order to make the majority group aware of the linguistic and 


cultural aspirations of the minority group. 


Toward the end of fiscal year 19/7/-78, the Directorate 
undertook the development of a new policy that would give more 
weight to the needs of the minority in each province, with the 


intention that this policy would be implemented in 1978-79. 


Cultural Centres 


This program is designed to enable individual members of 
official language minority communities, and these communities as 
a whole, to have greater access to the cultural property which 
forms their heritage, and to foster artistic creativity and the 


forms of expression which are particular to them. 


In addition, it promotes the establishment of structured 


associations which are specifically responsible for organizing 
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cultural forms of recreation for minority official language 
communities, by absorbing part of the organizational, programming 


and operational costs of such associations. 


The program also assists the development of official 
language minority groups by enabling group representatives to 
participate in training sessions and workshops in fields such as 
dramatic art, choral singing and folk dancing as well as in day- 
to-day administration of cultural centres. These sessions enable 
participants to acquire knowledge in areas related to their 
interests, such as advertising, marketing and the planning and 


organizing of cultural activities. 
Cultural exchanges 


This sub-program provides a mechanism for cultural exchanges 
through the organizing of performance tours at the intraprovin- 
cial, interprovincial and national levels. Through the financial 
aid provided by the Department, several groups were able to 
perform at various locations otherwise inaccessible to them. Pop 
singers, chansonniers, and theatre, dance and choral groups -- 
all had the opportunity to demonstrate their skills and talent 
and share them with other official language minority communities. 
A grant of $121,695 was awarded to help the Comité culturel des 
francophones hors Québec organize national tours of a play for 
children by the Troupe de la 16© de Vancouver, as well as by the 
Laroche family of Manitoba and chansonniers Francine McGee and 


Calixte Duguay. 
Youth Activities 


This program promotes the linguistic and socio-cultural 
development of all minority official language youth, as a means 
of ensuring the continuing development of minority official 
language communities. In this context the program promotes the 
development of youth organizations and their coordination of 


youth animation programs. It encourages the establishment of 
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special youth projects in order to foster the development of all 
elements of minority youth, and the undertaking of initiatives to 
meet the objectives set by young people and their representative 


organizations at the national and provincial levels. 


Special and National Projects 


These projects are designed to encourage progressive auton- 
omy for, and real participation by, official language minority 
groups within national organizations and to help to develop 
national organizations committed to strengthening ties between 
communities and groups from different provinces having the same 
language and culture. Grants awarded in 19//7-78 for national 
meetings and pilot and special projects served to reinforce the 
autonomy and collective action of minority groups within national 
organizations, and to support certain specific projects of the 
Fédération des francophones hors Québec, the Association de la 


presse francophone hors Québec, and other national organizations. 


International Participation 


Beginning the year, the activities of this sector have been 
divided among the above-mentioned programs in order to broaden 
their scopee For example, the participation by Canadian singers 
in the Choralies Internationales choral festival in Vaison-la- 


Romaine was supported by the Cultural Exchange program. 
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TRANSLATION BUREAU 


The Translation Bureau is the federal body responsible for 
providing translation and interpretation services in all langua- 
ges for Parliament, the government and its agencies. Several 
years ago, the Cabinet also assigned the Bureau responsibility 
for verifying and standardizing the terminology used by the 


various government departments and agencies. 


In 1977-78, the Bureau translated some 251 million words, 
chiefly in the two official languages, as compared to 232 million 
words in 1976-1977. However, there was a slight decrease in the 
number of interpreter days in comparison with last year, from 
13,377 to 11,063; the main reason for this was a drop of roughly 


45 per cent in foreign language interpretation requirements. 


As of March 31, 1978, the Bureau had 1,899 employees: 1,293 
translators, interpreters and terminologists, and 606 administra- 
tive and support staff. The previous year there were 1,26l 
translators, interpreters and terminologists and 602 administra- 


tive and support staff, for a total of 1,863 employees. 


The 1977-78 year was not significantly different from the 
previous one with respect to translation production, quality or 
resources. However, in other respects it will remain an impor- 
tant year in the Bureau's history, for the Bureau conducted a 
detailed study of its general organization, structures. and 
services from the standpoint of service to its customers, namely 
government departments and agencies. This study, which was made 
in the first two months of the year, led to the drafting of a 
five-year plan, which is designed to increase the Bureau's 


effectiveness. 


The most notable event during the year in the interpretation 


sector was the advent of television in the House of Commons in 
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the fall of 1977. This innovation did not significantly alter 
interpreters’ working conditions, but did add a new dimension to 
their work. Thanks to modern technology, huge unilingual 
audiences can now watch the proceedings of the House live in 
French or English. Bureau interpreters also travelled a great 
deal during the year; their “escort” assignments took them as far 
afield as China, the USSR, Romania, Japan and Cuba. In addition, 
they provided interpretation services at conferences in Hawaii 


and Sri Lanka. 


The multilingual translation service (which works from both 
official languages into foreign languages and vice versa) 
experienced a 5.7 per cent increase in its volume of work, and 


translated a record 20.7 miltion words. 


In peak periods the Bureau called upon the services of a 
number of contract translators and interpreters. The volume of 
freelance translation increased by 23.5 per cent to a total of 


35.7 million words. 


Terminology and documentation 


The Translation Bureau's terminology and documentation 
services are for the use of all federal employees, not just 
Bureau staff. During the year the Directorate consolidated its 
efforts and established guidelines for its major sectors: termi- 
nology, standardization and liaison, the teminology bank, 


documentation and machine translation. 


Some of the highlights of the year were a reorientation in 
the approach to terminology, the finalization of a standardiza- 
tion method and a liaison procedure, the analysis of new methods 
of operating the terminology bank, which became operational the 
previous year, the reorganization of documentation services and 


further work on machine translation. 
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In keeping with its mandate to standardize terminology in 
the Public Service, the Bureau set up interdepartmental steering 
committees to define work programs to be carried out by reference 
committees composed of specialists in the field in question. For 
example, Air Canada, the Department of Transport and the Depart- 
ment of National Defence were invited to work with the Bureau on 
a reference committee on aeronautics. Similar groups were also 
set up for product labelling, nuclear energy, management, 
scientific and technical terminology, program evaluation and 


municipal terminology. 


To complete its terminological standardization activities, 
the Bureau developed a liaison program with government depart- 
ments and agencies concerning the Terminology Directorate's work 


and projects. 


The Canadian government's Terminology Bank was developed 
further imslo/ 7197s. Users now find an answer or a partial 
answer 49 per cent of the time. By the end of the fiscal year 
some 40 terminals were in operation, including two terminals 
exclusively for off-line requests involving large numbers of 


terms. 


Documentary services established new bibliographic collec- 
tion and reference methods to keep pace with their customers' 


growing range of needs. 


Machine translation of weather forecasts continued 
satisfactorily in Eastern Canada, with a 90 per cent success 
rate. The system should be extended to the entire country in 
1978-1979. The machine translation team also continued various 
studies related to the “Aviation” project in close cooperation 
with the University of Montreal team. The objective is to 
prepare the final version of the grammar texts and dictionaries 
for the system, which is expected to be operational by the spring 
O€ £1979). 
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Planning, training and language quality 


As part of the five-year plan, the Planning Branch helped 
prepare a development program for translators already in the 
Bureaue It was also involved in rationalizing the translation 
data system, introducing a performance measurement system and 
laying the groundwork for the revision of the classification and 


selection standards for the translation group. 


The university training program continued and in May 19/77 
the Bureau received 90 graduates in translation: 33 from the 
University of Montreal, 17 from the University of Ottawa, 25 from 
Laval University, three from Laurentian University, six from 
the University of Quebec at Trois-Riviéres and six from the 
University of Moncton. In 19/7/-1978 the Bureau provided grants 
to 114 students at seven universities (Queen's University was 
added to the list of approved universities). The Bureau also 
continued its training program for new translators not from 
translation schools. In addition, about 60 translators and 


revisers participated in the professional development program. 


The Branch's language quality program refined its methods 
and evaluation criteria and began work on_ standards’ for 
controlling the quality of the final translation product. ifs 


also prepared and marked Translation Bureau examinations. 
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FINANCIAL AND OPERATIONAL AUDIT DIRECTORATE 


During the 1977-78 fiscal year the Financial and Operational 
Audit Directorate carried out mandatory audits of financial 
controls and systems and several operational reviews, and acted 
as a link between the Department and the office of the Auditor 
General. Staff members were also engaged in a number of special 
assignments at the request of senior management, resulting in 
visits to all regions to meet with departmental officers, provin- 
cial government officials or client organizations. The Audit 
Services Bureau, acting as agent for the Directorate, also 
conducted a large number of assignments, primarily in the area of 


federal-provincial agreements. 


Early 1978 saw a reorganization which combined the Audit and 
Evaluation functions into a new structure under the AUSS (Trans- 
lation) pending conclusion of a task force study on a final 


organizational relationship for these activities. 
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SECRETARY GENERAL 


At the beginning of the fiscal year the Information Branch 
continued under the aegis of the Assistant Under Secretary of 
State for Corporate Management. However, a review and reorgani- 
zation of the existing Departmental Secretariat and the Informa- 
tion Branch was initiated by senior management with a view to 
amalgamating all communications functions under one_ senior 


Officials 


In October, the post of Secretary General of the Department 
was created and staffed with direct reporting responsibility to 
the Under Secretary of State. The Secretary General became 
responsible for the Ministerial and Departmental Liaison Branch 
(formerly the Secretariat), and for the Communications Branch 
(formerly the Information Branch) which includes the Planning and 


Coordination, Regional Information and Operations Directorates. 


Communications Branch 


Creative Services 


During the latter part of the year the Creative Services 
Division combined the resources of research, writing and edito- 
rial preparation with those of publications and audiovisual 
production to form one integrated unit. This move also consoli- 
dated all audiovisual material and human resources at headquar- 
ters, in anticipation of the move to new premises. The latter 
change resulted in substantially increased film and videotape 
services, and the nucleus of a long-needed software resource 
centre providing, particularly, slides and photographic services 


to the Department and to other government departments. 


The unit also was responsible for writing, editing, planning 


and expediting the design and production of 3l new publications, 
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eight reprinted publications and other varied printed matter for 
all departmental program sectors. These included a variety of 
brochures, information kits and promotional materials concerning 
the department's program activities as well as two new period- 
icals and a number of research studies undertaken and published 
by the Department. Editorial services were provided for the 
writing and revision of speeches and for the preparation of 
information about the Department appearing in external publica- 


tions such as directories and handbooks. 


The public enquiries section of the unit answered 4,/05 
telephone and written requests for information and publications 


and distributed a total of 836,/16 publications. 


Production of slide and sound media was augmented. A 
display was produced for the Dominion Carilloneur, one was 
initiated for the Multiculturalism Directorate, and research and 
concept development were commenced for a major departmental 


exhibit at the Canadian National Exibition. 


Two photographic assignments across Canada provided valuable 
new material for the Multiculturalism Directorate and Citizenship 
Registration. The material was also made available to complete 


an exhibit for use abroad by the Department of External Affairs.

During fiscal year 19//-78, the Media Relations Division

National Correspondence 


The National Correspondence Unit replies to the public's 
written and telephone requests for information on the programs 
and activities of the federal government. A trained staff either 
answers the inquiries directly or refers them to the appropriate 
government source. During 1977-78, replies were provided to 
6,115 letters and 384 telephone inquiries for information and 


publications. 


Departmental Secretariat 


The Departmental Secretariat, in its fourth year of 
operatiou, continued to assume responsibility for the provision 
of administrative services to the Secretary of State and the 
Minister of State for Multiculturalism. In October, the 
Secretariat began to report to the newly-appointed Secretary- 
General of the Department and was renamed the Ministerial and 


Departmental Liaison Branch. 


Over the year, almost 10,000 letters of inquiry or comment 
were received by the Secretary of State and processed by the 
Departmental Correspondence Unit. Approximately 210 parliament- 
ary questions were asked of the Secretary of State through the 
Order Paper. The Secretariat solicited replies to these 
questions from the Department and the agencies reporting to 
Parliament through the Minister and coordinated such replies for 


the Minister's signature. 
Additionally, the Secretariat was involved in providing 


secretarial services for the Senior Management Committee chaired 


by the Under Secretary.
